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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF HON. JOHN F. COLLINS, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON 


Reverend Clergy, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Six years ago the City of Boston was beset with many 
problems — some old, some new, but all serious and 
even forbidding. 

The people of Boston were at a crossroads. One road, 
comparatively easy to traverse, because it went down- 
hill, led nevertheless to inevitable decay and disaster. 
The other road, a difficult uphill road, led hopefully to 
municipal strength, pride, and prosperity, but it re- 
quired an enormous amalgamation of courage, energy, 
and determination if those goals were to be reached. 

The people of Boston made the hard decision, the 
courageous decision, but also the right decision, and em- 
barked successfully on ‘‘Operation Revival,” the bene- 
ficial and visible results of which are obvious to all. 

That decision was also irrevocable. We shall con- 
tinue to follow that road, because, no matter how many 
clouds may darken the horizon from time to time, our 
direction remains clear. Boston has become a first-rate 
city. It is our intention that it shall become Tur first- 
rate city. 

In this effort and in this accomplishment the citizens 
of Boston closed ranks, and no amount of praise is 
adequate to acknowledge the contributions made to 
this result by people from all walks of life, and repre- 
senting, without exception, every element of our popu- 
lation.

Credit and thanks must also be given to our thousands 
of municipal workers, without whose good will and 
unstinting cooperation our efforts might very well have 
been in vain. 

Special credit and congratulations must be given to 
the outgoing City Council, whose farseeing accomplish- 
ments these last two years will redound to the benefit of 
Boston for decades to come. I am convinced that the 
outgoing City Council will be remembered as one of 
the most responsible, most capable, and perhaps the 
greatest City Council in the modern history of Boston. 

The year 1966 and the remaining years of this decade 
will nevertheless be critical years for Boston, as they 
will be for all the major cities of this nation. 


For many years the large cities of this country have 
been beset with staggering problems — none of which 
are of their own creation, few of which are within their 
own control, but all of which have been made their 
exclusive responsibility. 

These problems have run the gamut of transportation, 
education, juvenile delinquency, chronic poverty, care 
of the aged, and intergroup relations. 


None of these problems is essentially local in origin. 
All of them are problems of universal existence and 
concern within this nation. 


For many years the cities of this nation have cried 
out to their national and state governments for assist- 
ance in the solution of these problems, but until very 
recently their voices have had no more effect than 
voices in the wilderness. 

Except in the fields of housing and urban renewal, 
until very recently the national and state governments 
have turned an almost deaf ear to the municipalities, 
leaving not only the solutions of these problems to the 
cities, but also placing the unbearable financial burden 
of these problems on the backs of local taxpayers. 

But now, under President Kennedy and President 
Johnson, the federal government has finally recognized 
that if the future of the United States is in the hands of 
its city dwellers, the problems of the city have become 
a proper and urgent object of national concern. 
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Today, more than 70 percent of the national popu- 
lation resides in its cities and urban areas, and President 
Johnson has wisely and with great statesmanship an- 
nounced his plan for a new Federal Department of 
Urban Affairs —a major stride forward to progress in 
this area of such vast significance to every American 
citizen. 

But this can only be the first step forward. ‘‘ De- 
mocracy,’’ as the late Adlai Stevenson said, ‘‘is not 
self-executing. We must keep at it constantly to make 
it work.” 


Democracy in these United States cannot be said to 
work if cities in which 70 percent of our population 
reside are to be treated as orphans of the federal govern- 
ment. 


And if, as has been said, we can afford $30 billion 
for a race to the moon, then surely we can afford a like 
amount to make sure that every American has a reason- 
able chance for the physical, mental, and social well- 
being that should be his lot in life. 


Your voices and mine —and those of our fellow 
urban citizens throughout the nation — must continue 
to cry out in support of President Johnson’s plans and 
efforts. 


And when our goals are reached, we will be that 
much closer to demonstrating to the world that de- 
mocracy does truly work, because we keep at it to 
make it work. 


Hopefully, we also note an increasing awareness of 
urban problems on the part of our state government, 
both executive and legislative. Would that hope 
could turn to cheer, but as of this time it appears that 
conflicts of political philosophy have created an im- 
passe that denies to Boston, and its sister cities and 
towns throughout the Commonwealth, the aid which 
they so desperately need, and which all agree they 
must have at once. 


Uppermost in our minds is the tax relief which 
Boston and its sister municipalities so urgently require. 
In the absence of such relief, our tax outlook is dark 
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and discouraging — so much so that I urge upon our 
Legislature that we have reached a status of crisis 
and emergency. 

The intelligent and realistic citizen recognizes that 
as we increase the amount, variety, and quality of 
governmental services, the total tax cost to the federal, 
state, and city taxpayers must go up. Everyone 
understands that our governmental units are not 
impervious to inflation and the rising costs of materials, 
labor, and supplies. 

On the other hand, the local taxpayer sees no warrant 
or justice in saddling him with so disproportionate 
a part of this increase that he can no longer bear the 
burden of the tax thus imposed. Especially does he 
complain where the tax rate not only interferes with 
his ability to provide properly for his family, but also 
stifles new industry and new construction in his locality. 

The fact is that in Boston, unless tax relief is im- 
mediately forthcoming from the Commonwealth, our 
1966 tax rate will mount to at least $1380, because of 
unavoidable increases in expenditures, including burdens 
imposed on the city and beyond its control, totaling 
not less than $23 million after offsetting credits. 

These increases include the following: additional 
MBTA assessments; an increased county budget; ad- 
ditional debt service costs; additional pension and 
retirement costs; additional provision for welfare and 
veterans’ services; wage increases for low-paid city 
employees; minimum additional provision for school 
and hospital costs; and a minimum allowance for 
increased costs resulting from state-mandated collective 
bargaining procedures. 

I repeat — unless compensating relief or revenue 
becomes available, then these increases in city require- 
ments will result in a $15 increase in our tax rate, to 
$130 per thousand. 

What a tragedy that such a result looms before us, 
when a clear majority of both houses of the Legislature 
agrees both on the need and the amount of relief for 
the cities and towns, but has not hitherto been able to 
resolve the impasse resulting from a conflict of opinion 
as to how, or from what source, such relief shall become 
available. 
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So long as the domestic problems of America are 
located almost entirely in our cities and the resources 
for their solution are in Washington and the state 
capitals, we cannot succeed in our great national effort 
to renew, rehabilitate, and reinvigorate our cities. 

Increased employment opportunities, better educa- 
tional opportunities, better mass transit, better housing, 
an improved environment to make urban living an 
ideal status — all require money, and this is the greatest 
shortage of the cities, particularly in Massachusetts. 

As we gather here, the Legislature is about to convene 
for the final two days of this session, a situation un- 
precedented in the history of our state. However 
late the hour, it is not too late to hope that some as- 
sistance to the hard-pressed cities and towns may 
yet be forthcoming. 

All citizens and legislators of good will recognize 
the need for action. Let us pray that discussion as to 
the means may be speedily concluded with decisive 
action for the benefit of all. The alternative is bleak 
and repelling. 

As we face the new year I bespeak the cooperation 
of the Honorable City Council and the Honorable 
School Committee in making 1966 a banner year for 
all the people of Boston. 

Despite the difficulties which face us, let us look 
back one year from now with pride and satisfaction, 
and with even greater confidence and optimism in 
the future of our city. 

To this end, I pledge you faithfully my own un- 
stinting efforts. 

Let-us all remember that in these wonderful United 
States, in this proud Commonwealth, and in this our 
beloved City of Boston, each citizen is indeed his 
brother’s keeper; that the essence of democracy is 
not man’s indifference, but man’s humanity, to man; 
that our efforts, our activities, and our objectives 
must ever be keyed to making democracy work. 

May God attend your efforts and mine, to the ever- 
lasting benefit of the people of Boston, who have 
entrusted this city to our care.

Drar Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the twelfth annual report 
of the Administrative Services Department for the 
year commencing January 1, 1965, and ended December 
31, 1965. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Services 
Department is in charge of a Board, known as the 
Administrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services who 
is Chairman of said Board; an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets; an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel; an officer known as the Purchasing 
Agent; and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City 
Auditor, and the Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 

Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nance, it is the duty of said Board, and more especially 
of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, 
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under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with 
respect to the organization, activities, policies, and 
procedures of all departments, boards, and officers of 
the city government so that the administration thereof 
shall be economical and efficient. 


The tentative policy of holding informal meetings 
with Board members, rather than conducting formal 
meetings, was continued during 1965, with only three 
formal meetings being held under the dates of January 
12, January 19 (special meeting), and September 14, 
at Room 43, City Hall. 


In the early part of 1965 an advisory panel was 
established to study the latest techniques in electronic 
data processing and other business equipment and, 
eventually, to make recommendations to the Board 
for the purchase, rental, or disposition of such equip- 
ment. This panel, consisting of Dr. W. Roy Hamilton, 
Special Assistant of Fiscal Operations; James E. Enright, 
Data Processing Consultant; Daniel Walsh, New Eng- 
land Merchants National Bank; and Robert V. Donald- 
son, Director of Services and Planning, First National 
Bank of Boston, has been working actively during 
the course of the year in reviewing and analyzing 
present machine operations within the city organization 
and making comparisons with similar operations in 
private industry. 


With a view to centralizing machine operations in 
the new City Hall, the panel’s main objective is to 
coordinate in some rational manner the developments 
in machine processing that are taking place throughout 
the country in various governmental operations. In 
conjunction with this study, data processing repre- 
sentatives from various well-known organizations have 
been visiting with various department heads and 
supervisors to acquaint themselves with present opera- 
tions and to submit to the panel recommendations for 
improvements. These reviews and studies both by 
the advisory panel and the data processing repre- 
sentatives should result in Boston receiving the highest 
calibre of advice and counsel available prior to the 
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establishment of what we hope will be one of the most 
modern municipal] central electronic data processing 
units in the country. 


Although a final report of the advisory panel has 
not been submitted to date, a preliminary report 
covering studies to September 1, 1965, was submitted 
to the Board under date of September 14 and contains 
the following analyses and tentative recommendations 
which, in all probability, will have some bearing on the 
final recommendations: 


That the establishment of a central file within the unit 
would contain information that would be easily available 
concerning payments on real estate, water, sewer, motor 
excise taxes, etc. This would permit an individual to 
go to one location and secure information rather than 
being obliged to travel to several departments as is now 
the case. Within two minutes information requested 
regarding a certain account would be available simply 
by asking the machine. This process, in data processing 
language, is known as “direct inquiry capability,” and 
it would make possible the following up of delinquent 
accounts much more easily than at present. 


That the system is being designed so as to do away with 
the necessity for overtime in the Collecting Division of 
the Treasury Department and will eliminate to a large 
extent hand posting. 


That the Assessing Department would be provided 
with a much faster billing operation even though the 
present system is not too bad. 


That the editorial functions of preparing Police and 
Voting Lists presently conducted by the Administrative 
Services Department would be vastly improved. 


That the clerical forces in the Collector-Treasurer’s 
Office and the Water Billing Division of the Public Works 
Department could be substantially reduced, but it is not 
the intent to discharge any of these employees but to 
place them in other departments where there are staffing 
shortages. 


That an important public service will result in diminish-~ 
ing the number of complaints received concerning these 
various services. 


That the number of management functions that city 
departments would be obliged to perform will grow even 
though the population figures are decreasing. Boston, 
like any other forward-looking city, has to keep pace with 
methods of doing things more efficiently and as economi- 
cally as possible. 
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That the new system now being designed will be the 
most up to date of any city in the field of financial adminis- 
tration. The initial phase will take the place of certain 
units now being operated by the Collecting Division of 
the Treasury Department, the Assessing Department, 
and the Administrative Services Department. It will 
cost no more to operate than the three units which it will 
replace and it will be more advanced and more progressive. 


That, as soon as feasible, the system as designed, will 
acquire some of the functions now being performed by 
the Auditor’s machines, probably payrolls and appro- 
priation accounting. The reason for not acquiring some 
of these functions in the first phase is to implement and 
perfect what is presently contemplated before taking on 
additional responsibilities. 


That being faced with the problem of finding a spot 
for the central unit to replace the three departmental 
units previously mentioned, and in order to simplify 
budgetary and personnel questions, a number of lter- 
natives were considered all the way from a complete 
reorganization of our financial administration structure 
down to the possibility of placing the unit in one of the 
operating finance departments. 


That a middle course was chosen for several good rea- 
sons and that it is proposed to recommend that the Ad- 
ministrative Services Board formally create what is to be 
called an ‘‘Information Services Division.” A resolution 
as finally drawn up will clearly stipulate that the policies 
and responsibilities of the division will be placed with the 
Board and that the reason for this recommendation is to 
give all of the participating departments an effective voice 
in a division which will serve all of these departments. It is 
desired that this division be also subject to the policies of 
the using departments. 


That the individual departments, in the establishment 
of this new division, must recognize that it isin their own 
best interests to have the division perform successfully, 
which means that maximum cooperation is necessary in 
the sixteen to eighteen months of planning that will be 
required to implement the programs and systems. 


That, in placing the new division under the control of 
the Administrative Services Board, many of the staffing 
problems will be minimized. Discussions concerning staf- 
fing have already been held with Civil Service officials, and 
they have indicated that they would be receptive to present 
plans. In the initial stages the greater part of the staff 
will be selected from the departments involved, but there 
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is a strong possibility that it will be necessary to select top- 
level employees, such as programmers, analysts, and a 
manager from outside the present city organization. 


That, as soon as the consultants’ report is finalized, a 
choice will be made among manufacturers who have made 
presentations. 


That it is important for the efficient operation of this 
new division that the continuity of operations when ad- 
ministrations change be considered and, in this connection, 
it is advisable that top-level employees in the division be 
placed on a permanent civil service status. 


Finally, that, in the process of developing this new unit, 
the need for all the assistance possible from the depart- 
ments involved is mandatory; in other words, the depart- 
ments involved will be obliged to inform Dr. Hamilton 
of what their needs are. For example, what kind of re- 
ports and information are required; when do they have to 
have them, etc. This will require a lot of work and co- 
operation from all concerned. 


At the recommendation of Dr. Hamilton, the Board 
established a new system throughout city departments 
to control the rate at which annual appropriations are 
expended. This new system, known as the Quarterly 
Allotment System, did not go into effect until the third 
quarter of 1965, thereby making it difficult at this time 
to make any accurate comparison or analyses of the 
results. However, we believe that during the current 
year it will be possible to improve and expand the oper- 
ation to a degree that will give us and each department 
head a clearer picture of expenditures and balances on a 
quarterly basis. 


Prior to the merger of the Health Department with 
the Hospital Department in the latter part of 1965, it 
was necessary because of the acquisition of the Health 
Department property by the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority to relocate the Health Department facilities 
from their location at Haymarket Square to another 
area. Work on this program was initiated in November 
of 1964 and resulted in the transfer of administrative 
facilities to the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital in March of 1965, with the operations of other 
divisions or units being absorbed by similar operations 
at the Sanatorium, City Hospital, and the State De- 
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partment of Public Health. One division was provided 
space in the City Hall Annex. The State Department 
of Public Health was most cooperative in assisting us to 
solve a few of the problems of transition with which we 
were faced when we became aware of the Redevelopment 
Authority action. 


A Records Inventory Study was initiated and con- 
ducted for the purpose of evaluating our records storage 
problem, which was never explored previously in the 
history of the city. In preparing for the relocation of a 
majority of city departments in the new City Hall, it 
was considered imperative and mandatory that we ex- 
amine not only the amount and number of documents 
and records stored beneath the City Hall and Annex but 
to determine what types of records we are obliged to 
retain, what types could be disposed of, and how much 
space would be required in the new City Hall to store 
both old and current records. 


Under the provisions of the Economic Opportunity 
Act of 1964 we were fortunate in securing the services of 
six college students, two from Boston College and four 
from Northeastern, to assist us in this all-important 
study. Asa result of this study, a listing was compiled 
of the contents of some twenty-six vaults and storage 
areas in the City Hall and Annex, and copies of the same 
have been delivered to the department heads controlling 
these areas. The information and data secured will 
not only be of tremendous value in the planning stage of 
moving to the new City Hall but will provide us with a 
definite plan to initiate a permanent records manage- 
ment operation throughout all city departments that 
should reduce future space costs and add some sem- 
blance of order and efficiency to departmental pro- 
cedures. 


In the establishment of the Housing Inspection 
Department, space was located in the Annex from 
which the department now operates. A study was 
made of this area, and floor and layout plans were 
prepared. 
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At the direction of the Board new procedural manuals 
were produced by each department of city government 
and should serve as a base upon which to plan and 
build a streamlined organizational structure prior t0 
our moving into the new City Hall. 


Further studies were required in the Building De- 
partment to implement the original recommendations 
of Charles M. Evans and Associates, a local consultant 
organization, and are continuing at the present time. 
The studies involved cover a wide area of functional 
and administrative problems which presented them- 
selves when it was decided to incorporate the major 
recommendations of the Evans Study of 1964. It 
was found that many of the problems concerned staffing, 
more particularly in the inspectional fields. Several 
of the key personnel in the inspectional units had 
either retired or anticipate retiring in the not too distant 
future, thereby leaving a void in many areas that will 
be difficult to fill. A lack of in-service training over a 
period of a quarter of a century and the absence of 
updated field manuals to acquaint inspectors with 
standard procedures are two of the main reasons why 
the present conditions exist. 


It was also learned that, due to the acceleration of 
work in building construction throughout the city, 
it is practically an impossibility at the present time 
to procure competent personnel either from a civil 
service list or from the outside who would be willing 
to accept the responsibilities of some of these positions 
at the salaries offered. Several top-level positions 
within the department are presently vacant either 
through sickness or retirements; several other respon- 
sible positions will become vacant within the next two or 
three years through the retirement of experienced and 
trained personnel. This will add to the present problems 
unless we are successful in attracting new blood into 
the organization and also have some degree of success 
in training some of the present employees in new 
procedures and new techniques which are required to 
carry out the provisions of the new zoning and building 
code laws. 
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We are hopeful that the final report of the Evans 
Study will contain recommendations that will solve 
some of these problems, as it appears that the crux 
of the situation lies in the training of present personnel 
and the attracting of new personnel who are desirous 
of making a municipal career in the field of building 
construction. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


Members of the staff of this division were engaged 
in the records management study, the Buildings De- 
partment reorganization study, the physical establish- 
ment of the new Housing Inspection Department, the 
transfer of Health Department functions from Hay- 
market Square prior to the Hospital and Health De- 
partments consolidation and many other studies of a 
routine nature. 


A new ‘‘Daily Attendance Record” form was in- 
augurated throughout city departments in addition 
to a form for reporting accidents. This new system 
was instituted at the recommendation of the Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council, and the results to date have 
been most satisfactory in reducing absenteeism and 
costs of Workmen’s Compensation.

1965 Conferama 


Our Conferama presentation was held this year at the 
War Memorial Auditorium and marked the tenth 
anniversary of these annual presentations. 


The theme of our presentation, ‘‘ New Boston-Govern- 
ment Center,’ afforded us an opportunity to present 
updated plans concerning the Government Center 
Complex and, as an additional feature, to explore several 
avenues of thought regarding disposition of the old 
City Hall. We regret that, due to a last minute change 
in plans, you were unable to be with us, but we are 
certain that when you have had an opportunity to 
review the report which should be available within the 
next few weeks you will find it most interesting, as it 
entails several subjects that will be given serious con- 
sideration during the current year in preparation for the 
moving of many employees and departments to the new 
City Hall in 1967. 


In addition to your participation as Honorary Chair- 
man, the Director of Administrative Services as General 
Chairman, and the Executive Secretary to the Ad- 
ministrative Services Board as Coordinator, the following 
distinguished panelists or speakers contributed im- 
mensely to the success of the overall program:

In=Service Training Unit 


The In-Service Training Program for the City of 
Boston is the largest of its kind in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. The validity of this statement is 
based on a 1965 questionnaire survey sponsored by the 
Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns throughout 
the Commonwealth. It is believed also to be one of the 
largest in the country. Its program has grown during 
the past year from one or two areas of municipal training 
endeavor into a comprehensive assortment of adminis- 
trative, professional, technical, and clerical subjects. 
City of Boston personnel attend classes in buildings 
provided by the Boston School Department, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and in at least two of the 
leading universities within the city limits. The premises 
of the Hobart Scale Company became a classroom for 
ten deputy sealers who attended a demonstration course 
of the Hobart 3000 Automatic Weighing System. 
Through fourteen different numbers, 35,000 in-service 
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training bulletins entitled ‘‘Tele-Training for Business 
Purposes”? were circulated throughout every depart- 
ment for the use of the entire personnel of the City of 
Boston. 


Its academic growth has been particularly striking 
during the past year. Several new courses have been 
added including: Water Distribution and Administra- 
tion; Municipal Supervisory Development; Reading 
Laboratory Course; Secretarial Course; Medical Records 
Librarian Course, Sanatorium. 


The increasing number of questionnaires received not 
only from cities and towns in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts but also from many major cities of the 
United States indicates that the program has been at- 
tracting widespread interest. A very healthy increase in 
enrollments in all these courses has been noted in the 
year 1965. 


The primary objective of the In-Service Training 
Unit is to keep personnel on a par with the rapidly 
changing, increasingly technological, and complex times 
regarding municipal administration. A close second to 
this objective is the elimination of a serious problem 
facing city and town administrators throughout the 
United States — the storage of systems and procedures 
in the minds of one or two departmental personnel. In 
anticipation of the projected completion of the new 
Boston City Hall in 1967, the In-Service Training 
Unit is committed to the purpose of imparting to the 
entire personnel an appreciation of the privilege which 
will be ours of serving the public in multimillion-dollar 
surroundings. It is felt that through an advancement of 
learning a greater sense of personal and social responsi- 
bility will become evident both within the working 
ranks and within the community. 


Graduates of the various courses receiving certificates 
of fulfillment have notably experienced an improved 
morale. Of this alumni, many advertise among their 
associates the benefits to be derived. Ultimately, of 
course, far greater benefits will be reaped because of 
increased skills and abilities leading to improved posi- 
tions. 
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Continuing enrollment of the personnel seems to be 
greatest in the Five-Year Associate Engineering Degree 
Course and Unit Engineering Courses provided by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts through Lowell Tech- 
nological Institute. Closely paralleling this enrollment 
are those courses taken in the Massachusetts Municipal 
Training Institute, Bureau of Public Affairs, Boston 
College. 


Accreditation standards are high, with at least 75 
percent attendance at classes becoming mandatory. 


Special programs are planned to meet the needs of 
personnel needing exceptional aptitudes and achieve- 
ments. ‘These are found in the Police, Fire, and Welfare 
Departments. These programs are designed by training 
divisions in the respective departments. Because this 
specialized education has gained widespread recognition 
nationally, the programs are submitted in their entirety 
for the year 1965. Academically superior graduates are 
encouraged to accept opportunity for advancement study 
in more highly classified endeavors. Particularly is this 
true in the Police and Fire Departments when gifted 
individuals are granted leaves of absence for an entire 
year to pursue studies in colleges, universities, and na- 
tional agencies specializing in respective training. 


To the extent that City of Boston personnel is taking 
advantage of the educational opportunities afforded is 
reported in the analysis submitted. 


Research effort of the In-Service Training Unit is on 
a constant and continuing basis to strengthen the num- 
ber of educational programs, policies and innovations. 
Advantage was taken of a most generous scholarship 
offer made by the trustees of Wilbraham Academy in 
announcing that Louis G. Flocken Memorial Scholar- 
ships would be made available to sons of city employees. 
One hundred copies of curriculum literature together 
with scholarship requirements were mailed city-wide. 
Other programs include a Data Processing Course; a 
Files Operation and Records Improvement Course; and 
a Medical Records Librarian Course. The continuing 
and extreme need for personnel skilled and qualified in 
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the duties of medical records and transcription for the 
Boston City Hospital prompted the decision to assemble 
a group of experts who could lend advice, assistance, and 
counsel to augment this respective personnel for our 
hospital staffs. Accordingly, a meeting of the following 
leaders in this field was assembled at the Deaconess 
Memorial Hospital in November 1965: —

Two resolutions resulted: (1) that the Boston School Depart- 
ment cooperate in giving postgraduate courses in the field of 
Medical Records Librarian. 

(2) That the Boston School Department, as soon as possible, 
through any one of its various adult education programs, supply 
teachers for these courses for the personnel of the City of Boston 
who would be interested in pursuing this career. 

As evidence of the growing dependence upon the 
City of Boston as a research resource for other municipal 
agencies has previously been mentioned, it is gratifying 
to note the adoption by surrounding cities and towns of 
some of the programs first introduced by the City of 
Boston. Further, the Training Coordinator has ap- 
peared several times as principal speaker at conventions 
and annual meetings of agencies interested in municipal 
personnel affairs. Attendance also was recorded at the 
Boston College Seminar on Fiscal, Economic, and 
Political Problems of Boston. 


In the year 1965 a most ambitious Supervisors’ 
Training Course in accident prevention for motor vehicle 
operation and occupational safety under contract terms 
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was completed by the Massachusetts Safety Council. 
In-service training becomes meaningless until personnel 
is made aware and conscious, primarily, of safe working 
conditions preventing death and injury. Hopefully, 
their effort will break the trend of ever-increasing, ex- 
pensive workmen’s compensation claims and benefits. 


Because of the demolition of 11 Pemberton Square in 
connection with the further development of the Govern- 
ment Center, offices of this Unit were removed to 3 South 
Market Street, from which point we anticipate for the 
coming year, and until our entrance into the new City 
Hall, a multiplication and greater diversification of 
courses designed to improve the skills and abilities of 
widening circles of those in the employ of the City of 
Boston.

Boston Fire Department Training Program 


This program is a continuous operation for the 
purpose of review and also to keep departmental 
members up to date on modern developments. Par- 
ticipation in this program is recorded on the individual’s 
record. Standards are established and maintained by 
the department drillmasters after periodic consultations 
and meetings with the Chief of Department. It is 
left entirely in the hands of the drill instructors to 
determine whether or not the complete function has 
been performed satisfactorily during training. 


In addition to daily drilling and review training 
conducted by company officers in the various company 
units, consisting of a minimum of one hour per day, 
the various company units must attend the Training 
Academy at least three times a year. This includes 
all the assigned members of the company. This training 
is on selected subjects and generally covers a period 
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of six hours per unit. Daily training in the company 
is conducted, utilizing as training aids the actual 
working tools employed. The Training Academy is 
completely equipped with training aids, mockups, 
slides, motion pictures, drill and practice areas, and 
simulated fire control centers. 


The only requirement for eligibility for this course 
is that the man shall be a member of the Boston Fire 
Department. 


There are approximately 2,000 firefighters involved 
in these courses. As previously stated, this course 
has no termination, as the type and nature of the 
instruction must be set up and carried out to cope 
with changing methods and advances in the tech- 
nological setup of industries. 


All uniformed members of this department below 
the grade of deputy fire chief are required to attend 
classes in instruction in this department. These courses 
are sponsored and supported wholly by the City of 
Boston. 


Facilities employed are: fire stations throughout the 
city for daily company drilling; Fire Department 
Headquarters assembly hall for seminars, officers’ in- 
struction, etc., of an academic nature; the John F. 
Martin Fire Academy at Moon Island, which has 
facilities for practically any type of training associated 
with fire departments; and the Fire Department drill 
yard at Chestnut Hill, Brighton, for review ladder 
evolutions for companies in immediate district and 
also for training of recruits in ladder procedures. 


Officer training classes are taught generally by 
superior officers of the department or selected experts 
obtained from various fields under study. Company 
training in quarters in service is conducted by the 
officer in charge of the particular company or unit. 
Special company training is conducted by the Training 
Division of the Boston Proper Fire Department which 
consists of a deputy fire chief, five drill instructors, 
and several maintenance personnel.

DATA PROCESSING UNIT 


In 1965, while activities of the Data Processing Unit 
increased, there was a decrease in the number of em- 
ployees from twenty-nine to twenty-three, a net reduc- 
tion of six from our 1964 complement. 


The following work was performed by the unit during 
the period: The quarterly commitment and billing of 
100,000 water accounts; the annual commitment and 
billing of approximately 97,000 sewer use charge bills; 
furnished the Assessing Department, the Collecting Di- 
vision of the Treasury Department, and the Public 
Works Department with water and sewer use charges 
added to real estate tax lists and punched cards (the 
latter operation represents approximately 44,000 cards 
and lines of printing); the preprinting of approximately 
500,000 Police List cards and the printing of the Police 
List on continuous-form duplicating masters, which 
approximates about 500,000 lines of printing. In con- 
junction with the Police List, the Police Dwelling Check 
* List, consisting of 90,000 lines of printing, was prepared. 


The Voting List, which is also run on continuous form 
duplicating masters, was prepared, and this job ap- 
proximated 330,000 lines of printing. The official record 
of registration was also prepared. This again represents 
330,000 lines of printing. We found that this applica- 
tion, which formerly required thirty-five man months of 
labor by the Election Department personnel, now re- 
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quired only thirty-six hours of machine time by this 
unit and only three man-weeks of labor by the Election 
Department. 


The unit also prepared and processed 18,000 jury 
summonses. This is also a new application area that 
was first implemented in 1965. This previously was a 
manual operation that required the services of the entire 
clerical force of the Election Department for at least a 
month and one-half. We now process this work in 
approximately sixteen hours of machine time, and no 
manual operations are required. These are examples of 
the benefits the city can derive from a broader use of 
data. 


In August, 1965, the unit, for the first time, prepared 
with the assistance of the Collector’s Office, a second 
notice on the 1964 sewer use charge, with the interest 
amount shown, which resulted in collections in the 
following month averaging almost 100 percent higher 
than the same period in the previous year. 


The unit has completed the initial systems and design 
phase for the development of statistical data for the 
Housing Code Inspection Department. This new de- 
partment will use these statistics as a basis for obtaining 
federal grants and to comply with federal regulations of 
the housing acts. Other departments (Redevelopment 
Authority, Neighborhood Improvement, Building) will 
also benefit from the use of these data to establish a 
neighborhood profile, environmental statistics, and to 
tie back to the federal census on such information. 


Services that are also performed that have small 
volume but a high income ratio are fire-pipe billing and 
committing of 500 accounts, with a commitment amount 
of $220,000; dealer plate motor vehicle excise tax, 500 
accounts, commitment amount of $200,000. With the 
assistance of Assessing Department personnel, we have 
succeeded, during 1965, in incorporating real estate 
parcel numbers into our water billing cards. This, in 
our opinion, is the first step in a comprehensive program 
to enable all city departments to have one common 
number for future use. 
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The unit, by rescheduling some of its larger volume 
applications, has been successful in reducing its equip- 
ment rental from $109,000 annually to $88,000. Ap- 
propriation requests for the Data Processing Unit for 
1966 are at a lower level than 1965, in spite of increases 
in the cost of supplies and equipment. We believe that 
this sum will be adequate for the completion of the 
program as it is now defined. The unit has provided, in 
addition to its routine work, special services to other 
city departments, and is presently involved in the de- 
velopment of other applications areas. We believe that 
this constitutes tangible evidence of the type of service 
capability which will be of substantial benefit to the 
effective management of a modern city government. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


This division, working in close cooperation with all 
department heads, prepared and submitted the 1965 
budgets for the city and county for your review and 
study prior to its submission to the City Council on 
February 7. 


The 1965 city and county appropriations amounted 
to $156,469,647. These figures represent an increase 
over 1964 of $15,119,926. About 50 percent of this 
increase was due to Welfare and Veterans’ Services. 
The increase in salaries granted the Police and Fire 
Departments accounted for about 25 percent of this 
total. The balance of the increase was in Personal 
Compensation, Contractual Services, Supplies and Ma- 
terials, Current Charges and Obligations, and Special 
Appropriations, which included for the first time funds 
_ for the War Memorial Auditorium and a Surplus Food 
Program. 


In addition to the preparation of the Annual and 
Supplementary City and County Budgets, for which 
this division is responsible, budget analysts are assigned 
to assist in various types of surveys which may or may 
not be connected directly with budgetary matters. One 
of these assignments was to work with Dr. Edward M. 
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Kaitz of Harvard Business School preparatory to the 
passing of legislation to combine the Health and Hospital 
Departments into a new Health-Hospitals Department. 


A survey was made by analysts of the Parking Tag 
Room of the Boston Municipal Court, and many weeks 
were spent in consultation with the judges, the clerk of 
court and his staff, and I.B.M. technicians, after which 
written recommendations were made to implement their 
operations; for example, parking tags in 1965 totaled 
488,000, which was almost double the amount of the 
previous year’s business. The court received $1,600,000 
in fines in 1965 — the only self-sufficient court in the 
Commonwealth. 


The recommendations of budget analysts have pro- 
vided new positions and new equipment that will also 
enable the court to handle the jay walking law which 
will go into effect April 1, 1966. 


Other surveys were made in Superior Criminal Court, 
Superior Civil Court, and the district courts, and recom- 
mendations made to expedite the work of these courts. 
Suggestions have been made relative to certain changes 
in the physical appearances of the Superior Civil, Su- 
perior Criminal, and Juvenile Courts to make a more 
businesslike office. The following recommendations were 
put into effect: replacement of desks, remodeling of 
counters, erecting partitions, etc. The clerks and 
justices of the courts were in agreement with these 
changes. Analysts are constantly in these courts with 
a view to solving any problems that will make operations 
more efficient and frugal. 


COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


The aim of the division is to eliminate delays and in- 
adequate attention where essential services are affected, 
and to follow up complaints until they have been com- 
pleted and definite action has been taken. 


We have, as usual, received many complaints about 
defective sidewalks and roadways; requests for the 
cleaning of city-owned vacant lots, spraying of trees, 
cleaning of catch-basins, etc. 
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This past year many more complaints were received 
about people — not all residents of Boston — who have 
abandoned their old cars in our streets. The Police 
and Public Works Departments have been most co- 
operative. Not one complainant has been obliged to 
report a second time regarding an original complaint of 
this nature. 


We have received the usual number of complaints 
concerning vacant dwellings being open to trespass and 
unsafe, occupied buildings. The Building Department 
has given excellent service with regard to complaints 
of this character. 


In general, the Complaints Division continues to act 
as a successful mediator between city departments and 
the citizens of Boston. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


Progressive programs were initiated in 1965 for the 
purpose of improving efficiency and expanding the 
operations of the Personnel Division, especially in the 
field of classification. 


Job specifications are being thoroughly analyzed so as 
to provide a more complete description of each position 
listed in the Compensation and Classification Plans ad- 
ministered by the division. When this project is finalized 
a set of job specifications will be on file at all times in the 
office of the Personnel Division. Adjustments will be 
made from time to time when necessitated by changes 
in departmental operations. 


The benefits in improved efficiency in personnel ad- 
ministration of a complete file of job descriptions are 
. considerable. They may be used to make comparisons 
for proper evaluation and to clearly define the responsi- 
bilities of each position. They will be put to very im- 
portant use at the collective bargaining table, where 
such information is pertinent to the matter under dis- 
cussion. 


After careful preparation the completed file will be » 
subject to final acceptance by the Division of Civil | 
Service. 
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The problem of attracting new employees to fill en- 
trance level positions has become acute in recent years. 
Recruitment procedures have been under considerable 
study. Developments along this line are in process, and 
an active, efficient program is contemplated. 


During 1965 the usual large number of classification 
and compensation problems were presented for consider- 
ation. After thorough investigation final determinations 
were made to effect adjustments where it was deemed 
necessary. 


A cost of living wage increase was granted by you 
effective as of December 1, 1965. The adjustment 
provided for a six-dollar-a-week increase for all positions 
in compensation grades R-1 to R-12 inclusive. Ap- 
proximately 7,500 employees benefited as a result of 
the increase. The personnel papers covering the 
adjustments were rapidly processed by the Personnel 
Division staff in order to, wherever possible, reflect 
the increase on payrolls in time for Christmas. 


Two new departments were established in 1965 — 
the Housing Inspection Department and the Youth 
Activities Commission. 


The staffing of the Housing Inspection Department 
required the processing of a large number of transfers 
of personnel from the Health Department. Proper 
personnel procedures were established under the guid- 
ance of the Personnel Division, and other assistance 
was given where needed in order to get the new depart- 
ment off to a good beginning. 


The Youth Activities Commission was established 
by an act of the Legislature in 1965. The Commission 
submitted to the Mayor a recommendation to establish 
a compensation and classification plan for employees 
of the department. 


After considerable study it was decided that a sepa- 
rate plan should be established for this agency. The 
salary structure and rules as adopted are similar to 
the plan for City of Boston employees. The employees 
of the Youth Activities Commission are not, however, 
subject to civil service laws and rules. 
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The various compensation and classification plans 
covering both City of Boston and County of Suffolk em- 
ployees are administered by the Personnel Division. This 
entails close control, which is maintained for the purpose 
of supervising proper procedures in all personnel matters. 


INSURANCE AND HEALTH UNIT 


On December 31, 1965, we completed our third year 
of operations. 


An optional insurance program, which the Council 
had accepted and approved in 1964, was inaugurated 
in 1965, with the effective date May 1, 1965. 


This gave each employee who is a member of the 
basic insurance program an opportunity to purchase 
additional life insurance, which, with the basic $2,000 
of life insurance, gave the memiber ‘ a total amount 
equal to a year’s income to the nearest $1,000. All 
that was required of the employee was to fill out a 
simple health statement and request any amount of 
additional insurance he or she would be entitled to buy. 
The city bears the administrative costs of this program, 
but the premiums are paid for entirely by the employee. 


Since the inception of this very fine health insurance 
program in August, 1962, three and a half years ago, 
the amount of benefits paid by Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
on behalf of city and county employees and members 
of their families totaled approximately $7,500,000. 
It is very apparent that if this type of protection were 
not available medical and hospital costs would be an 
extreme hardship in many cases and prohibitive in 
others. 


Those employees who failed to participate in the 
plan when they were first employed by the city are 
being enrolled daily, rather than waiting for a particular 
reopening date, as was the requirement previously. 


Enrollment in our student group (sons and daughters 
of city employees who are now attending school) has 
increased to a total number of 300, extending to these 
students the same fine coverage that their parents 
enjoy. 
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We also undertook the task of mailing to approxi- 
mately 16,000 members of our health insurance program 
new certificates in the form of an IBM card, together 
with a new Blue Cross Certificate card, and an optional 
insurance certificate to those members who participated 
in this portion of the program. ‘This kit was made up 
in a rather attractive folder and encased in a plastic 
holder. 


The life insurance segment of the program for the 
year 1965 paid out in death claims a total of $305,000, 
involving 154 claims, five of which were double in- 
demnity, one dismemberment, and five optional claims. 
This is in addition to the regular routine of enrolling 
new applicants, reviewing hospital and medical bills, 
and so forth. 


We will continue our efforts to improve and expand 
these services when and as opportunities present 
themselves. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


During the year 1965 the Purchasing Division con- 
tinued its policy of improving purchasing techniques 
with full knowledge that the economy of our city will 
continue to improve as long as full value for our tax 
dollar is obtained. Constant efforts are being made 
by Purchasing personnel to find new methods of re- 
ducing the cost of city supplies without sacrifice of 
quality. 


Some such savings are listed: 


Sol-u-cortef which formerly cost $2.25 a vial now pur- 
chased at $1.49 a vial. 

The bid on X-Ray and X-Omat solutions in 1965 resulted 
in approximately $3,000 savings. 

By purchasing Renografin 60 percent in quantities of 
100 cc. rather than 25 cc., 20 percent savings were 
realized. 

Substantial savings of over 10 percent were made in 
research chemicals for the Hospital Department. 

Substantial savings were realized in the purchase of 
sheep blood during the year—$11 per 500 ml. Approxi- 
mately 32 percent cost reduction resulted, and it is 
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estimated savings for 12-month period will amount to 
approximately $12,000. Formerly paid $35 per 500 ml. 
and now paying $24 per 500 ml. 

Savings of approximately 20 percent were obtained for 
certain eye solutions and supplies used at the Hospital 
Department. 

By means of readvertising when information warranted 
some thousands of dollars in savings were made. 


Savings of 30 percent were obtained on floor finish which 
formerly cost the city $3.25 less 18 percent per gallon, 
now paying $1.85 per gallon. 

Yeast now purchased at 2 cents a pound less than in 1964. 

Veal patties formerly costing 72 cents a pound now 
purchased for $.4549 a pound. 

By means of changing specifications of firemen’s over- 


coats without loss of quality savings of approximately 
$1,300 were realized. 


Cotton dresses formerly costing $53 a dozen are now 
purchased at $48 a dozen. 

Cotton aprons formerly costing $34 a dozen are now 
purchased at $27.50 a dozen. 

Coat hangers formerly costing $16.50 a hundred are now 
purchased at $11 a hundred. 


Antifreeze formerly costing $1.166 a gallon is now pur- 
chased at $1.04 a gallon. 


Ready mix concrete formerly purchased at $18.50 per 
cubic yard is now being purchased at $17.85 per cubic 
yard. 


Certain forms were reduced from $43 a thousand to 
$20.60 a thousand. 


Gasoline being purchased for lowest price in years. 

Leather straps formerly purchased at $25 each now cost 
the city $14.50 each. 

The Purchasing Agent and his staff are available at all 
times to assist and guide all divisions and departments 
in obtaining for them the best materials, supplies, and 
equipment at the lowest cost. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY UNIT 


The 1965 report is substantially the same as the 


1964 report. 


In 1966 it will be the aim of this unit to secure a 


location for increased storage. It is felt that, with the 
construction of a new City Hall and the desire to obtain 
more property from United States Government surplus, 
much more storehouse space is needed. 
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Also increased requests for office furniture are de- 
veloping. 


MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


The 1965 report is again about the same as the year 
1964. It will be the aim of this unit to increase our 
service by working in departments not now serviced by 
this unit. 


Lack of maintenance could cause deterioration and 
major repairs, and therefore our attention will be 
directed toward increased maintenance. 


PRINTING SECTION 


The Printing Section fulfilled all its printing obli- 
gations to the city in 1965 with a reduced force and a 
lower budget than in 1964, in spite of granting raises 
to union personnel in keeping with the prevailing salary 
scales of the four unions represented in the plant. 

The increasing utilization of our offset department 
with its ever-increasing plate library made _ possible 
lower prices and quicker deliveries on jobs for all city 
departments. 


ART COMMISSION 


The Art Commission, either through its own appro- 
priations or other sources, recommended or directed 
that the following work be initiated during 1965: 

In the spring, in answer to innumerable complaints 
from residents of Commonwealth Avenue, the lettering 
of the Garrison Monument was painted in to make it 
more easily read. 

Paint sprayed over the Shaw Civil War Monument 
across from the State House was removed. 

The Veterans War Memorial in Allston was repaired 
after a traffic accident which required new stone-works. 

There was a general going-over in the Fenway, which 
included the cleaning of the John Boyle O’Reilly Monu- 
ment, where Boylston Street enters the Fenway; 

The Freedom Trail Foundation took care of cleaning 
some of the markers along the trail without expense to 
this department. 
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Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Administrative Services 
Board or any member thereof, however, under the pro- 
visions of the existing ordinance the annual report or 
any other report of the Art Commission is obliged to be 
made through the Board, and, in accordance therewith 
we submit the annual report of this commission. 


The members of the commission include the following: 


Nelson W. Aldrich, Chairman, nominated by the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, term expiring May 1, 
1969. 


William B. Osgood, nominated by the Trustees of the Bos- 
ton Public Library, term expiring May 1, 1966. 


Margaret Fitzhugh Brown, nominated by the Copley 
Society of Boston, term expiring May 1, 1967. 


Alice M. Walsh (nee Maginnis), nominated by the Museum 
of Fine Arts, term expiring May 1, 1968. 


Marvin Goody, nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, term expired May 1, 1965. 


David McKibbon, 103 Beacon Street, Boston, employed 
as a clerk on a part-time basis. 

As you are aware, the commission has the custody 
and care of all works of art owned by the city. No work 
of art can be accepted by the city, erected, or placed in 
any public way without the approval of the Art Com- 
mission. In addition, it is also responsible for the 
upkeep of monuments in public squares and the care of 
existing paintings owned by the city. 


The activities of the commission have been more or 
less limited over recent years because of budgetary 
limitations and other factors which prevent large ex- 
penditures of public funds at the present time. Annual 
expenditures are, and have been, in the vicinity of 
$2,000. 


This department is privileged in having associated 
with it these outstanding individuals who comprise the 
membership of the Art Commission and who contribute 
their services to the city. 


Boston has always enjoyed a high standard among the 
large cities of the country and the world in its appreci- 
ation of the arts, and it is comforting to know that 
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personages of such high caliber in this particular field 
have been selected to take charge of this important 
function of government. 


CONCLUSION 


During the past year we have been devoting a greater 
part of our efforts and time to improving several areas 
of administration, more especially in the fields of data 
processing, in-service and academic training, records 
management, budgetary controls, procedural manual 
composition, hospital administration, and many other 
administrative functions of a routine nature. The re- 
sults of these endeavors cannot be evaluated at the 
present time, but we do believe that when many of our 
operations are moved to a new City Hall in 1967, the 
groundwork for the streamlining of our administrative 
structure will have been completed, and future oper- 
ations will be based on modern techniques with modern 
equipment and tools to carry them out. 


We realize that we have only touched the surface in 
the reviewal and examination process. We are also 
aware that the number of studies and surveys that can 
be conducted in a period of one year, or even two or 
three years, is more or less governed by the number of 
permanent employees competent and qualified to per- 
form this work. Outside consultants have been utilized 
in the past, and many were found to be more than 
satisfactory. However, in each instance, the city has 
been obliged to assign permanent employees to work 
with the consultants, with the result that many reviews 
and studies which are conducted by employees on a 
continual or annual basis are neglected, of necessity, 
until after the consultants complete their work and have 
submitted a final report. This matter is being con- 
sidered, and the answer may be in the procurement or 
recruitment of qualified personnel to supervise and 
conduct studies of every administrative character, 
thereby eliminating the need for consultants’ services 
in the future. 
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The 1966-67 period will be a period of planning, pre- 
paring, organizing, and developing new techniques, new 
procedures, and new objectives for the transposition of 
many of our governmental agencies to new surroundings 
and a new building. The last time the city engaged in 
such a move was approximately one hundred years ago; 
as a matter of fact, the dedication of the old City Hall 
took place on September 18, 1865. Naturally, the 
problems, the number of departments, and employees 
involved were not as great in the 1860’s as they are 
today. 

We are entering a new era in governmental operations 
where many techniques and operations of the past are 
now considered obsolete. Our aims and objectives for 
the immediate future are based on modern techniques 
in all areas of municipal administration, and we are 
hopeful that the greater portion of our goals will be 
realized prior to our moving to the new edifice in 1967.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
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January 3, 1966. 


Hon. Joun F. Couuins, 
Mayor of Boston. 


DrarR Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, Sec- 
tion 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are pleased 
to submit herewith the twelfth annual report of the 
Public Safety Commission for the year commencing 
January 1, 1965, and ended December 31, 1965. 


The chief function of this commission under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by 
Chapter 194, Acts of 1961, is to coordinate the work of 
all departments concerned with public safety, to the 
end that there may be efficient and concerted action by 
said departments, particularly in times of emergency 
and/or disaster. Under the provisions of Chapter 4, 
Section 9, of the Revised City Ordinances of 1961, this 
commission is an integral part of the Administrative 
Services Department. 


The members of this commission, including the execu- 
tive secretary to the commission, serve without com- 
pensation and without an appropriation of any char- 
acter, thereby obviating the necessity of submitting a 
financial statement concerning expenditures. 


In accordance with statutory requirements, meetings 
were held monthly during the year 1965 on the following 
dates at Room 43, City Hall: 


January 14 July 15 
February 11 August 19 
March 18 September 7 
April 15 October 21 
May 13 November 16 
June 10 December 16 


Through the resignations of Thomas J. McLernon, 
General Manager of the MBTA, and James W. Haley, 
Public Works Commissioner, two new appointees be- 
came members of the commission by virtue of their 
offices, namely, Gen. Rush B. Lincoln, Jr., present 
General Manager of the MBTA, and John F. Flaherty, 
present Public Works Commissioner. 
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Under date of December 20, 1965, the City Council 
accepted Chapter 656, Acts of 1965, which created a new 
Department of Health and Hospitals, abolishing the 
present Health Department and merging its major 
health functions with the new department. As a result 
of this new legislation the office of Health Commissioner, 
per se, was abolished, thereby creating a vacancy on the 
Board at the present writing which will be filled as soon 
as the new Department of Health and Hospitals has 
been organized. 


Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are carried on within the Building De- 
partment, in accordance with the provisions of Section 
2, Chapter 203, of the Acts of 1959, and a report of its 
activities for the year will be contained in the annual 
report of the Building Department. 


CIVIL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES 


Under date of October 4, 1965, a Civil Defense Readi- 
ness Exercise was conducted between the hours of 1 and 
10 p.m. to cover such actions as the Civil Defense Di- 
rector may wish to take during the period of increased 
international tension and to assess our present capa- 
bilities to carry out these actions; also, to evaluate pres- 
ent civil defense plans as to availability of public in- 
formation materials, radiological defense, and shelter 
utilization. 


This exercise, initiated by the State Civil Defense 
Agency, was attended by members of this commission or 
their representatives and was considered by the Massa- 
chusetts Civil Defense Agency to have been a complete 
success. 


Under the direction of General Sweeney, each depart- 
ment or board representative was provided with a copy 
of the organization annex, which describes the prepara- 
tory and operational duties of the civil defense staff and 
the service officers. Materials used during the exercise 
were the Boston Civil Defense Operational Plan, or- 
ganization annex, shelter utilization plan, and a movie

entitled ‘‘Although the Earth Moved,” an interesting 
apd vivid story of civil] defense operations during the 
Alaskan earthquake. During the exercises all communi- 
cations were checked out, inventories were rechecked, 
simulated messages, with the objective of testing equip- 
ment, were received, and simulated actions were taken by 
responsible personnel. 


As a result of the above exercises, it was noted that an 
operational plan and a standard operational procedure 
for activating the emergency operating center are 
realities at the present time in the Boston area. 

The following observations and conclusions were 
made: 


Warning 


One hundred percent of the Boston population could 
be warned of an impending attack within five minutes 
through the National Air Warning System (NAWAS). 
The Boston Police turret now receives the initial warn- 
ing on the (NAWAS) system simultaneously with the 
State Police primary warning point located at 1010 
Commonwealth Avenue. 


Shelter Utilization 


Although our shelter capabilities in the commercial, in- 
dustrial, and business districts are sufficient to handle 
large segments of our population, we are still in need of 
beefing-up in residential areas. At the present writing, 
80 percent of our shelter capability is located in 30 
percent of our land area. Shifts in population present 
different problems from the day to nighttime situations. 
It has been determined that we can shelter up to 57 
percent of the day population (1,200,000) and 34 per- 
- cent of the night population (697,197) within 1.5 miles 
of movement. The Army Corps of Engineers is con- 
ducting a continuing investigation to locate shelters in 
deficient areas. It is anticipated that in the near future 
the federal government will activate new and broader 
programs to encourage private and family-type shelters. 
Once established, these new programs, in combination 
with a public fallout shelter system, will provide ade- 
quate protection for the day and nighttime population. 
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Radiological 


At the present time, seventy-four monitoring stations 
have been established in the Boston area to report on 
fallout conditions. ‘Trained personnel have been as- 
signed with sufficient instruments and communications. 
A continuing program in radiological training is being 
conducted for shelter personnel. 


Public Information 


At the present time we have a full-time public infor- 
mation officer to promulgate civil defense information 
to industry and the public. It was determined that 
sufficient materials for distribution during periods of 
increased international tension were on hand. A 
continuing liaison is maintained between the Civil 
Defense Department and the emergency broadcasting 
stations to facilitate the dissemination of emergency 
information to the public. 


Through the joint cooperation of the officials of the 
MBTA and the civil defense agency, four complete 
200-bed hospitals were established in subway stations, 
three in Boston and one in Cambridge, the Boston loca- 
tions being Broadway, Andrew Square, and Maverick 
Square, and the Cambridge location at Harvard Station. 
Each “packaged hospital” consists of 600 waterproof 
carefully bound cartons, generators, water pumps, 
surgical equipment and supplies, operating, sterilizing 
and x-ray equipment, surgical dressings, pharmaceu- 
ticals, and refrigerators; also cot-like beds, blankets, 
transfusion supplies, tools, electric and water supplies, 
laboratory and dental supplies, facilities for keeping 
medical records, office supplies, first-aid items, and 
scores of other basic hospital requirements. Should 
these hospitals ever be needed in the event of an enemy 
attack or other disaster, hundreds of doctors, nurses, 
technicians, and administrators have been trained to 
supervise and operate them. 

Establishing the hospitals was a follow-up to the 
previous year’s $1,000,000 C.D.-MBTA stockpiling 
program. At that time huge supplies of food, water, 
radiation kits, sanitary and medical equipment were 
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moved into the five underground locations. An ad- 
ditional $1,000,000 worth of stockpiling material has 
been arriving during the past year for underground 
storage to provide protection for hundreds of thousands 
of shoppers expected to take cover in store shelters. 


It is interesting to note that Boston is the first city 
in the country to equip its underground transit system 
against disaster. 


Northeast Blackout 


The blackout in the northeast section of the United 
States which occurred in the Boston*area on November 
9, 1965, at 5.20 p.m. demonstrated how well Boston 
was equipped and prepared to face and handle an 
emergency of this character. This was the first in- 
stance where a large segment of our population was 
without electric power for such a long period of time, 
and marked the first occasion when all agencies of the 
Public Safety Commission were alerted for an emer- 
gency of this nature. 


The Civil Defense, Fire, Police, Health, Building, 
Public Works, and School Departments and the MBTA 
were prompt and efficient in carrying out their respective 
responsibilities, and the coordinated effort of these 
agencies was most helpful in allaying fear and preventing 
panic. All public safety agencies were placed on an 
emergency basis as soon as the seriousness of the black- 
out was ascertained. Off-duty personnel in the Civil 
Defense, Police, and Fire Departments returned to 
duty to assist in various activities. The Civil Defense 
Agency supplied emergency generators and other power 
supply equipment to hospitals and, in one case, to an 
individual who needed the power supply to operate 
his iron lung. Emergency lights and communications 
were established through the joint efforts of the Civil 
Defense Agency, the Fire Department, and the MBTA. 


The Chief of the Fire Department established emer- 
gency headquarters at the Fire Alarm Office to remain 
in constant contact with all operations. As you are 
aware, the primary source of power for the fire alarm 
system is from the Boston Edison Company; the 
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secondary source is a 50-kilowatt emergency generator. 
As the voltage dropped in the Edison supply, the 
generator automatically started and took over the 
full load. A third source of power was also available 
from storage batteries which can handle the entire 
demands of the system. This source of power was not 
resorted to as it was unnecessary. It is of interest to 
note, however, that not a single fire alarm circuit 
was out of service during the emergency. 


Personnel from the maintenance and fire alarm 
construction divisions operated units at the Boston 
City Hospital and the generator at the Civil Defense 
Operations Center. Storage batteries were loaned to 
the Boston Sanatorium to furnish starting power for 
their emergency generator. 


Telephone service was good. During the period of 
the power failure, a total of ninety-three box and 
telephone alarms were received at Fire Alarm Head- 
quarters and transmitted. Mobile units, with their 
independent transmitting units, were not affected by 
the power failure. Thus, communications could be 
earried on between them. A mobile unit was placed 
outside Fire Alarm Headquarters, and messages from 
other mobile units were relayed from this unit to the 
interior of the Fire Alarm Office by walkie-talkie units. 
Intermediate relay stations to overcome any trans- 
mission problems from remote locations were set up 
at Mission Hill and at the fireboat. This operation 
functioned very satisfactorily. 


Fire apparatus specifications include the provision 
to supply emergency generators as part of the apparatus 
equipment, and emergency generators operated to 
provide electricity during the power failure at various 
strategic points, such as the Boston City Hospital, 
Emerson College, Boston Lying-In Hospital, Suffolk 
County Court House. All necessary appurtenances, 
such as cables, junction boxes, and floodlights were 
supplied by the Fire Department as needed. 


Two gasoline tank trucks which are utilized to 
supply pumpers with gasoline during periods of ex- 
tended operations at fires were utilized to great ad- 
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vantage. One was set up at Fire Maintenance Head- 
quarters, and the other at the City Hospital Albany 
Street parking area. Police cars and ambulances 
needing fuel were diverted to these points, and thus 
continued operation of police cruisers and ambulances 
was accomplished. A total of 900 gallons of gasoline 
was delivered to these vehicles. Additionally, gasoline 
was supplied to the Police Department radio unit at 
Bellevue Hill, West Roxbury. 


MBTA service was uninterrupted due to the fact 
that it produces and supplies its own power. Had the 
MBTA been required to rely on Edison power, many 
people would have been stranded within the city 
proper, and, had the blackout occurred prior to 5 P.M., 
there would have been many others stranded in ele- 
vators throughout the city and many more would have 
been obliged to walk down many flights of stairs in 
many of the high-rise buildings in the business and 
commercial areas. Although Boston experienced minor 
breakdowns of substitute facilities in certain instances, 
fortunately, due to the alertness, cooperation, and 
coordination of our public safety agencies, we were 
not subjected to some of the problems with which 
some of the other large cities throughout the northeast 
section of the country were faced, especially New York 
City, where the entire transit system was out of com- 
mission, where people were trapped in elevators, and 
where many were obliged to remain in subways all 
during the night. 


Miscellaneous 


As a result of the study conducted by the Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council, a new system has been installed 
to report ‘On-the-Job’? and ‘‘Off-the-Job” accidents 
but the results of this new system will not be available 
until the latter part of the current year when it will 
be possible to make comparisons with costs involved 
for these types of accidents during previous years. 
The goal, of course, is to reduce the number of “lost 
time injuries” that occur to employees and to reduce 
the amount of annual workmen’s compensation pay- 
ments. 
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Accident safety classes have been conducted during 
the year within various departments, more especially 
in those departments where ‘‘On-the-Job” accidents 
have been increasing. It is hoped that as a result of 
the Massachusetts Safety Council study we will elimi- 
nate the major type of accident that requires hospitali- 
zation of employees for many weeks or months and 
that accidents of a minor nature will be reduced sub- 
stantially in the years ahead. In addition to the 
municipal accident safety program, the MBTA re- 
initiated safety education programs for operators of 
MBTA vehicles, including training and instructions 
in the rules and regulations pertaining to the enforce- 
ment of the pedestrian control law. 


Since the establishment of the jaywalking law, 
educational programs have been inaugurated by the 
Traffic and Parking Department, and these programs 
were implemented by School Department participation 
and advertising through the various news media, 
including newspapers, radio, and T.V. The School 
Department program involved the distribution of pam- 
phlets among the public, private, and parochial school 
children, and apparently these various educational 
programs have been effective when we consider that 
during the year 1965 there were fifteen less pedestrian 
deaths in the Boston area than in 1964, with no enforce- 
ment whatsoever. In 1964 there were fifty-six pedes- 
trian deaths, and in 1965, forty-one. During the 
current year it is planned to enforce the rules and 
regulations through warnings and fines, so that we 
may reduce and hopefully eliminate deaths of this 
nature in the not too distant future. 


Fire Prevention Week, which was observed in October, 
proved to be an outstanding success. ‘The interest 
created among students was more pronounced this 
year than at any previous time, and the cooperation 
of the merchants of the community in donating bicycles, 
radios, and other valuable prizes was most commendable. 

An antivandalism campaign was initiated by the 
School Department at the opening of the school year 
to minimize the number of incidents which occur 
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annually and which increase the costs of conducting 
educational activities throughout the city. This pro- 
gram has now been placed on a year-round basis and, 
with the cooperation of school personnel and the Police 
Department, it should be possible to eliminate this 
wasteful and nonsensical practice which appears to be 
increasing not only in Boston but throughout all munici- 
palities in the country. 

The Health Department, now merged with the 
Hospital Department, has been most active during 
the past year in accelerating various programs to 
improve the health and well-being of the residents 
of our community. Prior to the transfer of a majority 
of the environmental sanitation inspectors to the 
newly established Housing Inspection Department, 
inspections were conducted in various sections of the 
city on a systematic basis to observe and report vio- 
lations of existing statutes and ordinances pertaining 
to health and housing standards. Through the estab- 
lishment of a new department we feel that investigatory 
functions can be expanded to cover violations of many 
other laws and ordinances that were given only cursory 
examination or attention prior to this time. 

A reorganization study has been conducted during 
the past year in the Building Department with a view 
to improving inspectional procedures, eliminating red 
tape, and making more efficient the daily operations of 
this important agency of government. As public safety 
is of prime importance in the administration of this de- 
partment, it is believed that when the study has been 
completed, reviewed, analyzed, and placed into effect, 
the results should be reflected not only in a higher de- 
gree of efficiency in operations but in a noticeable im- 
provement in construction safety. 


SUMMARY 


Studies in the field of public safety have been ex- 
panding rapidly during the past decade due to many 
factors of which you are well aware. During this 
period there has been a substantial increase in the 
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number of automobiles traveling over our highways, 
requiring planning and construction of new highways 
and reconstruction of existing public ways. ‘This, in 
turn, requires more than casual consideration for im- 
proving our safety programs, including additional per- 
sonnel for traffic control, the hiring of parking meter 
maids, the installation of modern signal lights, and the 
construction of parking garages. (The pedestrian con- 
trol Jaw requires the installation of special equipment 
to control pedestrian traffic at intersections.) 


Civil defense activities have been expanded and ac- 
celerated to meet any type of emergency that might 
arise, more especially in the area of preparation for 
possible air raids or nuclear attacks by an enemy. 


Clearing the city of so-called slum areas and rehabili- 
tating these areas with new buildings or homes through 
urban renewal programs has been another activity 
which directly or indirectly affects the health and 
safety of our community. 


New programs for the fight against juvenile delin- 
quency, programs for inspecting homes to ascertain if 
they are safe for human habitation, the cleaning of 
streets, the removal of garbage and rubbish, the con- 
struction and reconstruction of sewers and drains, the 
utilization of incinerators, air pollution studies, water 
conservation studies, accident prevention and driver- 
training programs, transportation problems, school 
vandalism programs, and various other health and 
safety education programs are all part and parcel of 
a new era which requires intensive planning and con- 
stant development in the interests of public safety. 


We are cognizant of the increased costs to the tax- 
payer for the proper conduction and/or implementa- 
tion of many of the programs above listed, but we are 
also aware that a city without modern health and 
public safety programs is a city without a future, a cog 
in the wheels of progress, and a detriment to the health 
and safety of her citizens. In accordance with your 
wishes, we have endeavored and shall continually 
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endeavor to coordinate the functions of all public safety 
agencies to the end that maximum coverage in all areas 
of public health and safety shall be reflected in the health 
and happiness of our citizens.

Motor VEHICLE EXCISE 


The motor vehicle excise was originally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise should be assessed on all regis- 
tered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law, which 
became Chapter 60A of the General Laws, was amended 
April 23, 1930, by the passage of Chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 1988, 
Chapter 480. Two recent amendments are contained 
in the Acts of 1950, Chapters 666 and 731. 

This excise, per Acts of 1960, Chapter 758, is levied 
at a fixed state rate of $66.00 per thousand and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (1) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1965. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Michael A. DeSimone, appointed by the Mayor, City 
Auditor John T. Leonard (ex officio), and Thomas J. 
McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. McGrim- 
ley is chairman. The City Treasurer is the custodian of 
the funds, and Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and 
executive officer. 
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SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 855 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 

Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for 
non-members and Boston Retirement System members 
for an indefinite period.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement—at any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 


2. Compulsory Retirement—Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, 
and all others not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire 
Departments not classified in Group I. Members 
whose regular and major duties require them to have the 
care and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of 
defective delinquents. 


3. Ordinary Disability—-A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be 
retired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever 
proof of disability it may require. Such a member 
must be permanently incapacitated for further duty. 


4. Accidental Disability—In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 


Boston RETIREMENT BOARD a 


an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group IJ, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

In case of application for either form of disability 
retirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and 
the third representing the employee member. ‘The 
Retirement Board will act upon the recommendation 
of this panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


REPORT OF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the 
income from gainful occupation added to the pension 
payment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
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have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 

SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall 
the retirement allowance exceed 80 percent of either 
the highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest 
two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever is ap- 
plicable in individual.cases. _ 


. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity 
based on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each de- 
pendent child under age eighteen, or for each child over 
age eighteen, if unmarried and physically or mentally 
incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity based 
on the member’s accumulated deductions, providing 
that such pension and annuity shall not increase the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is based. 
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TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and 
accumulated deductions. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (6b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event of 
death before the total payments under the annuity 
portion of the allowance equals the amount of the 
accumulated total deductions to the member’s credit at 
the date of retirement, the balance is paid to the bene- 
ficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
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calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the bene- 
ficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, 
member may make a new election of either of the three 
options. After the retirement allowance becomes effec- 
tive, the death of the beneficiary, before the death of 
the member, elected under Option (c) does not alter 
the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (0). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $860 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 

OTHER BENEFICIARIES 

Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, 
or sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form 
and such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the 
time of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 
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The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 percent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance 
allowance payable to him while he was holding the 
grade held by him at his retirement, and payable from 
the same source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
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service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 percent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 percent in 
any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 

All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 

The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 

Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 

Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 
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The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 

The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. . 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 488 members from 
active service; of this number 329 were for service, 6 
were termination allowances, 23 for ordinary disability 
and 46 for accidental disability. Survivorship allow- 
ances amounted to 76 and 8 accidental death benefits 
were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,336, of which 488 were retirements, :739 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers! to other retire- 
ment systems, 51 were due to veteran eas, and 
58 were due to death. 

Members enrolled in the system auntie 1965 amounted 
to 1,986, of which 42 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the diate-Boston Re- 
tirement System in accordance with Chapter 391 of the 
Acts of 1958. This brought the net mount of active 
members to 21,015. The amount of cash refunded as a 
result of Pecienations, dismissals, deaths, veteran retire- 
ments, and transfers to other systems throughout the 
eiiamoniealth was $1,351,609.88 for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1965. | 
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Boston Housine AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of Chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston 
Retirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of 
Chapter 32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 10 male members 
and 1 female member due to superannuation, 2 for 
accidental disability, 1 for ordinary disability, and 5 
survivorship allowances were granted. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 16. 

New members enrolled during 1965 amounted to 52, 
bringing the net number of active members to 886. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions and deaths was $21,063.37. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further 
provided employees who transferred from the Boston 
Housing Authority and other eligible employees mem- 
bership in the State-Boston Retirement System under 
the provisions of sections 1—28 of Chapter 32 of the Mas- 
sachusetts Genera] Laws. 

During the year 58 new members were employed. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 66, 1 
member was retired for superannuation, 2 members 
died and 4 members transferred to other retirement 
systems, leaving a total net membership of 398. The 
amount of cash refunded due to resignations and deaths 
and transfers was $47,545.29 for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1965. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 

AJl employees who were members of the Boston Re- 
tirement System or of the State-Boston Retirement 
System on the date of the transfer retained all their 
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retirement rights. Any person who became an employee 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority after said date 
of transfer was not eligible for membership. 

During the year 1 member resigned, 1 member died, 
1 member retired and 2 transferred to other retirement 
systems. This brought the net active membership to 47. 

The amount of cash refunded due to resignations, 
deaths and transfers was $12,302.48 for the year ending 
December 31, 1965,

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SECTION II 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a num- 
ber of non-contributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on Febru- 
ary 1, 1923, a system of retirement for employees of the 
City of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system 
became known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to 
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the annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not 
exceed one half of the employee’s average salary for 
five years immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. | 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
ddition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MeEpIcAL BOARD 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal] to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 
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RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 


Report oF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may be 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or beneficiary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 
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Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. 
The member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 


REFUNDS 


If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 percent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound inter- 
est at 4 percent will be paid to his legal representative 
or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. SBene- 
ficiaries must be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 


The ‘‘veteran law’’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Each member contributes 4 percent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the liability 
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on account of current services of members. The accumu- 
lated liability contribution covers the liability on account 
of services rendered before the establishment of the sys- 
tem and will be discontinued when the liability is 
liquidated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year 1 member was retired for accidental 
disability and 3 accidental death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
88, of which 4 were retirement allowances, 5 were 
resignations, 6 were due to death, and 35 were veteran 
retirements. Also included were 38 members who 
joined the State-Boston Retirement System in accord- 
ance with Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958. This 
brought the net active membership to 305. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resig- 
nations, deaths, transfers, and veteran retirements 
was $366,008.88 for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1965.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 115, 
Chapter 479, of the Acts of 1938, as amended, I submit 
herewith a brief report of the activities of the Building 
Department during the year 1965.

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DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


The Boston Building Code, Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 1938, as amended, places upon the Building Depart- 
ment the duty of inspecting the erection, alteration, 
repair, moving, or demolition of all buildings or struc- 
tures, except those specifically exempted by Section 107 
of the code, and the issuance of permits therefor. The 
department also issues permits for and inspects the 
installation, repair, replacement, or extension of all 
utilities such as plumbing, gas fitting, electrical work, 
elevators, fire-extinguishing apparatus, engines, dyna- 
mos, generators, boilers, heaters, ovens, and other heat- 
producing apparatus governed by the code. 


The department administers the zoning regulations 
formulated and adopted by the Boston Zoning Com- 
mission under authority of Chapter 665 of the Acts of 
1956. These regulations, which became effective on 
December 31, 1964, superseded the original Zoning Act 
of June 5, 1924. The provisions of Chapter 1438 of 
the General Laws, insofar as they are applicable to the 
City of Boston, are also administered by the Building 
Department. The department inspects and certifies all 
places of assembly such as stores, restaurants, taverns, 
dance halls, and places of similar occupancy accommo- 
dating fifty or more persons. 


Also placed in the department by ordinances of the 
City Council, but not under the control or supervision 
of the Building Commissioner except in the matter of 
communicating with the Mayor and submitting annual 
reports of their activities, are the Board of Appeal, the 
Board of Examiners, the Board of Zoning Adjustment,* 
and the Zoning Commission. Chapter 616 of the Acts 
of 1955 established in the Building Department the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which Com- 
mission has the duty of passing on the appropriateness 
of all changes in the exterior architectural features of 
buildings in the historic Beacon Hill district. Reports 
of these Boards are incorporated herein. 


* The Board of Zoning Adjustment ceased to exist with the taking effect of the new 
zoning regulations formulated under Chapter 665 of the Acts of 1956, on December 31, 
1964. 


BuILDING DEPARTMENT 3 


Chapter 737 of the Acts of 1960 established state- 
wide regulations relative to gas fitting in buildings 
throughout the Commonwealth. These regulations 
superseded the Boston Gas Fitting Regulations on 
February 1, 1961. 


Chapter 623 of the Acts of 1962 amended Section 121 
of the building code by repealing or revoking all provi- 
sions of the code relative to the examination and licens- 
ing of journeymen and master gas fitters and placing 
such powers and duties in a board established in the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities by Chap- 
ter 737 of the Acts of 1960, effective October 3, 1962. 


Chapter 168 of the Acts of 1962 transferred from the 
Building Department and placed in the Traffic Com- 
mission the licensing, supervision and control of all 
open-air parking spaces. This transfer became effective 
on July 1, 1962. 


Under Chapter 143 of the General Laws, Section 71G, 
as amended by Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1963, effective 
November 5, 1963, the granting of licenses to operate 
elevators throughout the Commonwealth was placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Safety. 


A summary of the activities of the Building Depart- 
ment for the past year is included herein.

Dear SiR: 


The Zoning Commission submits herewith, in accord- 
ance with Section 25, Chapter 3, Revised Ordinances of 
1961, its seventh annual report, containing a statement 
of its acts and doings along with its receipts and expendi- 
tures for the year ending December 31, 1965. 

In accordance with Chapter 244 of the Acts of 1964 
the new Boston Zoning Code went into effect on Decem- 
ber 31, 1964. The Commission met on January 5, at 
which meeting Mr. Elliott Henderson was elected as 
vice-chairman to fill vacancy due to resignation of 
William L. Hyland; Miss Raphaela DiPietro was 
elected as Secretary, to fill the vacancy caused by 
retirement of Miss Mary T. Downey; and Mr. John E. 
Cassidy, Jr., was appointed as Assistant Engineer. 
Methods of procedure, operation of the code and listing 
of by-laws were duly discussed and determined. 


Rr-A PPOINTMENTS 


Eldridge W. Buffum, mayor’s selection, was re- 
appointed for the term ending May 1, 1968. After 
confirmation by the City Council, he appeared before the 
City Clerk under date of June 28, 1965, and was sworn 
as such officer. 

Alfred Gross, a member of the Commission upon 
nomination of the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, also a charter member of the Commission, was 
re-appointed for the term ending May 1, 1968. After 
confirmation by the City Council, he appeared before the 
City Clerk under date of June 29, 1965, and was sworn as 
such officer. 
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Theodore W. Paul, a member of the Commission upon 
nomination of the Massachusetts Motor Truck Associa- 
tion, also a charter member, and a former member of the 
dissolved Board of Zoning Adjustment, was re-ap- 
pointed for the term ending May 1, 1968 and confirmed 
by the City Council. 


New APPOINTMENTS 


During the year the following new appointments were 
made to the Commission: 

Matthew W. Bullock upon nomination by the Mayor 
and after confirmation by the City Council, appeared 
before the City Clerk under date of June 29, 1965, and 
was sworn as a member for the term ending May 1, 
1968. He replaces Nathaniel J. Young, Jr., as a 
member of the Commission, who shall own alone or 
with one or more other persons, and shall occupy, in 
whole or in part as his place of residence, a dwelling 
house having not more than three dwelling units.

Report of the Beacon Hill Architectural Commission; 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 616 
of the Acts of 1955 as amended, it is submitted herewith 
through the Building Commissioner. 
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The Commission is responsible for passing on the 
appropriateness of all changes in the exterior features 
of all buildings within the Historic Beacon Hill Dis- 
trict.

With 1965, the Commission completed its first ten 
years of operation, during which it processed 1,143 
cases. This past decade witnessed a most significant 
increase in the program for the preservation of Historic 
Districts by Architectural Control throughout the United 
States. The example of the success of the Beacon Hill 
Law has contributed in no small part to the spread of 
thisidea. In 1955 there were only nine Historic Districts 
in the country, whereas today there are approximately 
eighty, and Massachusetts has more than any other 
state. 

The Beacon Hill District has twice been extended, 
so that it now covers practically all of the Beacon Hill 
area, and amendments have strengthened and clarified 
the original act. Only once has a determination of the 
Commission been challenged in court, and that case was 
withdrawn by the applicant before it was decided. 

Mrs. Dorothy W. Bisbee, whose term expired on 
May 1, 1965, did not wish to continue. Her sound 
judgment and understanding were of great value to 
the Commission. Your Honor’s appointment in her 
place of Joseph L. Eldredge, Architect, was much ap- 
preciated, as another architect was badly needed. 
Mr. Eldredge, a former President of the Beacon Hill 
Civic Association and a long-time resident of the Hill 
brings to the Commission not only great professional 
skill, but also understanding of the Commission’s 
problems.

BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The Board of Examiners was created by city ordinance 
in 19138 and re-established under legislative act in 19388. 
The Board acts upon applications of persons desiring to 
be licensed in Boston as construction superintendents, 
approving or rejecting said applications under certain 
rules and regulations adopted as procedure by the 
Board. The members are appointed by the Mayor and 
are delineated under the ordinances as an architect or 
engineer, a contractor or mechanic, and a lawyer or a 
person with legal qualifications. 

During 1965 the Board accepted for examination 205 
applicants. Of these, 147 were approved for license, 
47 were rejected. Lapsed licenses re-issued numbered 
2438, 11 applicants were absent and the number of 
current renewals was 2,154.

Statement of Policy 


The National Fallout Shelter Survey which was initi- 
ated during the fiscal year (1962) has caused drastic 
changes in this department’s plans and program. The 
survey, which was initiated by the Department of De- 
fense, signaled the change in basic planning policy 
from evacuation of urban target areas in the event of 
enemy attack to that of ‘‘Directed Movement to 
Shelters.” 


As a result of the Phase II survey and Stanford In- 
stitute Study, the City of Boston showed a potential of 
2,136 shelters with possible space for 2,300,000 people in 
existing buildings. 

As of 31 December 1965, 1,153 shelters, with a ca- 
pacity of 1,206,819 spaces have been licensed and 
marked. At this time we have successfully stocked with 
food, water, medical and radiological equipment 512 
shelters, housing 455,196 people. 


Almost 90 percent of the shelter capability is located 
in areas which make up only about 10 percent of the 
total area of the city although 39 percent of the peak 
daytime population is there. 


The foregoing analysis of the people-shelter relation- 
ship indicates that no matter what specific allocation 
plan is formulated, mass movement of people to shelters 
will be necessary to the extent it is possible within 1.5 
miles of home, school, or business. As a result the 
factors affecting the movement of people in Boston 
have been considered; physical barriers, transportation 
network, and land use. Shifts in population present 
different problems from the day to nighttime situation. 
It has been determined that we can shelter up to 57 
percent of the day population (1,200,000) and 34 percent 
of the night population (697,197) within 1.5 miles of 
movement. 


The greatest difficulty exists when large numbers of 
people have returned to their homes after the working 
day. Most houses provide only limited protection 
against radioactive fallout, unless the home owner has 
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taken precautions by constructing a fallout shelter. It 
is true that the types of buildings that would provide 
protection against radioactive fallout are at a premium 
in residential areas. Therefore, it is necessary that we 
have a combination of Public and Family Fallout 
shelters to provide protection for all citizens day and 
night. In the last analysis this protection must be 
provided by an informed public, willing to share and 
assume the responsibility. 


Stocking of Fallout Shelters (1965) 


The stocking of fallout shelters has been a problem 
because laborers have not always been provided to 
handle the transfer of supplies. 


On July 7, 1965, the City of Boston Civil Defense 
Department with the assistance of local members of the 
National Defense Transportation Association and the 
Massachusetts Bay ‘Transportation Authority com- 
menced the stocking of fallout shelters supplies for use 
in the downtown department stores. The Massa- 
chusetts Bay Transit Authority offered their facility at 
Andrew Station as the storage area for these supplies. 
Three hundred and fifty tons of food and medical 
equipment were stored in this facility to care for 74,000 
people in an emergency. (CD letter June 24, 1965.) 

It is estimated that $10,000 worth of transportation 
costs were donated by the National Defense Transpor- 
tation Association carriers. This operation took the 
better part of two months. Fortunately twenty laborers 
from the Neighborhood Youth Corps program were 
assigned to handle the transfer of supplies. The transfer 
of all supplies was coordinated by the Boston Civil De- 
fense Department. 

William P. Durkee, National Director of the office 
of Civil Defense, Washington, D.C., awarded a Dis- 
tinguished Service Citation to the Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority for their cooperation in stocking this 
facility. 


Military Support for Local Government in an Emergency 


On 23 November 1965, the first seminar on military 
support for Civil Defense emergencies was conducted by 
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Col. Wiliam A. Molla of the Massachusetts National 
Guard. Representatives from the Boston Civil Defense, 
Police and Fire Departments attended. Chain of com- 
mand and standard operation procedures were explained. 
Also, future operations. Ultimately, a military unit 
will be assigned to Boston to support local government 
in an emergency. 


200-Bed Emergency Hospitals 

On May 11, 1965, two separate fully-equipped pack- 
aged hospitals, each supplying 200 beds were moved 
into the MBTA’s underground facilities at Maverick 
and Broadway Stations. The 600 cartons carefully 
bound and waterproofed, contain components for the 
setting up of generators, water pumps, surgical equip- 
ment, operating and sterilization equipment, X-ray, 
pharmaceuticals, and refrigerators. 


War Memorial Auditorium Civil Defense Exhibit 


At the dedication of the New Boston War Memorial, 
this department had on display four large automated 
displays describing the Federal Civil Defense programs 
in Boston. Over thirty thousand pamphlets describing 
personal and family survival were distributed to the 
general public. Representatives of this department 
were always available to answer questions and to 
demonstrate Geiger Counters and other Civil Defense 
equipment. This exhibit was completed at no cost to 
the City of Boston. 


Warning 

An extension of the National Air Warning System was 
installed on 17 November 1965 in the Boston Police 
Headquarters. The City of Boston now received the 
Air Raid Warning immediately upon inception at the 
North American Air Defense Command in Colorado. 


The National Warning reaches the Massachusetts 
State Warning Point and warning points within the 
State from the North American Air Defense Head- 
quarters (via) the National III Warning Center, Wash- 
ington, D.C. The Principal State Warning System 
Point located at the Massachusetts Police Headquarters, 
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1010 Commonwealth avenue, will re-transmit the initial 
Air Raid Warning Information over all its available 
communications systems to local communities. The 
Secondary-Warning Point located at Boston Police 
Headquarters, 154 Berkeley street, receives the warning 
simultaneously with the primary warning point. The 
Bureau of Operations will then re-transmit the warning 
to local Boston Police Stations with instruction to 
activate the air raid sirens. This system is tested twice 
a day, the warning being received at the primary and 
secondary warning points instantaneously upon incep- 
tion. The average time required to warn the several 
states and acknowledge receipt of warning is eighty 
seconds. 


Radiological Training 

The radiological training program for shelter monitors 
commenced January, 1965. To date, four hundred 
twenty-three persons have been instructed in radiological 
monitoring. This is a continuing program and will be 
accomplished at no cost to the City of Boston. The 
funds necessary to train an additional 1,800 persons 
have been allocated through the Federal Contributions 
Program. Six additional Radiological Monitoring Sta- 
tions were established during the past year. 

Kighty-three fixed radiological Monitoring Stations 
have been located at Police Divisions, Fire Stations, 
U. S$. Public Health Hospital in Brighton, and the 
Employers Liability Insurance Buildings. They are 
fully equipped with federal supplies, kits containing 
Geiger Counters, Survey Meters, Dosimeters and Charg- 
ers, plus gas masks. 

All Fire-Fighting personnel have been instructed in 
the use of these instruments and have received “ In- 
struction Certificates’? approved by this department 
and issued by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency. 
A great many Police personnel have also been instructed 
and have received ‘‘Instruction Certificates.”’ 


CDEX — 65 Phase One Exercise 


In compliance with City of Boston Administrative 
Services Department Directive No. 22, dated Septem- 
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ber 29, 1965, a Civil Defense Readiness Exercise was 
held on October 4, 1965, during the hours of 1300 to 
2200. ‘The purpose of the exercise was to cover those 
actions the Civil Defense Director may wish to take 
during a period of increased international tension and 
to assess our present capability to carry out those 
actions. An additional objective was to evaluate 
present Civil Defense plans. (Radiological Defense, 
Shelter Utilization and the availability of Public Infor- 
mation materials.) 


During this specific exercise, all communications were 
checked out. Inventories were re-checked. Simulated 
messages, with the objective of resting equipment, were 
received, and simulated actions were taken by responsi- 
ble personnel. This exercise was considered to have been 
a complete success by the Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency. (See Civil Defense report to Administrative 
Services Department 17, December, 1965.) 


“Blackout” 9, November 1965, 5.20 P.M. 


On November 9, 1965, the City of Boston experienced 
a complete loss of electrical power as did most of the 
Northeast United States. At that time, the Emergency 
Operating Center located at Boston Civil Defense 
Headquarters, 115 Southampton street, was activated. 
Personnel representing several public, private, and 
utility organizations were coordinated by Civil Defense 
Staff Personnel so as to effectively alleviate the situation. 

We were able to supply emergency generators and 
other power supply equipment to hospitals and in one 
case to an individual, who needed the power supply to 
operate his iron lung. Also, the Emergency Broadcast 
system was utilized to promulgate emergency messages 
for elevator mechanics. ‘These individuals assisted in 
rescuing people trapped in building elevators. 


Public Information 


In addition to answering hundreds of telephone and 
written requests for information concerning the Family 
Fallout Shelter Program, thousands of copies were dis- 
tributed of Fallout Protection, The Family Fallout 
Shelter, First Aid, Home Protection Exercises, Emer- 
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gency Sanitation and Facts About Fallout. This depart- 
ment has held public and private meetings enlisting the 
services of the U. 8S. Army Corps of Engineers and 
personnel from the Stanford Research Institute as well 
as our own personnel to acquaint public and private 
building owners with basic information about the public 
or community Fallout Shelter Program. Boston Civil 
Defense personnel have visited building owners and 
licensees to provide detailed information concerning 
protection factors, storage problems, legal implications 
of the Fallout Shelter License and other detailed 
information. 


Speaking Engagements 

This department has continued to provide qualified 
speakers on all phases of the Boston Civil Defense 
Program. Of necessity, major emphasis has been 
placed upon the Fallout Shelter Program but other 
phases of the program have also been discussed; for 
example, Basic Civil Defense, Civil Defense Planning, 
the Role of Volunteers in Civil Defense and similar 
subjects. 


Numerous speeches and briefings have been given 
to military, civic, social, professional and fraternal 
groups and it is expected that specific meetings will be 
called by this department to acquaint city officials and 
representatives of business and industry with the latest 
Department of Defense policies and procedures as 
needed. 


Snow Emergency 


A central operating center, using Civil Defense space 
and facilities at our headquarters, has been set up again 
this year. Direct lines to the Mayor’s office, MBTA, 
Police and office of the Public Works Commissioner 
have been installed as well as emergency power and 
lighting equipment. In addition, three more Call Direc- 
tor telephones have been installed, which, with our 
two-way radio system, will provide effective communi- 
cations to cope with unusually severe snow and weather 
conditions. 
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Fire Coordination Study 


A study was made of four large Boston fires and a 
projection of their threat to life and resources had they 
occurred during a nuclear attack. This report was 
prepared for the Office of Civil Defense by the U. 5. 
Department of Agriculture, Forest Service, Division of 
Fire Control, National Fire Coordination Study, Wash- 
ington, D.C. Personnel at the Headquarters station of 
the Boston Fire Department were especially helpful in 
providing background information on fire development 
and suppression problems, estimates of fire spread and 
on-site briefings of each fire. Particular thanks 1s due 
to John Clougherty, Andrew McElaney, and Mike 
Laurano. Mr. John Leary, Information Officer with the 
Boston office of Civil Defense, provided shelter data 
and maps. 


Recommendations of Study 

1. Education in the effects of nuclear weapons, par- 
ticularly fallout, is needed for both public officials and 
the general public. 


2. Continue to develop a decentralized system of 
fallout shelters. 


3 The threat of fire resulting from a nuclear attack 
on Boston emphasizes the need for developing a system 
of rating fallout shelters for fire vulnerability.

Str, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held as follows: 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays excepted; from January 4 to 
September 1, inclusive; from September 22 to October 
13, inclusive, and from November 3 to December 31, 
inclusive. 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 10 P.m.; on March 
10 for the Special State Primaries in Wards 6 and 7; on 
March 31 for the Special State Election in Wards 6 and 
7; on April 14 for the Special State Primaries in Wards 
12, 14 and 18; on May 5 for the Special State Election 
in Wards 12, 14 and 18; on August 25, 26 and 31 and 
September 1 for the Preliminary City Election; on 
October 5, 6, 7, 8, 11 and 13 for the City Election; on 
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November 17 for the Special State Primaries in Ward 14, 
and on December 8 for the Special State Election in 
Ward 14. 

At locations in public buildings in each of the twenty- 
two wards from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m.; on August 25 and 26 
in one section of each ward, and on August 31 and 
September 1 in another section of each ward. 

Mobile registration prior to the Preliminary City 
Election was held in three different units for four nights, 
from 6 P.M. to 10 p.M.; on August 27 at Humboldt 
avenue and Ruthven street for Ward 12, at Howard 
avenue and Quincy street for Ward 13, at Columbia 
road and Devon street for Ward 14; on August 30 at 
Warren street and Elm Hill avenue for Ward 12, at 
Howard avenue and Quincy street for Ward 13, at Blue 
Hill avenue and Columbia road for Ward 14; on August 
31 at Blue Hill avenue and Winthrop street for Ward 8, 
at Townsend street and Codman park for Ward 11, at 
Blue Hill avenue and Georgia street for Ward 12; and 
on September 1 at Blue Hill avenue and Winthrop street 
for Ward 8, at Walnut park and Waldren road for 
Ward 11, at Blue Hill avenue and Waverly street for 
Ward 12. Two of the above units were supplied by the 
Public Works Department and one was supplied by this 
department. All registrars assigned were from this de- 
partment. 

Due to differences in dates as scheduled for registra- 
tion at the locations in public buildings on August 25, 
26, 31 and September 1, and the schedule for Mobile 
Registration for the Preliminary City Election on 
August 27, 30, 31 and September 1, it became necessary 
to keep the central office open on August 27 and 30 from 
5 P.M. to 11 p.m., in order to receive and safeguard the 
registrations and equipment as returned to us on the 
above stated two nights. The central office was not 
open for registration on either of these two nights. 

Mobile registration prior to the City Election: At 
a meeting on July 1, 1965, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, and coordinators of voter registration from 
the League of Women Voters agreed, that instead of 
using public buildings for registration of voters in 
each of the twenty-two wards, that a like number of 
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Mobile Units should be made available for such regis- 
tration for the period preceding the City Election. 

Through the cooperation of the League of Women 
Voters, the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
the Public Works Department, and others, twenty- 
two trucks of various sizes and accommodations were 
used for this purpose. These units were on location 
for six nights from 6 p.m. to 10 pP.m., on October 5, 6, 
7, 8, 11 and 13, and each unit was generally assigned 
to a different section in each ward for each of the six 
nights. The drive for new registrants was successful. 

Future use of Mobile Units for registration purposes 
is advisable providing that consideration is given for 
the need of more space in which to work, safety for 
the public and the workers, adequate heat, light, 
ventilation and furniture. 

Physically disabled: In accordance with the provisions 
of chapter 196 of the Acts of 1946, persons qualified 
to vote but unable to appear at a registration office 
because of a physical disability were examined in their 
homes or other places of confinement upon receipt of 
an application for such registration. Applications 
were received from 39 such persons. Of that number 
14 were found to be qualified and were duly registered. 
It was found that 4 of the applicants were previously 
registered and on the voting lists. Persons so registered 
or on the voting lists were furnished with applications 
for absentee ballots for the City Election. 21 persons 
requesting such registration, either refused to be regis- 
tered when visited or were found not qualified for 
such registration. 

Supplementary registration of Federal Service Per- 
sonnel: Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 
and 51 of the General Laws certain persons were per- 
mitted to register during the period from the close of 
registration to the third day preceding the City Election. 
There were 4 such registrations in Boston. 

Supplementary listings for registration of voters: 
Chapter 315 of the Acts of 1965 made it possible to 
supplementary police list any person applying for 
registration as a voter at any of the outside registration 
locations as well as in the central office. This added 
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to the duties of the outside registrars, and of necessity 
slowed up each registration. 

Party enrollments at time of registration: Chapter 
477 of the Acts of 1965 made it mandatory that at the 
time and place of registration the registrar must verbally 
inform each registrant that he may at the same time 
and place establish his enrollment in a political party 
by signing an appropriate form so provided. There 
were many such new enrollments, thus the registration 
and possible enrollment of each applicant is more 
time consuming. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS | 


At the State Election, held on November 3, 1964, the 
number of voters on the list was 316,047. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
September 1, 1965, was 283,564. From that time to the 
close of registration for the City Election there were 
added the names of 15,630 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 5,036 voters who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on 
the day of the City Election, held November 2, 1965, 
was 299,194, a decrease of 16,853 from the number on 
the list at the preceding State Election. The number of 
voters on the final list December 31, 1965, was 299,338. 


NOMINATION PAPERS, REFERENDUM AND 
Recount PETITIONS 


A total of 86 persons declared their intentions for 
nominations to City offices — 62 for City Councillor, 
and 24 for School Committeeman; 29 of these did not 
file nomination papers; the remaining 57 candidates sub- 
mitted 3,901 papers on which 94,074 names were 
checked; 28 candidates were certified for the office of 
City Councillor (2 of which withdrew after certification), 
and 16 candidates were certified for the office of School 
Committeeman; 1 initiative petition consisting of 23 
papers, on which 603 names were certified; 81 nomina- 
tion papers for the Special State Primaries in the Fifth 
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Suffolk Representative District, on which 1,906 names 
were certified; 325 nomination papers for the Special 
State Primaries in the Sixth Suffolk Senatorial District, 
on which 7,255 names were certified; 141 nomination 
papers for the Special State Primaries in the Tenth 
Suffolk Representative District, on which 2,645 names 
were certified; and 54 papers for the petitioning for 
recounts in all twenty-two wards for City Councillor 
after the City Election, on which 1,262 names were 
certified; making a total of 4,525 papers filed, on which 
the names of 107,745 voters were certified. 


RECOUNTS 


A recount of the votes cast in the City Election for 
City Councillor in all twenty-two wards was held on 
November 8, 9, 10 and 11, 1965. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST 


The names of 4,131 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1965 contained 
the names of 8,209 residents of Boston. During the 
time covered by this report 3,489 were drawn for jury 
service. 


ABSENTEE VOTING 


Absentee voting applied to the City Election. Chap- 
ter 374 of the Acts of 1963 relative to examining, count- 
ing, canvassing and casting absent voter ballots made it 
necessary to set up a central counting place as no ab- 
sent voter ballots were sent to the 275 precinct polling 
places. The examination of envelopes and affidavits 
was held in the central office on November 2, 1965, from 
12 noon to 8 p.m. The actual counting of the absent 
voter ballots was held in the office of the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, Room 105-106, City Hall Annex, 
from Tuesday, November 2, 1965, at 8 p.m. to Wednes- 
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day, November 3, 1965, at 2.30 a.m. After canvassing 
the votes cast in the 275 precincts was completed, it 
then became necessary to add to each precinct count 
the number of votes cast by absentee ballots in the 
central counting place. Set forth below are statistics

‘Lota led 
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Of the 447 absent voter envelopes returned and ex- 
amined, 80 were rejected for various reasons by the 
examiners, and none of the ballot envelopes, so rejected, 
were opened to reveal the contents therein. ‘The re- 
maining 367 ballot envelopes were subsequently sent 
to the central counting room, and were cast and re- 
corded as required by law. 


New LE&GISLATION 


Counting of Votes: Chapter 242 of the Acts of 1965 
regarding the opening of the ballot box. 

Disabled Voters: Chapter 283 of the Acts of 1965 
eliminates the requirement of an oath for assistance in 
voting. 

Supplementary Listings: Chapter 315 of the Acts of 
1965 makes it possible to make supplementary listings 
at any registration location. 

Applications for Absentee Ballots: Chapter 329 of 
the Acts of 1965 provides that such applications must 
be filed with the city or town clerk. 

Enclosing, Sealing and Certifying Election Ballots 
and Voting Lists: Chapter 412 of the Acts of 1965 
changes the requirement of endorsement by a majority 
of election officers to the warden and the clerk. 

Change of Ward Lines: Chapter 424 of the Acts of 
1965 makes it mandatory that ward lines be changed 
in 1974, and every tenth year thereafter. 

Party Enrollment at Time of Registration: Chapter 
477 of the Acts of 1965 makes it mandatory that a person 
being registered as a voter must be informed verbally 
that he may establish his enrollment in a political party 
at the time and place of such registration. 

Regulations Relative to the Conduct of Elections and 
the Handling of Votes: Chapter 530 of the Acts of 1965 
changes the Power of Aldermen or Selectmen to Power 
of City or Town Clerks to make such regulations. 

Voters for Electors of President and Vice President: 
Chapter 536 of the Acts of 1965 now also includes per- 
sons not in active military service living on United 
States government land within the commonwealth. 

Acceptance of Nominations by Write-in Candidates: 
Chapter 584 of the Acts of 1965 sets the time for ac- 
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ceptance as within six days with either the state secre- 
tary or the city or town clerk, whichever applies. 

Applications for Absentee Ballots: Chapter 592 of 
the Acts of 1965 requires the state secretary to provide 
applications in the form of cards suitable for mailing as 
post cards, but without postage. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD 


Commissioner David Lasker resigned as a member of 
the Commission on February 28, 1965. Mr. Max Feld 
was appointed to succeed him for the term ending 
April 1, 1968, and assumed the duties of his office on 
August 18, 1965. The term of Mr. Maurice L. Smith 
expired on April 1, 1965, and he was reappointed for the 
term ending April 1, 1969. Commissioner Greene con- 
tinued as Chairman of the Board and Commissioner 
Maurice L. Smith continued as Secretary.

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SPECIAL COMMENTS

During the year 1965 there were 2,152 fires in buildings. 
This is a slight increase over the number of building fires 
which occurred during 1964. 


2. Fre Prevention 

During the year 1965 the department was awarded a 
plaque by the National Fire Protection Association for 
placing first in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
third among cities of five hundred thousand in the 
United States, and fifth among all cities in the nation in a 
National Fire Prevention Contest. 


On July 1, 1965, all space heaters, flue connected or 
otherwise, utilizing kerosene for fuel, were outlawed by 
legislation which was originally introduced into the 
General Court of the Commonwealth by the Fire Com- 
missioner and the Mayor of Boston. Fire Department 
personnel are ever on the alert to note the use of this type 
of illegal heating equipment and to arrange for its 
elimination. 


In-service-inspections were carried out on a daily basis, 
weather permitting, from April 1 to October 30. Each 
fire company in the city assumed the responsibility for its 
assigned area and made every attempt to eliminate all 
hazardous conditions. During the year, 53,849 in- 
service-inspections were made by the fire fighting force. 


The following legislation proposed by this department 
is now awaiting action in the General Court of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts: 

a. The licensing of hotel watchmen by the Boston 
Fire Department to permit determination of the 
competence and reliability of persons in this 
occupation. 

b. The requirement that hotel fire alarm systems be 
directly connected to the city fire alarm system be 
made law in order to prevent delay in transmitting 
an alarm of fire to the Fire Department. 

c. A proposal to eliminate dead-end corridors in 
hotels where persons may be trapped during a fire. 
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d. An Act requiring that a written report be furnished 
to the Fire Department in all instances where 
sprinklers are to be shut off, or have been shut off. 


The experimental test program which has been in 
progress in the Fire Prevention Division for several years 
was continued and expanded in scope during the year. 
This program has been responsible, in part, for the de- 
velopment of several materials with outstanding flame- 
retardant properties which are now in use in the City of 
Boston and which are available for use in other cities and 
towns which insist on the use of such materials in places 
of public assembly and similar occupancy. Flame- 
retardant artificial flowers, self-extinguishing waste paper 
basket liners, and permanent flame-retardant bedding 
materials have been produced by cooperative activities 
in this program. 


3. Fire Stations 


On May 38, 1965, a new fire station at 200 Cambridge 
Street, Boston, was occupied by Engine Co. 4—Ladder 
Co. 24, and the District Chief of District 3. The new 
station replaces the old Bowdoin Square fire station 
which was razed in 1963 to make way for a new state 
office building for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
The new fire station will provide quick response to 
alarms in the Beacon Hill, West End, and Government 
Center sections of the city. 


The program of remodeling some of our older fire sta- 
tions, which began in 1962, has been continued and dur- 
. Ing 1965 contracts were awarded for making major 
alterations and repairs to the following fire stations: 


Engine 7, Ladder 17—7 Parish Street, Meeting 
House Hill, Dorchester. 


Engine Squad 29, Ladder 11—138 Chestnut Hill 
Avenue, Brighton. 


When alterations have been completed, better and 
safer living conditions will be available to the fire fight- 
ers quartered therein.

4. Training Division 

Thirty-four new fire fighters were appointed to the 
department during the month of October, 1965, and 
were given seven weeks of intensive drilling and training 
in basic procedures at fires, including engine and ladder 
company operations, use of special equipment, first aid, 
rescue work, and the handling of radioactive materials. 

Drill School efficiency rating reports compiled by the 
drillmaster, and monthly comprehensive reports for- 
warded by the company commander to the Training 
Division indicate the progress of each probationer and 
this information becomes part of his permanent record 
in the department. 


5. Boston Fire Department Medal for Valor 

In General Orders No. 14, on April 21, 1965, the Fire 
Commissioner announced the establishment of the Bos- 
ton Fire Department Medal for Valor to be awarded 
posthumously to members of the fire fighting force of the 
department who are killed, or who die from injuries re- 
ceived in the performance of their duties. 

The medal depicts, on the front side, the Angel of 
Death guiding the Fire Fighter to his reward in heaven. 
On the reverse side, surrounded by a wreath, will be 
engraved the member’s name, date of appointment to the 
department, his last assignment, the number of the box, 
and the date of the incident resulting in the member’s 
death. 

An engrossed parchment is to be awarded with the 
medal and gives information on the manner in which the 
Fire Fighter met his death. At the bottom of the 
parchment, the following impressive inscription from the 
pen of the late Henry Gillen, a prominent Boston news- 
paperman, will appear: 

‘“‘All honor unto gallantry 
In reverence we pay 
That others might have days to be 
He gave his life away 
Now glory shall enshrine his name 
And time his deeds defy 
Since humble men who sought no fame 
Have taught us how to die.” 
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During the year 1965 the medal was awarded to the 
following-named members of the department who met 
death under a falling wall during a fire at Box 1671 on 
Thursday, October 1, 1964:

Fire Fighter Francis L. Murphy, Engine Co. 24 
Fire Fighter James B. Sheedy, Ladder Co. 4 


The department is greatly indebted to Fire Fighter 
Robert G. Brady of Ladder Co. 4, Fire Fighter Harold A. 
Carle of Ladder Co. 30, and Murray Young, a friend of 
the department, for giving unstintingly of their time, 
effort, and artistic talent in the design and execution of 
the ‘‘Medal and Citation of Valor.” 


6. Alarms 


The department responded to 30,406 alarms during 
the year, 166 of which were multiple alarms. 


7. Hydrant Inspections 


In cooperation with the Water Division of the Public 
Works Department we have placed in effect a program 
of hydrant inspection in all areas of the city to insure 
dependability. As a result of the inspection and subse- 
quent hydrant repairs where required, failure of opera- 
tion has been reduced to a minimum. 


S. Fire Chiefs’ Convention 


A convention committee, a non-profit entity, known 
as the Fire Chiefs Conference, Inc., was formed and 
chartered in 1964 to make preparations for the 93rd 
Annual Convention of the International Association of 
Fire Chiefs to be held in Boston from August 22 to 
August 25, 1966. This group has labored diligently all 
during the year 1965, under the guidance of the Fire 
Commissioner and the Chief of Department, to organize 
the many different committees required to conduct the 
convention and to establish a working liaison with the 
general management of the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs.

The first electric telegraph system for Fire Alarm in the world (in Boston) cost $16,000.00 
and consisted of forty (40) miles of wire, forty-five (45) signal boxes, or stations, and 
sixteen (16) alarm bells. 

The system was officially accepted by the City of Boston at noon, April 28, 1852, and 
the first alarm was received from Station 7, District 1 (mow Box 1212) at 8:25 P.M., 
April 29, 1852. 

Total box alarms transmitted since April 28, 1852, through December 31, 1965, 542,913.

Administration 


Because of the proposal to merge the hospital with the 
City Health Department, no effort was made to fill the 
vacancy of Director. The Board of Trustees appointed 
James V. Sacchetti, M.D., Acting Director effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1965, with the Committee of Deputies to serve in an 
advisory capacity. Dr. Sacchetti had been Assistant 
Superintendent since 1954 and added to his title that of 
Deputy for Surgical Services at the time of the Cresap 
implementation in 1962. 


This type interim administration, though unique, proved 
successful due to sincere cooperative effort and mutual 
confidence shown by the Committee of Deputies, the 
medical staff, and nursing staff. 


Accreditation 


The hospital found itself in difficulty with the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals following an 
inspection held September, 1964. In its letter dated 
December 24, 1964, the Commission was severely critical 
in its recommendations and warned that approval would 
be denied the hospital unless standards were met. Con- 
siderable adverse publicity appeared in the press. By

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showing sincere and earnest determination to accept the 
recommendations of the Joint Commission and to meet 
standards on a continual, gradual, and progressive plan 
within our limitations and restrictions, the hospital was 
granted full approval for three years following a rigid 
inspection as of June 23, 1965. 

Definite commitments were made to the Joint Commis- 
sion that must be adhered to: increase in clerk-type per- 
sonnel for adequate records keeping; increase in house- 
keeping and maintenance personnel to assure cleanliness 
and proper care of patient areas; increase in technical and 
transfer porter personnel for greater efficiency in the 
Emergency Ward and the Radiology Department; ex- 
pansion of radiology and radiotherapy departments; 
improvement of pharmacy; updating bylaws of the Board 
of Trustees; modernizing patient areas. These are but a 
few. The problem of accreditation is a serious one. Every 
effort must be made to retain it. Its loss would jeopardize 
training programs for house officers and nurses. 


Reorganization 


The Hamlin report recommending a merger of the City 
Hospital with the City Health Department was made 
public on May 4, 1965. The plan presents an exciting 
challenge to provide efficient continuity of health service 
to the community. The plan was enthusiastically endorsed 
by the Deans of Boston University, Harvard, and Tufts 
Medical Schools, accepted by the medical staff, and the 
Board of Trustees. It received excellent press coverage 
and support. 

A bill to authorize the merger was passed by the Legisla- 
ture and signed by the Governor in August. It became 
Chapter 656 of the Acts of 1965. The Boston City Council 
accepted the merger bill in December following a series of 
public hearings at which minimal but honest and sincere 
opposition was presented. Implementation of the new 
organizational plan will take place immediately after Janu- 
ary 1, 1966. Of greatest significance will be expansion of 
the Board of Trustees to nine members. 

The year closed for the hospital at the end of a long, 
magnificent era in service to the community and in con- 
tribution to all mankind. The hospital faces the new year

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with some apprehension but with courage and determina- 
tion that the merger will prove successful; with hope that 
greater fame will come to the hospital and that better 
health facilities will be provided our community. 


Health Department 


With the acquisition in February of the home of the 
Boston Health Department at Haymarket Square by the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority for urban renewal, tem- 
porary office space in the old South Department was pro- 
vided the Health group. Laboratory functions were 
absorbed by our Bacteriology Department, by the Boston 
Sanatorium, and by the State Public Health Department 
laboratories. The building formerly known as the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station that had saved thousands of 
lives and given invaluable emergency service to the com- 
munity for over half a century was razed to make way for 
progress. A famous landmark was destroyed, but its name 
and record of outstanding medical achievement will live 
forever. 


Police Clinic 


Upon the death of the Police Surgeon, Dr. Joseph 
Devine, the position was abolished early in February, and 
a Police Clinic was established at the hospital. This 
clinic provides more effective supervision of the health 
of all uniformed members of the Police Department. 
Most important, the established table of “Occupational 
Health Control”’ provides the following: 


1. Pre-employment examination. 

2. Periodic examinations dependent upon age level and criti- 
cal phases of work. 

3. Examinations for disability, retirement, or Workmen’s 
Compensation cases. 

4. Review of job classifications to determine suitability of 
the officer for special type of police work. 

5. Psychologic and psychiatric examinations to determine 
emotional stability. 

6. Availability of consultations with members of our visiting 
staff in all specialties. 


The clinic was opened in August, 1965, and has proven 
efficient and gratifying to the Police Department. 
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Long Island Hospital 


The tragic sudden death of Mr. John R. McGillivray, 
Superintendent of Long Island Hospital, occurred early 
in February. Mr. Francis E. Guiney, Administrative 
Assistant, became Acting Administrative Head under the 
guidance of Dr. James V. Sacchetti, Acting Director. 


The hospital was fraught with serious problems. Fol- 
lowing a rigid inspection by a field representative, full 
accreditation for three years was granted by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals in August. 
However, state licensure has been held in abeyance be- 
cause of critical plant deficiencies. No effort was made 
to correct these deficiencies pending passage of the Hamlin 
Merger Bill. The School for Practical Nursing has been 
suspended until recommendations made by the Board of 
Licensing of Nurses and Practical Nurses are met. Three 
conditions were taken care of: the appointment of a degreed 
Director for the school: appointment of two qualified 
instructors: and the appointment of an Advisory Board 
to the school. However, the physical deficiencies com- 
plained of must be corrected. The school should be 
maintained, as it is a source of semiprofessional nurse 
personnel to meet nurse shortage. 


Sanatorium 


As of December 1, 1965, the State Department of Public 
Health directed officials at the Sanatorium to restrict 
capacity to one hundred tuberculosis patients. Con- 
sideration is being given to the utilization of remaining 
beds by transfer of patients from Long Island. 


Clinical Services 


The most outstanding development in clinical services 
was the porcine liver perfusion treatment of patients with 
severe hepatic failure. The procedure was used in several 
instances with encouraging results. Porcine liver perfusion 
was selected by the British Broadcasting Company as one 
of the ten most astounding achievements during 1965. 
A documentary film was prepared for presentation to the 
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British public at the close of the year. A Boston showing, 
by courtesy, will take place early in 1966. The honor 
and credit for this success goes to the Fifth (Harvard) 
Surgical Service. 


The hospital with its staffs continues its traditional dedi- 
cated service in the care and treatment of patients. It 
keeps abreast of modern, approved, ethical practice. 
Many services have been strengthened by appointment 
of full-time administrative heads or directors. The 
Orthopedic and Fracture Service was formally affiliated 
with the Tufts University School of Medicine after twenty- 
five years of association with and supervision of that 
service by the school faculty. Dr. Charles Woodhouse, 
Professor of Orthopedic Service at Tufts Medical School, 
was appointed first full-time Director. 


The resignation of Dr. Thomas Boyd as Assistant 
Director of the Thoracic-Surgery Service, a pioneer in the 
development of open heart surgery at the hospital, was a 
great loss. His contribution through eighteen years of 
dedicated service is immeasurable. He remains on our 
staff as Visiting Surgeon. Dr. James Bougas, Professor of 
Thoracic Surgery at Boston University School of Medicine, 
was appointed Assistant Director of the Service in Septem- 
ber. Dr. John W. Strieder remains as Director and Sur- 
geon-in-Chief. 


Another great Joss resulted from the resignation of 
Dr. Brian Little as Director of the Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology Service, who moved to a more lucrative and chal- 
lenging faculty-hospital position in Cleveland. An ad hoe 
committee appointed by the Deans of the three medical 
schools is in process of determining means to strengthen 
the important Obstetrical and Gynecology Service at the 
hospital. The three Deans, in turn, are making every 
effort to locate a suitable replacement as Director. 


The Director of Pathology and of the Mallory Institute 
of Pathology, Dr. G. Kenneth Mallory, retired at the 
close of the year. This ends a line of eminent pathologists 
named Mallory who have served the Boston City Hospital 
and the three Jocal medical schools with loyalty, dedica- 
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tion, and accomplishment. Dr. Stanley L. Robbins, Pro- 
fessor of Pathology at Boston University School of Medi- 
cine, was appointed the new Director. 

Dr. Sydney 8. Gellis, Professor of Pediatrics at Boston 
University School of Medicine and Director of the Pedi- 
atrics Service, resigned in July to assume similar posts at 
the Tufts Medical School and the Boston Floating Hos- 
pital. His long years of exemplary service at Boston City 
Hospital have left a milestone of achievements. Most 
noteworthy is the establishment of a clinical center for the 
study of birth defects and the mentally retarded. Until 
such time as a full-time Director of his calibre is appointed, 
Dr. David Ingall was named Acting Director for the ser- 
vice. 

The Executive Committee of the Medical Staff has ini- 
tiated an intensive study of the specialty services, their 
organizations, appointment of directors and other key 
personnel, relationship with the three local medical schools, 
and relationship to the general surgical and medical ser- 
vices. The preliminary report will serve to establish 
guidelines in order that the three medical schools involved 
may work closely together toward the best interests of 
patient care, teaching, and research at Boston City Hospi- 
tal, and that a high degree of autonomy may be established 
in all the services so that unity of action within the organi- 
zational framework of the hospital can best be served. 

Best possible patient care remains the primary obliga- 
tion of the hospital and its clinical services, and every 
effort is made to discharge that obligation. However, 
teaching of students, student nurses, and house officers, as 
well as research, are important functions of the hospital. 
The desirability of training at City Hospital by medical 
school graduates remains at a high level. The value of 
teaching opportunities through volume and variety of 
cases, as well as intensity of approved training programs, 
attracts highly competent young doctors from all parts of 
the world. 

To enumerate the long and varied list of research proj- 
ects carried on at Boston City Hospital would prove too 
cumbersome. Suffice it to say that practically all services 
engage in research activity that contributes invaluably to 
medical science. 
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Nursing Services 
Miss Marcaret B. Wetcu, R.N., Director 


Due to excellence of our training program, full approval 
for the School of Nursing was extended to 1968 by the 
National League of Nursing. 

Various committees of the nursing faculties and super- 
visors were active in their efforts to improve service. The 
more important committees were on research, patient care, 
nursing principles, nursing service, and nursing education 
and policy. An active program in In-Service Education 
was instituted, and meetings were held monthly for all 
registered nurses. 

The Board of Trustees voted to request the Deans of the 
Boston College and Boston University Schools of Nursing 
to survey the nursing services at the hospital. At the 
suggestion of the two Deans, a self-evaluation study was 
started late in the year concentrating on nursing services on 
the Accident Floor. This study will be the start of a 
general survey of nursing services. 

Faculty members continue to be active at the local, state, 
and national levels of the professional nursing organizations. 

An increase in salary was granted to all registered nurses 
and practical nurses in October. This increase, however, 
makes the salaries commensurate with similar positions in 
other hospitals in the community. The American Nursing 
Association has recommended a much higher salary scale 
for identical positions.

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Medical Services 
Leon R. Lezer, M.D., Deputy Superintendent 


a. Day Care Center 

Through tireless efforts of Dr. Leon R. Lezer, Deputy 
Superintendent for Medical Services, and the gracious 
generosity of the Charles Hood Foundation the sum of 
$22,000 was donated to establish a modified Day Care 
Center. Unique and unparalleled as a pilot study, it 
provides care for children of mothers attending the several 
clinics in the Out Patient Department. Were it not for 
this “‘baby-sitting’’ service, many mothers in low socio- 
economic groups would be deprived of needed medical 
attention. The center gives training under qualified 
guidance and supervision, provides luncheons, and allows 
play and rest periods. Proven successful and of great 
value, it has cared for 2,454 children since May, 1965. 


b. General Research Support Grant 


The Deputy Superintendent for Medical Services ob- 
tained for the hospital an Institutional General Research 
Support Grant in the amount of $219,719 for 1965. An 
Administrative Committee on Research and Training was 
established by the Acting Director with approval of the 
Board of Trustees for the proper processing of requests 
from the various services for use of General Research 
Support funds. Primary function was to determine justi- 
fication of requests and validity in providing funds ac- 
cording to restrictions imposed by the grant. A Scientific 
Advisory Committee, consisting of members of the Medical 
Staff, assisted in the clinical or scientific evaluation of the 
requests. 

As a result of favorable site visit late in the year, it is 
anticipated that a substantial additional grant will be 
received early in 1966. 


ce. Social Service Study 

Through the combined efforts of the Acting Director 
and the Deputy Superintendent for Medical Services, 
plans were developed for a detailed study of the Medical 
Social Work Department. The study will be made by the 
Boston University School of Social Work under the

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direction of its Dean, Dr. John McDowell, conjointly 
with the Schools of Social Work at Boston College and 
Simmons. Actual field work and evaluation will be super- 
vised by Mrs. Katherine P. Cavell, noted for her work in 
organizing the Department of Social Work at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospital. The study will start January, 
1966. 


d. Blood Bank 


The facilities of the Blood Bank were expanded, and its 
functioning and efficiency were strengthened through re- 
organization and the appointment of a full-time Director, 
Dr. John A. Merritt. 


e. Training Program for Inhalation Therapy Technicians 


A training program for inhalation therapy technicians 
is in process of organization under the supervision of the 
Director of the Lung Station. Financing will be realized 
from suburban hospitals, Manpower and Development 
Training Acts, and possibly other federal sources. The 
Rhode Island Office of Vocational Rehabilitation has 
agreed to pay $1,000 in tuition per trainee. Tuition pay- 
ment to the hospital was agreed upon as a reasonable 
charge to meet overhead expenses. 


f. Future Care for the Alcoholic Patient 


The Deputy for Medical Services made contact with the 
Salvation Army, the Boston University Medical Center, 
the Methodist Church, and the Episcopal Diocese in 
exploring interests in community projects to provide for 
the containment of the alcoholic in suitable facilities in 
order to prevent ‘‘skid-row”’ activity in a rehabilitated 
South End. Study is in progress of the alcoholic patient 
load at Long Island Hospital with particular interest. in 
seasonal trends and socioeconomic background. 
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Personnel 


Mrs. Auice M. Lyons, Deputy Superintendent 


The most pressing problem facing the Personnel Depart- 
ment is need for expansion in practically every area of the 
hospital. Additional help is required in departments where 
specific skills are necessary, especially in technical fields. 
In these areas there is a lack of qualified applicants, or, if 
qualified, they anticipate salaries beyond our Compensation 
Plan. Existing training programs do help staff some of the 
departments. 


Training programs planned, some of which are in 
progress, follow: 


1. Manpower for Help. On-the-job training project 
will provide training of supportive personnel in the cate- 
gories of housekeeping staff, orderlies, nursing aides, 
dietary aides, ward clerks, and surgical technicians. 
Federal funds are available for this program, and applica- 
tion has been submitted. 


2. Clinical Laboratory Technicians. Two six-month 
courses are given yearly by the Director of the Hematology 
and Biochemistry Laboratories for an average of fifteen 
students. 


3. X-ray Technicians. The excellence of our training 
program in cooperation with Northeastern University has 
gained us approval for fifteen students. This is a two-year 
course with second-year students receiving a stipend of 
$200 per month, since 80 percent of their work consists of 
service to patients under supervision. 


4. Medical Record Stenographers. Field training for 
students from various clerical schools is being planned. 
The serious deficiency in this category has been discussed 
with Mr. Theodore J. Hoppe, Training Coordinator for the 
city, and it is hoped that some adequate arrangement will 
be developed in the near future. 


Below is listed an itemized breakdown of the Personnel 
Budget for 1965. Included are statistics with reference to 
approved positions as well as existing vacancies. Added 
to this breakdown are the increase in salary to nurses as 
of October 1, 1965, and the increase ($6) across the board 
for all low-salaried employees as of December 1, 1965.

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General Services

Contract services for Laundry and Security Force con- 
tinue to appear most desirable — the former for more 
efficient linen control, the latter to eliminate frequent 
attacks on guards, personnel, and visitors by trespassers. 
The latter would also deter suspected pilfering. 


Installation of the Centrex phone system throughout the 
entire hospital on October 2, 1965, was an outstanding 
achievement. Centrex is the Telephone Company’s latest 
development for improved communications. Boston City 
Hospital is the first hospital in New England to install 
Centrex. 


Two new and modern International ambulances were 
purchased fully equipped to render emergency service to 
patients and to afford better transportation. Progress in 
the General Services area continued as follows: 


1. The Hospital Disaster Plan was completely rewritten 
and submitted to the medical staff for review and comment. 

2. A continuing effort was made to centralize procure- 
ment and issue of all supplies through one of the general 
services stocking points. 

3. A wide variety of new improved items were intro- 
duced into the Solution Room. 

4. Efforts to combine in-patient and out-patient record 
rooms continued. 

5. A new patient information system was installed, 
making it unnecessary to call the wards to determine 
patient condition. 

6. Centralization of sterile linen processing continues. 

7. A therapeutic dietary program was established for 
the three major medical services. 

8. Improved requisitioning control procedures were es- 
tablished for the purpose of standardizing supplies and 
eliminating duplications. 

9. A training course has been established for the house 
staff to familiarize them with new commercial solutions 
and administration sets. 
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Volunteer Services 
Mrs. JEAN W. Buake, Deputy Superintendent 


The Volunteer Service continues to expand. In 1962, 
six areas of the hospital were covered by sixty volunteers. 
In 1965, 502 volunteers served in thirty-five areas for a 
total of 39,500 hours. 

Five other hospitals in the Boston area exceed this 
volunteer service. However, in all five, a coffee shop or 
gift shop account for about one-third the number of 
volunteers and one-third the number of hours. Since our 
hospital has neither a coffee shop nor a gift shop, the 
record of Volunteer Service submitted is extraordinary. 

‘College students numbering 156 volunteered their ser- 
vices. ‘Though the larger number came from Harvard 
and Radcliffe, other colleges represented were Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Boston College, Boston 
University, Simmons, Wheelock, Tufts, Regis, Wellesley, 
Salem State College, Northeastern, and Garland Junior 
College. Thirty-three schools in the greater Boston area 
had 141 teenage volunteers known as ‘“‘Candy-Stripers.”’ 
We are proud of this record and feel that the type of 
volunteers we attract and the service they render serve as 
a great source of good public relations between the Boston 
City Hospital and the communities it serves.

The following comment is of interest. Since the mini- 
mum wage at Boston City Hospital is $1.53 per hour, we 
find that the total number of hours contributed by volun- 
teers represents a saving of $53,495.69 to the city. 


Ambulatory Services 
Leon J. Tausppnyaus, M.D., Deputy Superintendent 
A. ACCIDENT FLOOR 


A gradual reorganization has been taking place to in- 
crease efficiency, to augment administrative and staff 
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supervision and control, and to assure highest possible 
standards of medical care for the public. 

The number of people served by the emergency service 
continues to increase. Approximately 168,000 patients 
were treated on the Emergency Floor — an increase of 
2,500 over the past year. Approximately 28,500 patients 
were admitted to the hospital. Ninety-five patients died 
on the Accident Floor. 


House staff assignments were shifted to permit maximum 
coverage to coincide with maximum utilization. This 
has resulted in decrease of delays in caring for patients 
and of complaints from recipients of Emergency Floor 
care. The Shortell Unit was transferred to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Deputy Superintendent for Ambulatory Ser- 
vices to expedite management of ambulatory fracture 
cases and to assign medical responsibilities more clearly. 


Through the courtesy of the Division of Accident Pre- 
vention of the United States Public Health Service a com- 
missioned medical officer was assigned to serve as a full- 
time special assistant to the Deputy Superintendent for 
Ambulatory Services for a period of two years. He is 
assigned to the Emergency Floor and has taken over the 
administrative direction of that area. During this time 
he is making studies which will provide valuable informa- 
tion on the use of the Emergency Service and the quality of 
care provided. 

The Pediatric Service has assigned an attending physi- 
cian to supervise the clinical care given by its emergency 
Unit. Each of the Medical and Surgical Services has 
assigned a liaison person to the Deputy Superintendent 
for Ambulatory Services. This group, serving as an ad- 
visory committee, has given valuable assistance in prepar- 
ing an Emergency Service Procedural Manual. Training 
courses for nonmedical Emergency Floor personnel have 
been initiated. 

Personnel shortages continue to create problems for the 
Accident Floor. At the close of the year there was great 
shortage of transfer porters. X-ray service, though ex- 
panded, exceeds the ability of the department to give 
prompt attention within a reasonable time to every case. 
Additional technicians are required. 
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Through the efforts of the Acting Director, the Police 
Commissioner has provided police coverage for the Acci- 
dent Floor twenty-four hours daily. This has proven a 
satisfactory morale factor by eliminating unsavory and 
troublesome behavior by patients, visitors, and trespassers. 


B. Ovt Patient DEPARTMENT 


The use of the Out Patient Department clinics con- 
tinues to increase. In 1965, 1,400 patients were seen daily 
as compared to 1,100 in 1964. The major problem is con- 
gestion. Improvement could be accrued by installation of 
an effective appointment system. However, though 
tried, this proved ineffective due to the large number of 
‘‘walk-ins’’ who appeared at each clinic without appoint- 
ment and who required attention because of urgent social 
or medical reasons. 


Graduate students from the Florence Heller School for 
Advanced Studies of Brandeis University and the Harvard 
Business School made utilization studies in the several 
clinics. The results of their studies may prove helpful in 
the future. 


An expanded X-ray Facility was dedicated in Decem- 
ber. When fully operative, this unit. will be autonomous 
and will meet the needs of the Out Patient Department. 
This will improve clinic patient care and relieve existing 
stress on the Main and Shortell X-ray Units. 


Many clinics have been coordinated, and expansion of 
cancer detection studies by the Tumor Clinic is under way. 
The Out Patient Department is providing major medical 
support to many of the local programs financed by the 
Federal Office of Economic Opportunity through con- 
tractual arrangements with Action for Boston Community 
Development (ABCD). Special medical and dental evalu- 
ation clinics have been established to evaluate and expe- 
dite follow-up care for children and youth referred from 
‘‘Operation Headstart’? and the ‘‘Youth Health Pro- 
grams.” 


An innovation was the establishment of a Podiatry 
Clinic which for many years had served the Diabetes 
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Clinic alone. With anticipated increased demand for 
geriatric care as a result of Medicare, this clinic should 
lead to beneficial results. 


During the year, the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission stationed a rehabilitation worker to {oat in the 
Out Patient Department clinics. This has proven satis- 
factory to the hospital, of value to the Commission, and of 
great benefit to patients. 


Architectural plans are being prepared for expansion of 
the Pediatric and Dental Clinics. 


C. East Boston RELIEF STATION 


The Relief Station continues to serve almost 20,000 
patients per year. Daily load varies from twenty-five to 
one hundred twenty-five patients. More than 1 percent 
were alcoholics. There were two births, twenty deaths, 
and 632 transfers to Boston City Hospital. 


The clinic continues to operate under the burden of a 
deteriorated physical plant and ancient equipment. Pro- 
fessional staff are becoming increasingly difficult to recruit. 
Physician coverage is made up of house staff from the 
Boston City Hospital, Long Island Hospital, and contract 
physicians. 

The advisability of closing the Relief Station is again 
strongly recommended. 


D. EMPLOYEE HEALTH SERVICES 


During the past year, the Employee Health Service ex- 
panded to provide its facilities to the Boston Police De- 
partment. Plans were developed to extend and coordinate 
the preventive services provided by the hospital to its 
employees. This program will also include both nurses 
and house staff. 

Physical Facilities 
Mr. Howarp J. Buckiey, Deputy Superintendent 


Since the advent of Mr. Howard J. Buckley as Deputy 
Superintendent for Physical Facilities in April, a dynamic, 
enthusiastic, practical approach was developed towards cor- 
recting deficiencies in patient areas. Progress by necessity 
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will be slow, but the start is encouraging and praiseworthy. 
Of great impact are improvements made in all wards of 
the Maternity Building, Dowling 6 and Dowling 9. Work 
is under way in the Dowling operating areas. Plans are 
under way and nearing completion for modernization of 
the Neurology and Neurosurgery Units. Work will 
probably start as soon as final plans are approved. The 
proposed Service and Supply Building, talked about for 
several years, is still held in abeyance due to unavailability 
of funds. Further consideration will be given the project 
because of its importance. 

Renovation of the Old Cheever Amphitheatre, dating 
back to the early days of the hospital’s history, is near 
completion. Dedication will take place soon after the 
New Year. 

Initial stages of a project for construction of a new 
Bacteriology Building is well under way. This addition to 
our complex of buildings will afford much-needed relief for 
the cramped laboratories of the Mallory Institute. These 
items represent a few of the projects in progress or con- 
templated. 

Radiotherapy facilities were expanded by installation of 
the largest Cobalt Unit in New England and a Cesium 
Unit, both to provide finest modern means of therapy for 
cancer patients. 

The attached table of expenditures for contracts will 
give a better cross section of our work.

With great pride we participated in the opening of the 
beautiful new World War Memorial Auditorium. Our 
exhibits drew commendation and praise from everyone 
who viewed them.

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e. Blackout of November 9, 1965 


The total blackout covering the entire northeast section 
of the country, resulting from power failure at Niagara, 
Falls, plunged the hospital into an unenviable situation 
due to being in the process of conversion from DC to AC. 
The auxiliary diesel-driven generator went into service but. 
soon failed because of overload. Adequate lighting was 
furnished in vital areas by the Boston Fire Department 
mobile unit. Emergency battery lights were located in 
essential areas. Flashlights were used in patient areas, 
and patient care remained at a high level with no medical 
or surgical emergencies. 


Frightening though the experience proved to be, it: 
demonstrated an important lesson in preparedness. Meas- 
ures were immediately taken to correct deficiencies. As is 
traditional, morale of staff and personnel was excellent. 
This proved reassuring to patients. The blackout lasted 
approximately four hours. 


d. Public Relations 

In an effort to promote the best possible image for the 
hospital, the Public Relations Service was strengthened by 
appointment of two Public Information Officers — one 
devoted purely to scientific material, the other to general 
hospital information. Though this dual system is experi- 
mental and presents certain problems, it has proven sub- 
stantially effective. 


e. Hospital Committee of Boston City Council 


In addition to the series of open hearings held in the 
Council Chamber in reference to the Hamlin Merger Plan 
in December, and the blackout in November, the Hospital 
Committee of the City Council visited the hospital in 
June. The members inspected numerous vital and critical 
areas and then met with the Executive Committee of the 
Medical Staff for discussion of accreditation problems. 
These meetings had a salutary effect. More frequent visits 
of the Hospital Committee should be encouraged. 


f. Utilization Committee 
A Utilization Committee of the Medical Staff was ap- 
pointed in accordance with new requirements not only of

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the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals but 
also of the Medicare legislation. The purpose of the com- 
mittee is to review unnecessary admissions; excessive length 
of in-patient stay; delay in use or overuse of X-ray, labora- 
tory, and other diagnostic and therapeutic services; delay 
in consultation and referral. The committee periodically 
will submit practical recommendations to the Medical 
Staff, chiefs of clinical and nonclinical services, administra- 
tion, and prepayment plans to avoid these situations. 


The hospital administration plays an important part in 
the functioning of the committee by assembling information 
to guide it; facilitating chart reviews; conducting studies; 
exploring ways to improve procedures. 


g. Committee on Radiological and Radioisotope Safety 


In accordance with the requirements of the State De- 
partment of Public Health and Public Safety, an Admin- 
istrative Committee on Radiological and Radioisotope 
Safety was appointed. Its function is to evaluate all 
proposals for research, diagnostic, and therapeutic uses of 
radioisotopes within the hospital. Most important re- 
sponsibilities are: 


(1) To prescribe special conditions that will be required during 
use including minimum level of training and experience of 
users 


(2) ‘To recommend remedial action to correct safety infractions 


(3) To formulate and review the institutional training programs 
for the safe use of isotopes

IV. LITIGATION 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Kelly v. Boston, 348 Mass. 385. This proceeding for 
declaratory relief sought a declaration as to the dis- 
position of the surplus when, following the foreclosure 
by the Land Court of all rights to redeem from a tax 
title, the City sold the land for more than the amount 
required to redeem at the time of foreclosure. The 
Supreme Judicial Court, noting that the situation was 
the reverse of that presented in Boston v. Gordon, 342 
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Mass. 586, held that the surplus belonged to the City, 
saying: ‘‘a municipality has no power to pay out money 
whenever there may be a surplus after a sale of real 
estate following foreclosure of a tax title.” 


J. & J. Electrical Co. v. Government Center Commission 
of Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1965) 745: The Government 
Center Commission had rejected the plaintiff’s low sub- 
bid for electrical work on Boston’s new city hall because, 
while it included addenda numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, 
it failed through inadvertence to mention three addi- 
tional addenda two of which referred to such work. The 
Supreme Judicial Court held that the Commission was 
justified in rejecting this subbid because it was not a 
submission that entitled the plaintiff to the award. The 
Court observed that the issue was ‘‘not whether the 
deficiencies were of such a nature that the awarding 
authority would have been justified in overlooking 
them.”’ 


Begley v. Board of Appeal of Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. 
(1965) 1091: The statute giving to a person aggrieved by 
a decision of Boston’s Board of Appeal a right to appeal 
to the Superior Court for a review of the decision (St. 
1924, c. 488, s. 19, as amended) requires the person 
applying for the review to file ‘‘a bond with sufficient 
surety, to be approved by the court, for such sum as 
shall be fixed by the court, to indemnify and save 
harmless the person or persons in whose favor the de- 
cision was rendered from all damages and costs which 
he or they may sustain in case the decision of said board 
is affirmed.” G. L. c. 40A, s. 21, permitting appeals to 
the Superior Court from boards of appeal in munici- 
palities other than Boston contains no such provision. 
The issue was whether the plaintiffs who had been 
ordered to file such a bond in the sum of $15,000, were 
being denied equal protection of the laws. With one 
Justice dissenting, the Supreme Judicial Court held that 
the statutory distinction between Boston and other mu- 
nicipalities does not create an ‘‘invidious discrimina- 
tion.” 


Moskow v. Boston Redevelopment Authority, Mass. Adv. 
Sh. (1965) 1203, cert. den. 382 U.S. 983. This opinion of 
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the Supreme Judicial Court disposed of five separate pro- 
ceedings brought by the Moskows or their predecessor 
in title State Street Corporation to contest the Govern- 
ment Center Urban Renewal Plan particularly as it 
affected the real estate at 10 State Street owned by 
them. The Boston City Council was a named re- 
spondent in three of these proceedings. ‘The earliest 
was a petition for a writ of certiorari to quash the City 
Council’s approval of the plan. The Supreme Judicial 
Court held the Council’s decision to be political and 
affirmed an order sustaining the Council’s demurrer to 
the petition. There was also a bill in equity against 
the Council and others, purportedly under Chapter 
268A of the General Laws pertaining to the conduct of 
public officials and employees. Expressing doubt, but 
without deciding, whether the plaintiff had any right 
of action under Section 21 of that chapter, the Supreme 
Judicial Court adjudged that the receipt of campaign 
fund contributions related to the inclusion of 10 State 
Street in the plan did not fall within Chapter 268A and 
that it was not sufficiently alleged that a member of a 
Councillor’s immediate family had a financial interest 
in the inclusion of 10 State Street. The Court accord- 
ingly affirmed an order sustaining a demurrer to that 
bill. Finally, the City and its Council were parties to 
a petition to have an eminent domain taking of 10 
State Street pursuant to the plan declared invalid. 
With two Justices dissenting, the Court ordered a decla- 
ration that the taking was not illegal. 


W. J. Manning, Inc. v. Boston Traffic and Parking 
Commission, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1965) 1491: This was a 
petition for a writ of certiorari to quash the acceptance 
of a bid accompanied by a letter saying: ‘‘ Referring to 
Article 12, ‘Specifications,’ the last sentence reads: ‘If 
the Contractor is delayed by fire or other casualty for 
which the Contractor is not responsible or by general 
strikes or lock-outs caused by acts of employees, the 
contractor shall be allowed such extension of time as 
the Traffic and Parking Commission shall determine to 
be just.’ We assume that the word ‘casualty’, used 
in this sense, means any cause beyond the control of 
the contractor.”” The Supreme Judicial Court was of 
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the opinion that acceptance of the bid did not result in 
manifest injustice to the other bidders nor adversely 
affect the interests of the public. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PuBLIC UTILITIES 


During 1965, this department screened approximately 
thirty-three public utility cases, and when the City’s 
interest warranted, entered an appearance on behalf of 
the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. Crvit SERVICE 


This department handled 97 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws and 4 hearings before the Boston Re- 
tirement Board. 

This department represented department heads in 11 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees and in 6 other appeals to the Boston Munici- 
pal Court. 

3. MISCELLANEOUS 


An Assistant Corporation Counsel was specially as- 
signed to provide legal counsel to the Government 
Center Commission created by Chapter 624 of the Acts 
of 1958. 

€.— TORT ACTIONS 


During the year, 382 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $315,858.02.

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G. CONTRACT CASES 


Three contract cases were tried during the year, 
resulting in plaintiff’s verdicts totaling $2,050.00.

During 1965, 1385 bankrupt estates were investigated 
to ascertain whether the bankrupts were indebted to 
the City. In 53 of these estates, claims aggregating

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘‘Park Department.’’ The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 


In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sloners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Section 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,702 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 122 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse, and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bathhouses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes) both with 
clubhouses; 3 public bathing beaches with bathhouses 
in which are 2 solaria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 
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2 outdoor); 85 public squares; 16 greenhouses; 19 
cemeteries (3 active, 16 inactive or historic); 108 miles 
of parkways, driveways, walks, and paths; 131 acres 
of ponds and rivers; and the care and maintenance of 
all trees on city streets, parks, and playgrounds. 


The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 


This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 


In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1965 all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1965 OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


John H. L. Noyes Playground, East Boston: The 
work done here consisted of reconstructing the softball 
field; constructing an asphalt skating and basketball 
area; preparing and sodding the existing baseball 
infield and doing other related and incidental work at 
the playground at a cost of $43,561.60. 

Rogers Park Playground, Brighton: Reconstruction of 
tennis and basketball courts at a cost of $11,466.13. 
The basketball and tennis courts and adjacent areas 
were repaved and renewed. 
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Concrete Pool, Frog Pond, Boston Common: The 
annual painting and reconditioning of this area was 
completed at a cost of $2,143.00. 


Swimming Pool, North End Park Playground: This 
pool was reconditioned and painted at a cost of $6,975,00. 


Play area at Ringgold and Hanson Sts., Boston: This 
empty lot from which buildings have been removed 
was thoroughly cleaned; new drains and water pipe 
installed; drinking fountain and rustic steps installed; 
and the entire area loamed and seeded at a cost of 
$7,437.14. It is hoped that during 1966 or ’67 a new 
project can be developed on this area with the instal- 
lation of equipment, basketball courts, etc. 


Reconstruction of Tennis Courts, Fallon Field, Ros- 
lindale: A new tennis court, 120’ x 107’ was recon- 
structed at this location at a cost of $5,433.05. 


Playground, Walnut Avenue and Crawford Street, 
Roxbury: $67,900.00 was expended at this location 
for the following work—removal of all trees; cleaning 
and grading the area; proper drainage; construction of 
catch basins, new masonry walls; new softball field 
and backstop; new basketbal] courts; chain link fence 
surrounding the area; grading, seeding and planting 
with new trees and shrubs. 


George Wright Golf Course, Hyde Park: Replacement 
of the sprinkling system at a cost of $5,854.10. A 
second contract for the preparation, sodding and seeding 
of all the tees and fairways at a cost of $21,314.00. 
Another contract at this location was awarded for 
repairs to the existing gravel and asphalt paved service 
roadways and the laying of a two-course asphalt pave- 
ment on the prepared surfaces at a cost of $10,022.50. 


Horatio Harris Park, Roxbury: This park which had 
been more or less abandoned for several years was 
completely renewed. Walls were repaired; new drain 
pipe installed, drinking fountain, new benches, new 
trash receptacles; area thoroughly cleaned, loamed 
and seeded; new trees and shrubs were planted and 
underground facilities for the lighting of the area were 
installed. Cost of this project was $53,675.00. 
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Buildings, Etc. 


L Street Bathhouse, South Boston: All exterior doors 
were replaced. The gate and wood barrier at the 
entrance to the boys’ beach was reconstructed, new 
concrete platform constructed under gate and miscel- 
laneous masonry and building repairs at a cost of 
$15,225.76. 


Mozart Street Play Area, Jamaica Plain: A new 
sanitary building including painting, plumbing, heating, 
electric work, etc., was constructed on this new play 
area completed in 1964. The cost of the sanitary 
building was $17,858.07. 


Administration Building, Franklin Park Service Yard, 
Dorchester: The roof of this building was repaired; new 
wooden gutters installed; plastering, carpentry, electrical 
work, masonry work, painting, etc., at a cost of 
$7,636.00. A second contract was awarded for the 
installation of a new heating boiler at a cost of $9,700.00. 


Greenhouses, Franklin Park 


Work done at this location concerned interior con- 
struction of pavement; concrete foundations, slabs and 
walls; steel and iron work; carpentry, painting and 
plumbing; heating and electrical work; and related work 
at a cost of $17,071.76. 


Boston Redevelopment Authority 


There is probably no department in the city that is 
more actively identified with the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority than the Parks and Recreation Department. 
For the past eighteen months we have been meeting 
almost constantly, weekly and sometimes bi-weekly, 
with the division heads of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority and the Boston School Department, perfect- 
ing plans and making arrangements for new parks, new 
playgrounds, and new tot-lots in the developments being 
planned throughout the city. 


A wonderful spirit of cooperation has developed be- 
tween the three agencies, and the close attention given 
to every detail of every plan will make certain that

Boston will have the best for its citizens in recreation 
activities. We are cooperating to the fullest in the 
1965-1975 report prepared by the Redevelopment 
Authority for the many new areas which will come under 
the Parks and Recreation Department —the new 
Government Center, the new Copley Square area, 
Washington Park, Castle Square, Charlestown, and 
other Hey clopmente as they occur — and this is most 
challenging. 

The division heads of our départments are constantly 
working and preparing reports so that all final plans on 
each area will reflect great credit on the administration. 


Christmas Festival 


Once again, aS in many years past, the Parks and 
Recreation Department played a major part in the 
development and presentation of the Christmas Festival. 
Many additional features were added in 1965 by the 
Christmas Festival Committee. 


The transporting and trucking of equipment, setting 
up of equipment, the furnishing of the major Christmas 
tree and all other Christmas trees, assisting in electrical 
work, erecting trees in all major sections throughout 
the city, and other incidental work was accomplished 
by the Parks and Recreation Department at a cost of 
approximately $30,000, from the Parks and Rect 
Department budget. 


Recreation 


During the past year we continued our seasonal recre- 
ation program involving all ages from youth to the 
Golden Age. Our baseball and football programs ere 
well known throughout the United States. We believe 
that we have the oldest established leagues in these 
sports. Not only do these sports give the opportunity 
for fine physical development among our youth, but 
they also bring much enjoyment to the thousands of 
spectators. 


Basketball and handball leagues are part of our pro- 


gram, and there are small craft classes conducted in the 
various recreation centers. 
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During the summer season we staff many playgrounds, 
play areas, and schoolyards with men and women in- 
structors, in accordance with the direction of Mayor 
John F. Collins. At Castle Island, South Boston; the 
Tileston School, Mattapan; and at the Chestnut Hill 
Playground, in Brighton, we conducted programs for 
handicapped and retarded children. The City of Bos- 
ton is the pioneer in this type of program throughout 
the country. 

Cummings Estate, Woburn: Once again we conducted 
our most excellent garden program at the Cummings 
Estate, Woburn-Burlington. Children from crowded 
and congested sections of the city planted and raised 
many vegetables and cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. The children are able to bring home 
their harvest and the results of their efforts. 


We take to the farm area 750 to 800 children weekly, 
approximately 9,000 during the year. If this program 
were not provided by the Mayor, most of the children 
would not have the advantage of a day’s vacation in 
the country. 

Cemeteries 


Mount Hope Cemetery: Asphalt surfacing of roadways 
at a cost of $19,146.22. A second contract was awarded 
for developing burial areas at Mount Hope and Ever- 
green Cemeteries including the installation of 557 con- 
crete liners at a cost of $28,348.33. 


Tree Planting 


We continued our tree planting on many streets 
throughout the city replacing diseased trees that were 
removed and also planting trees on newly constructed 
streets. These new trees of varying species were planted 
at a cost of $23,748.50. A special contract was awarded 
for furnishing and planting trees in the Roxbury area 
being reconstructed under the Redevelopment Program. 
Cost of providing these trees was $13,856.00. A third 
contract for the removal and disposal of 220 dead and 
diseased trees throughout the city was completed at a 
cost of $16,570.00. 
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Boston Common 


Construction of a new playground; tennis courts; etc. 
A contract for this work was awarded late in 1965 in 
the amount of $142,397.40. The work will be started 
and completed in 1966. The work consists of recon- 
structing the playground; construction of all-weather 
tennis courts; installation of light towers for flood-light- 
ing the entire area. The construction work, in addition 
to grading, loaming and seeding, will consist of the 
installation of a new water system; the erection of two 
canopy-type softball backstops; new benches; park seats; 
drinking fountain; steel bleachers and chain link fences 
and gates. 


Information Booth, Boston Common: Work was 
started on this project which should be completed on 
or about June, 1966. An M.B.T.A. kiosk is being partly 
used as the site of the new information booth. The 
cost of this project 1s a joint one with the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority. The cost to the City 
of Boston is $438,042.56 with the M.B.T.A. paying 
$24,211.44. 


A transformer and electrical control building was con- 
structed on the ball park on Boston Common at a cost 
of $7,940.00. This building will be used to properly 
light the new major recreation playground being con- 
structed on Boston Common.

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COMMENT 


I hereby submit the annual report for the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1965. It was 
again possible to keep expenditures for the year lower 
than the amount appropriated. As before, the procure- 
ment of clothing, supplies and materials from the govern- 
ment surplus division at a small percentage of the original 
cost was of great assistance in reducing expenditures for 
items of that nature. 


A recreation program has been carried on with an 
organized softball league and horseshoe and ping pong 
tournaments. Various other games, such as checkers, 
dominoes, chess, handball, bocci, are available. First 
run movies are shown on Sundays and holidays and 
various groups have performed at the institution 
during the year to provide live entertainment for the 
inmates. A monthly newspaper, edited and published 
by the inmates under supervision, has been started 
and promises to be received with great interest by the 
inmate population. 


The Social Worker has been instrumental in securing 
positions and places of residence for many discharged 
inmates and this has resulted in a decrease of the number 
of inmates who have again been committed to the 
institution. 


The inmates of the institution donated a total of 
eleven hundred and sixty-one pints of blood to the Red 
Cross during the year. 


The Alcoholics Anonymous group at the institution 
has held weekly meetings which are addressed by repre- 
sentatives from the various Greater Boston groups of 
this organization. The Narcotics Anonymous program 
has continued with meetings being addressed by speak- 
ers who have experience of one kind or another with the 
narcotics problem. 
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I am most grateful to the Chaplains assigned to the 
institution for their continuing cooperation in caring 
for the spiritual and temporal needs of the inmates and 
to the Salvation Army and the Guild of Our Lady of 
Ransom for their donations and aid given to inmates 
during the year, and especially during the Christmas 
Season.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1966

DEAR Mr. Mayor: 


In compliance with the provisions of Section 25 of 
Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, I respect- 
fully submit herewith the annual report of the Public 
Works Department and the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1966. 

Because the routine functions of this department are 
so much in the public eye, and so subject to comparison 
with other municipalities, it is essential that its opera- 
tions be carried on with a maximum of efficiency. The 
department operates through the Central Office and 
five major divisions, each in charge of a Division Engi- 
neer, skilled in his particular field. The divisions initi- 
ate and carry out the following programs: the construc- 
tion and reconstruction and maintenance of highways, 
street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction 
and maintenance, potable water distribution including 
construction and maintenance, sanitation, street clean- 
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ing, removal and disposal of refuse and garbage, and 
the engineering requirements. The Public Works De- 
partment is set up as a straight line, centralized, staff 
organization with the authority delegated as follows. 


CENTRAL OFFICE 


The Central Office is composed of four sections: an 
Administrative Branch in the charge of a Senior Ad- 
ministrative Assistant, and two Administrative Assist- 
ants; a Maintenance Section in charge of a Director of 
Transportation; a Permit Branch in charge of a Super- 
visor of Permits, and the Personnel Branch in charge of 
a Senior Personnel Officer. 


The Administrative Branch is the centralized unit for 
processing purchase and supply requisitions, service 
orders, payrolls, personnel requisitions, employment 
transfers, promotions and terminations. This branch 
also handles, studies, and makes reports of a depart- 
mental nature. Records and files are maintained and 
services to the Public Improvement Commission are 
supplied as required. 


The Personnel Branch supplies the contact point be- 
tween the employee, the city, aad the Massachusetts 
Civil Service Commission. It initiates and processes 
all budgetary and civil service applications pertaining 
to employment, reinstatements, leave of absence, resig- 
nations, suspensions, and discharges. As of Decem- 
ber 31, 1965, there were 1,362 employees in the depart- 
ment. During the year 42 employees resigned, 20 were 
discharged, 10 were transferred to other departments, 
50 retired, and 18 died. In the same period there were 
129 appointments, 4 reinstatements, 1 transfer from an- 
other department, making a total of 1,356 employees 
on January 1, 1967. The problem of obtaining compe- 
tent replacements, particularly in the engineering field 
remains as critical as in former years. 

The Maintenance Branch provides for the care and 
repair of departmental automotive equipment and yard 
facilities; distributes oil and gasoline and provides ser- 
vices to the yards. The department owned 430 pieces 
of automotive equipment on January 1, 1966. 


Puspitic WorkKs DEPARTMENT t 


During 1966 42 pieces of equipment were purchased 
from the yearly appropriation at a cost of $235,018.26, 
and 1 front end loader, 4 graphotypes, and 4 data 
recorders at a cost of $27,514.20 from the appropriation 
for snow removal. 


The Permit Branch is the centralized unit for issuing 
departmental permits, and reception center for all 
department fees, rentals, and other cash receipts. 
During the year cash receipts amounted to $278,707.35; 
accounts committed to the  Collector-Treasurer 
amounted to $88,849.99; miscellaneous accounts, 
$115,042.40; and deposit accounts (water deposits, 
street opening for drains, water, etc., and Public Service 
Corporations) amounted to $905,763.11. 


The Cash Receipts show a decrease of approximately 
9 percent attributable to a decline in the number of 
locations for projection permits due to demolitions. 


There has been an increase in all committed accounts. 


The Deposit Accounts show a decrease due to a 
decrease in new construction. 

The Street Opening Account (Special) shows a 
sizeable increase, indicating greater activity by Public 
Service Corporations in construction, reconstruction, 
and repairs of their facilities. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division is made up of four sections: 
Administration; Planning and Programming; Survey; 
and Design. Survey plans and specifications for public 
works were advertised involving street reconstruction 
in 42 streets, 10.38 miles in length, at an estimated 
cost of $1,269,780; new highway construction in 17 
streets, 1.25 miles in length, at an estimated cost of 
$251,393; Chapter 90 reconstruction in 6 streets, 6.25 
miles in length, at an estimated cost of $1,203,810; 
sidewalks constructed or reconstructed in 18 streets, 
2.98 miles in length, at an estimated cost of $222,656; 
and 21 sewer and/or water contracts at an estimated 
cost of $662,614; and in urban renewal area, street 
construction in Castle square at an estimated cost of 
$218,969; and sewer and water in Washington Park 
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and Government Center, at an estimated cost of 
$1,920,276, for a grand total of $5,749,498. 


Administration: The Administration Section performs 
the usual functions of office practice and procedure, 
including preparing stencils; processing municipal hen 
certificates; processing and indexing plans; mimeograph- 
ing work and preparing betterment information. This 
work is under the supervision of an Administrative 
Assistant. 


Planning and Programming Section: 'This section 
operates as the coordination force between the city, 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority, and other quasi- 
municipal bodies politic, in matters pertaining to 
public work, in the construction and maintenance 
field. Public utility company plans for their proposed 
construction in city streets are reviewed by this section, 
with recommendations for action by the Commissioner 
or the Public Improvement Commission. This section 
prepares engineering reports on petitions: 1, for new 
street layouts; 2, sewer and water reports; 3, minimum 
pavement reports. The section inspects highway for 
inclusion in annual construction programs. 


Survey Section: During the year, the Survey Section 
made 42 surveys and plans for the laying out of 4.271 
miles of highway; six sewer casement plans; established 
44 points for construction; 3 plans for discontinuances 
involving 1,810 linear feet; 112 plans and surveys for 
reconstruction of highways involving 20.275 miles; 
six surveys for street widening and relocating involving 
750 linear feet; 1 eminent domain survey and plan 
‘ was made for the School Department in Dorchester; 
15 requests for marking line and grade on streets; 19 
engineering reports for highways involving 3.943 miles; 
and 16 cross sections for sewer construction purposes 
involving 4,595 miles; 12 profiles for street construction 
involving 8,445 linear feet; 15 survey and plans for 
specific repairs and widening (Chapter 90) involving 
5.947 miles; one accident plan for Law Department 
and three playgrounds were staked out; and stone 
bounds were drilled in 25 streets.

DESIGN SECTION 


The Design Section under the supervision of an 
Associate Civil Engineer performed the following work: 

Made preliminary plans and estimates for the Public 
Improvement Commission relating to proposed sewer, 
water, and street betterments. 

Checked proposed construction over existing sewers to 
determine if same is structurally sound and approvable. 

Consulted with and checked plans of various engineer- 
ing firms regarding water, sewer, and highway construc- 
tion for the MBTA extension, Government Center, 
Castle Square, Washington Park, and New York Streets 
projects. 

Completed designs, specifications, and plans required 
for proposed structures and appurtenances to be con- 
structed by the operating divisions of the department. 

Furnished various plans, charts, maps, etc., required 
for general purposes in the operation of this depart- 
ment. 

Prepared all plans, estimates, specifications, and 
contract forms relating to the design and construction 
of highway, bridge, sewer, and water facilities in ac- 
cordance with departmental programs. 

Designed grades for the construction and recon- 
struction of highways and sewers. 

Traced all survey plans, plots, easement plans, 
assessment plans, street layout plans, etc., prepared by 
the survey section. 

A detailed breakdown of the work done by the Design 
Section included the following: 

Completion of 325 construction plans for highway 
projects, design of 40 sewer grades 

Layout and tracing for 60 water works installations 

Other work included: 

Review of approximately 185 plot plans for Building 
Department

Preparation of miscellaneous charts, maps, and plans 
for other divisions and departments 

35 estimates of costs and feasibility reports furnished 
in connection with proposed sewer and water work 

32 estimates of costs and feasibility reports furnished 
in connection with proposed street developments 

10 sewerage works reports, prepared in connection 
with requests, sent to the MDC, permission required. 

Investigation of 10 drainage areas: Brook Farm 
Brook, Sawmill Brook, Maywood Brook, Pattens 
Cove, Colburn Street Brook, Canterbury Brook, Daven- 
port Brook, Oakland Brook, Readville Brook, Myopia 
Brook. 

Reviewed plans and layouts of sewerage and water 
works in 8 BRA redevelopment areas: Washington 
Park, West End, Government Center, Castle Square, 
Downtown Waterfront, South Cove, remainder of 
Downtown North, Back Bay. 

Reviewed plans and layouts of sewerage, water works 
for various sections of Expressways, Inner Belt, 
Southwest, I-93, I-495, and MBTA Charlestown Sub- 
way. | 

A major accomplishment of the Design Section in 
1966 consisted of the completion of the necessary 
designs, estimates, construction plans, and specifications 
for 31 public works contracts which were advertised in 
1966 involving street construction and reconstruction, 
sewer and water installations. 


REPRODUCTION AND PHOTOGRAPHIC UNIT 


This unit supplied blueprints, ozalid prints, auto- 
positives, and photographs for this and other depart- 
ments. They produced 5,022 photostats; 51,956 oza- 
lids; 283 blueprints; 138 autopositives; and 235 sepias. 
The photograpic unit produced 2,802 negatives and 
2,802 8- by 10-inch prints. 


PuBLic WorKsS DEPARTMENT EF 


HicHuway DIVISION 


The operation of this division is carried on by four 
sections: Administrations, Construction, Maintenance, 
aod Street Lighting. 

The Administrative Section performed the routine 
clerical duties of the division, including preparation, 
processing and filing correspondence, initiating supply 
and service requisitions, and the preparation of con- 
tract payments, to contractors, as required by Chapter 
30, Section 39G, of the General Laws. 

The Construction Section supervised the construction 
and reconstruction of 141 streets, constructed under 
standard specifications, at a contract price of $2,475,- 
056.72. Also, the construction or reconstruction of 25 
streets, to be completed in 1967, at a contract price of 
$449,544.20. Chapter 90 projects (state aided under 
Chapter 90, Section 34, of the General Laws) involv- 
ing 5 streets were completed at a contract price of 
$449,253.40. One such contract was let in 1966 to be 
completed in 1967, at a contract price of $754,559.50. 

The Maintenance Section maintained and operated 
7 drawbridges and 50 fixed bridges, throughout the city; 
over 750 miles of streets were repaired, cleaned, and 
flushed; 3,114 catch basins were cleaned; and 2,711 
3,000 lumen lamps, 782 7,000 lumen lamps, 23 11,000 
lumen lamps, and 174 20,000 lumen lamps were in- 
stalled under the street lighting program of this division. 

During 1966, there were approximately 399 gas lamps 
in the city, and 63 additional gas lamps were installed 
in the Beacon Hill Historical District. Police spotlights 
were maintained. One hundred and thirty vacant lots 
were cleaned, some in conjunction with the Office of 
Neighborhood Improvement; 146,361 cubic yards of 
debris was removed from the streets; 52,734 cubic 
yards of snow was removed by city forces; and 29,626 
tons of salt spread. 


Street Cleaning by Contract 
On October 31, 1966, the Mayor approved a contract 


for street cleaning in most of Public Works District 
No. 1. This was an innovation as street cleaning

activities have always been a day labor function. Under 
the terms of the contract, the contractor was required 
to have a minimum of seven sweepers with six available 
for use at all times during the day or night. Sweeping 
operations under this contract extended from Massa- 
chusetts avenue northerly to State street and from 
the Charles River easterly to Albany street. Speci- 
fications required the in-town business area be swept 
daily and Sunday between 1 a.m. and 9.30 a.m.; the 
Back Bay business area daily and Sunday between 
4 a.M. and 8 A.M.; the balance is swept twice weekly on 
schedules designed to cause a minimum of traffic delay 
or public inconvenience. The period of the contract 
commenced September 19, 1966, until March 31, 1967, 
with a renewal option to run until September 30, 1967. 
This contract has proved successful, and it is thought 
that the city will exercise its right of renewal at the 
termination of the contract. The contractor, M & M 
Contracting Company, bid $28,024.40 per month to 
do this work. 


Snow Removal 


The physical operation of plowing and/or removal of 
snow is supervised by this division, with the assistance 
of divisional personnel of all the other divisions. ‘This 
work during and after major snowstorms is mainly 
performed by contract joined by the entire available 
equipment and personnel of the department. A snow 
emergency center is also set up during major storms, 
to receive and process complaints from citizens. This 
center is staffed by clerical employees of the depart- 
ment and other city departments have representatives 
in attendance when the center is activated. 


Snowfall amounting to over 4 inches occurred as 
follows: January 2, 4.3 inches; January 8, 4.3 inches; 
January 23, 7.4 inches; January 30, 5.7 inches for a 
monthly total of 26.4 inches at Logan Airport, and 
46.0 inches at Blue Hill Observatory. A storm on 
February 25 amounted to 9.0 inches with a total monthly 
fall of 12.1 inches. March snowfall amounted to 4.8 
inches with no major storm. April produced a trace 
of snow. ‘There was no snowfall in November. On 
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December 24 there was a fall of 4 inches, and the total 
monthly accumulation was 9.9 inches. 

The cost of snow operations during 1966 amounted to 
$1,167,427. 


SANITARY DIVISION 


Administrative Section 


Program 1—Administration 


The activities of the Administrative Section com- 
prised the supervising of the various functions and 
operations of the division, the preparing of all contracts, 
the processing of payments, the processing of reports, 
correspondence, violation notices and complaints (com- 
plaints were written, telephoned and in person), and 
compilation of inspectors’ reports and daily reports on 
the Collection and Disposal Sections’ performances, 
investigation and processing applications for permits 
for the transportation of refuse, the preparation of the 
budget, and the supervision of the Snow Emergency 
Center. 

During the year, the clerical personnel in the office 
changed considerably. The resignation of Mrs. Anne 
McMahon, effective July 22, 1966, resulted in the 
assignment of her duties as stenographer to Miss Paula 
Bonanno who was, on December 6, 1966, appointed 
permanently as a Senior Clerk and Stenographer. ‘Two 
other clerical positions are now filled temporarily with 
provisional employees. 

The position of Head Administrative Clerk was re- 
classified to Administrative Assistant and the new 
duties are being filled very capably by Mr. Joseph P. 
Sances. 


Program 2—Refuse Collection Contracts 


The city decided to exercise its second option in ac- 
cordance with Article 17 of the publicly advertised 
Refuse Collection Contracts, which provided for re- 
newal of contracts, effective April 1, 1966. Contracts 
were renewed with the same Refuse Collection Con- 
tractors. Under these contracts, the city absorbed 
75 percent of the 25-cent per hour increase granted to 
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the drivers and the helpers since April 1, 1965. This 
increased payment to the contractors’ employees cost 
$74,285.82. The total expenditure for Refuse Collec- 
tion Contracts amounted to $2,461,798.03. A total of 
260,906 tons of refuse was collected during the year. 

The supervisory personnel of the Collection Section 
changed considerably during 1965. 

The retirement on April 30, 1965, of Mr. Francis E. 
Glennon as Sanitation Superintendent signals the end 
of the era of the old-time supervisors who were chosen 
for their leadership qualities which included the ability 
to handle large numbers of rough and tumble laborers 
by using physical force if necessary. Starting as a 
laborer better than forty-seven years ago throwing ash 
barrels into the old horse-drawn carts, Mr. Glennon was 
successively promoted to the highest of labor supervisory 
ratings, that of General Superintendent. His absence 
will be felt by the Public Works Department for Mr. 
Glennon made great contribution to the work of the 
division by his outstanding leadership and his unusual 
ability to stimulate all employees under his direction 
to work enthusiastically, hard and long hours during 
every emergency encountered. 

The position of Superintendent has been filled by 
Mr. James F. Kane who has served this division well 
for many years in the position of Supervisor of Sanita- 
tion. 

Mr. George Dexter, after extensive experience in all 
phases of work in the Collection Section, was promoted 
to Supervisor of Sanitation, and Mr. Edward Rosebach, 
also well equipped by training and experience, was 
promoted from Sanitation Foreman to fill the third 
position of Supervisor of Sanitation in the enforcement 
of the specifications in the collection of refuse. 

Mr. Jeremiah Connolly, an outstanding Inspector 
was chosen to head “Enforcement and Education” as 
another permanent Sanitation Supervisor. 


Program 38—Alley Cleaning 

The Alley Cleaning Program in the South End and 
Lower Roxbury Districts was continued with a minimum 
amount of complaints during the year. Approximately 
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3,000 tons of debris and garbage was removed from the 
alleys during 1966. 


Program 4—Llntter Baskets 


One hundred pole-type baskets were purchased during 
the year to replace badly damaged and pilfered baskets. 
Very few pole baskets were installed at new locations. 
Over 900 pole-type baskets are located throughout the 
city where there are accumulations of pedestrian litter. 
All baskets are emptied by the refuse collection con- 
tractors on Mondays except in the Boston Proper 
District where they are emptied on the regular collec- 
tion days. A departmental night litter basket detail, 
using three packer-type trucks and eight men, empty 
every basket nightly, Tuesday through Saturday. This 
erew is under the supervision of an inspector who also 
directs the pickups of dead animals. 

A study will be made to consider an increase in pole- 
type installations during the year 1967. 


Program 5—Market Cleaning 


Under this program, the division provides two packer- 
type trucks on Fridays and Saturdays servicing push- 
cart pedlers and storekeepers in the market area in the 
vicinity of Blackstone street, removing approximately 
3,000 tons of refuse during the year and depositing it 
at the South Bay Incinerator. 


Program 6 — Abandoned Vehicles 


The J & L Iron Company’s contract with the city for 
the Removal and Disposal of Abandoned Vehicles ex- 
pired on March 31, 1966, and the same firm was awarded 
a new contract after competitive bidding for one year 
starting April 1, 1966. This contract was terminated on 
June 6 for failure to perform. Two Service Orders were 
issued to the Automotive Processing Company and 655 
derelict cars were removed from city streets and vacant 
lots at the same amount per car paid J & L Iron Com- 
pany. Bids were taken for the remainder of the con- 
tract year, October through March 31, 1967. Low 
bidder, Arnold Aronoff, was awarded the contract for 
the Removal and Disposal of Abandoned Vehicles for 
$8.30 each. The total number of cars removed by con- 
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tract during the year was 1,420. Departmental forces 
removed 453 additional vehicles and delivered them to 
junk yards in Somerville. Also, 859 abandoned cars 
were removed from their locations by others after being 
photographed by our photographer and after they had 
been processed by the Police Department. The con- 
tinued removal of these cars by persons unknown helps 
rather than hinders our efforts in this program, there- 
fore we have not as yet attempted to stop this operation. 

The opening of the new Proler Plant in Everett now 
makes it more attractive to junk dealers to dispose of 
derelict car bodies which in the past, was one of their 
major difficulties. If this method works out and it be- 
comes more profitable for disposal, it should result in 
lessening our abandoned car problems. 


Program 7 — Enforcement and Education 


The number of uniformed Sanitation Inspectors was 
increased to a new quota of 25. The serving by Inspec- 
ors of a noncriminal ticket to flagrant violators of the 
Anti-Litter Ordinances and of the Sanitation Code began 
in November when the Municipal Court furnished vio- 
lation tickets to this division. A new policy of dealing 
with violators of the barrel put-out ordinances is now 
in effect. Uniformed Inspectors are now ringing door 
bells and leaving with the householder a card containing 
Public Works regulations instead of the past practice of 
issuing legal looking violation notices to all violators. 
The initial results of this new policy are very encouraging 
because the average resident who receives these regula- 
tions normally conforms to our request. 

To supplement the work of the uniformed Sanitation 
Inspectors and to obtain the cooperation of residents, 
we conducted our Anti-Litter Campaign for a four (4) 
week period from April 18, 1966, to May 14, 1966. 

A new slogan, ‘‘Litter Is Banned in Boston” was 
adopted. This slogan in a well-designed poster showing 
a caricature of a town crier calling ‘‘ Hear Ye, Hear Ye,” 
was the basis of a design suggested by the Commissioner 
of Public Works. The art work was prepared by an 
advertising agency and the signs were posted on both 
sides of all Public Works equipment, decals were placed 
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on all litter baskets, cards and posters were placed on 
MBTA equipment and in subway stations free of charge, 
and 75 large billboards were contributed to the cam- 
paign by the Donnelly Advertising Company. 

The division is grateful to many civic organizations 
who cooperated in the cleanup of vacant lots. The de- 
partment contracted for the use of 135 large 25-cubic 
yard containers that were placed where directed and 
picked up after they were filled with debris from the 
vacant lots by volunteer members of the organizations. 


DisposaL SECTION 
Program 8 — South Bay Incinerator 


The South Bay incinerator received and disposed of a 
total of 151,383 tons of refuse during the year.

Program 8 — South Bay Incinerator 


The South Bay incinerator received and disposed of a 
total of 151,383 tons of refuse during the year. 

Maintenance work performed under contract is listed 
below as follows: - 


(1) Installed 15 new ash dumping grates. The remaining 3 
will be installed in 1967. These grates are designed so 
they can be readily adapted to hydraulic operation. 

(2) The burning grates in No. 2 furnace were renewed and 
a water-cooled beam supporting the front of these grates 
was installed. 

(3) The job of moving back the charging gate pistons was 
completed during the year and this eliminated most of 
the fires originating from the leaking cylinders and thus 
reduced downtime at the plant. Previously, these 
pistons were too close to heat that hardened their pack- 
ing thus causing the flammable hydraulic fluid to spill 
and ignite. 

(4) Refractory repairs were made to the throats and arches 
of 5 of the furnaces. One complete arch and throat 
was replaced on furnace No. 2. 

(5) Miscellaneous electrical emergency repairs beyond the 
capacity of the plant electrician were made. 

(6) An auxiliary lighting system powered by a gasoline 
generator was installed which will permit the employees 
to move about safely in the plant during power black- 
outs. 
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A Service Order was issued to Camp, Dresser & McKee 
to provide all engineering services and all else necessary 
for making a feasibility study and report and the prepa- 
ration of application forms for a grant under the Solid 
Waste Disposal Act. It is proposed that we erect a 
shredding mill preparing all refuse prior to its destruc- 
tion in a new type of furnace. If we are successful in 
obtaining this grant it should greatly increase our burn- 
ing capacity at the incinerator. The application will be 
ready for submission early in 1967. 

Plant personnel continued making most of the minor 
routine emergency maintenance on grates, hydraulic 
lines, machinery, cranes, and electrical repairs, ete. 

Steam was not transmitted to the Boston City Hospi- 
tal during the year and it would have been impossible 
to do so, because a part of steam main to the City Hos- 
pital was removed during the construction, by the state, 
of a new culvert enclosing the Roxbury Canal and South 
Bay. It now appears that we will not reactivate the 
transmitting of steam to the Boston City Hospital but 
we should maintain facilities to do so until the steam 
producing capacity of the proposed demonstration 
furnace is determined and a final policy is agreed to by 
Public Works and the Hospital Departments. 

The construction of a new ventilating system was 
completed early in the year which resulted in better 
working conditions at the incinerator. 

The incinerator residue continues to be transported by 
a private trucking contractor to Gardner Street Dump 
where it is being utilized in the initial cover of refuse in 
our Sanitory Landfill Operation. The quantity hauled 
was 73,182 tons. 


Program 9 — Gardner Street Sanitary Landfill 


A total of 118,824 tons of rubbish was received and 
disposed of at the Sanitary Landfill during the year. 

This is the first complete year that this site was oper- 
ated as a Sanitary Landfill. Cover material being un- 
available at the site it was necessary to cover the refuse 
delivered with incinerator residue and then with run of 
the bank gravel purchased from a contractor who trucked 
the cover material to the dump site. One hundred 
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forty thousand tons of this material was used during 
1966 at a cost of $110,077.45. 

A few minor fires occurring during the year from hot 
loads were rapidly extinguished by the Fire Department 
or by our own personnel. The continuing compliments 
by officials of the Fire Department, by the State De- 
partment of Public Health, and by the general public 
hving in West Roxbury area indicates that we are suc- 
cessful in our Sanitary Landfill Operation. The shell of 
the new metal garage and office building was erected 
early in the year and we expect to complete the interior 
of this building early in 1967. A new brook course was 
dug through the center of the disposal area which now 
readily drains privately owned land upstream thus 
quieting objection by cemetery officials who previously 
claimed that we were responsible for the backing up of 
water on their property. Judging by the rate of dumping 
at Gardner street, this site has only a few more years 
of life; therefore, it is reeommended that initial action 
on the construction of a second incinerator at this site 
now becomes essential. Meanwhile, it may be necessary 
to curtail all commercial dumping at this location start- 
ing by changing specifications of the new contracts that 
will be awarded and be in effect on April 1, 1968. 


Program 10 — Saugus Dump Rental 

The refuse from the East Boston District was disposed 
of at a privately owned dump in Saugus. A new con- 
tract with the M. DeMatteo Construction Company 
effective April 1 was negotiated at a cost of $4,770 per 
month and will expire on March 31, 1967. Approxi- 
mately 250 tons weekly were delivered to the Saugus 
Dump by the refuse contractor. This operation is 
expensive but it appears that we must continue it 
until a new disposal facility is built by the city or some 
other acceptable solution is developed by the Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council. 


Program 11 — Garbage Disposal 

The operation of garbage transfer stations at Victory 
Road and at Gardner Street were continued through 
the year for the disposal of garbage collected in several 
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of the city districts. The city entered into a new 
contract with the Kristoff Brothers for removing of 
garbage delivered to Victory Road and with the Kennedy 
Brothers for removing garbage delivered to Gardner 
Street Transfer Stations. Both these contracts at a 
price of $250 per week provided for renewal at the 
city’s option for a second year beginning April 1, 1967, 
at no change in price. Approximately 5,900 tons of 
garbage was transferred at Gardner Street and 4,800 
tons at Victory Road. 


Snow REMOVAL 


The Snow Emergency Center finished its fifth season 
of operation at the Civil Defense office located in the 
Fire Department Headquarters building in the spring 
of 1966 under the direction of Deputy Commissioner 
Edward G. A. Powers. The Sanitary Division personnel 
continued to supply personnel that were the backbone 
of this operation. 


SEWER DIVISION 


The Sewer Division, with 112 employees (basic quota 
120), is set up in three sections, viz.: Administrative, 
Maintenance, and Construction under the direction of a 
Division Engineer. 

The Administrative Section consists of the Division 
Engineer and a-eclerical force of 5 employees. ‘This 
section is responsible for preparing budgetary requests; 
maintenance of time records of employees; presenting 
receiving notices and warrants for service orders and 
purchase requirements to the Central Office of the 
Department for processing; all correspondence received 
and emanating in the division; processing of estimates 
for payment of contract work; keeping records pertain- 
ing to the Sewerage Works Loan Account; furnishing 
information relative to department policy as determined 
by directives, orders and ordinances; and processing 
of abatements in connection with sewer use charges. 

The Maintenance Section, numbering 90 employees, 
under the direction of an Associate Engineer, is charged 
with cleaning sewers and sewer appurtenances; answer- 
ing and investigating complaints; maintaining and 
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repairing sewers; inspecting and laying of drains; 
operation of pumping stations and a disposal plant; 
recording complaints; recording sewer inspections; keep- 
ing record plans of the entire sewerage system; and 
furnishing information to the public. 

The Construction Section, numbering 16 employees, 
under the direction of an Associate Engineer, is re- 
sponsible for the entire construction operations of 
sewerage works under contracts, from the field layouts 
through the final inspections; preparation of estimates 
for payments on all work performed for the Sewer 
Division, under contracts; and furnishing record plans 
of work for the sectional plans maintained by the 
Maintenance Section. 

In the interest of extensive rehabilitation of the 
Boston Sewerage System, much time and effort was 
allotted to the compilation of pertinent data for presen- 
tation to the Housing and Urban Development regional 
office for their consideration in making funds available 
for this purpose. Possible affirmative action was indi- 
cated on certain phases of our request, which has led to 
the preparation of applications to be formally sub- 
mitted for (a) Brook Conduits, and (b) Sanitary Sewers 
and Storm Drains. The cost of each of these projects is 
estimated at $3,000,000, 50 percent to be paid for by 
federal grant. 


WATER DIVISION 


The Water Division is composed of four sections: Ad- 
ministrative, Construction, Maintenance, and Revenue. 

All pipes and appurtenances for supplying potable 
water to the city are under the control, care, and main- 
tenance of this division. The Metropolitan District 
Commission is its source of supply at Boston’s city line. 
The Metropolitan District Commission charges one 
hundred and twenty (120) dollars per million gallons of 
water sold to its members. In 1966, Boston’s require- 
ments were 118,359,500 gallons of water per day or 192 
gallons per capita. The consumer, under present rates, 
pays the city 1 cent for twenty-five gallons of pure water. 

Water is distributed by gravity. Also supplied by 
the Water Division is the water to the two High Pressure 
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Pumping Stations operated by the Fire Department for 
fire protection in the central business section of the city. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 


All of the important clerical and administrative func- 
tions of the Water Division are performed by the Admin- 
istrative Section. This section assists the Division 
Engineer in the preparation of annual budget estimates 
and requests, and prepares correspondence, reports, 
memoranda, and notices; receives requests and prepares 
overtime authorizations and furnishes information to the 
public regarding the division’s activities and regulations. 
The Administrative Section is staffed by one Head Ad- 
ministrative Clerk (temporary), two Senior Clerk- 
Stenographers, and one Senior Clerk-Typist. 


CONSTRUCTION SECTION 
During 1966 a total of 41,779 linear feet of main pipe 
was laid or relaid, varying in size from 4 inches to six 
inches. The areas in which main pipes were laid or relaid 
are subdivided into districts, as follow:

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The work performed in the Government Center and 
sections of Washington Park is not included in these 
figures. Abandoned and relocated mains in those areas 
will be summarized after a completion of these projects. 

The Construction Section consisted of one Senior 
Civil Engineer (temporary), one Junior Engineering 
Aid, one Junior Civil Engineering Aid (temporary), six 
Water Service Inspectors, and one Principal Clerk. One 
Principal Civil Engineer is required to bring the Con- 
struction Section to full strength. 

System relaid 2.5 miles, extended 5.5 miles of pipes; 
established 26 new hydrants, abandoned 6 hydrants 
for an increase of 20 hydrants. The Water Division 
replaced 50 or more, old and/or defective hydrants 
under contract, each year; a contract was awarded late 
in 1966 for this purpose, to be completed in 1967. 


MAINTENANCE SECTION 


The Maintenance Section consists of one Associate 
Civil Engineer, one Senior Clerk-Stenographer, and one 
Senior Engineering Aid, and with the aid of the per- 
sonnel of the Construction Section, assisted in supplying 
official information to the public concerning all hydraulic 
problems, main pipe and service pipe locations; processed 
applications for new or enlarged domestic and fire 
services, and maintained official records, plans and 
pressure charts, and generally supervised the three 
Water Division yards. With the addition of one 
Assistant Civil Engineer, one Junior Civil Engineer, 
and two Senior Engineering Aids, and one Principal 
Clerk, this section will meet the Table of Organization 
requirements. 


BUSINESS OFFICE 


The processing of all functions in relation to the 
revenue from water supply and service is the respon- 
sibility of this office. These functions include the proces- 
sing of applications for new services and fire pipes, the 
reading of more than 93,000 accounts quarterly and/or 
semi-annually, requesting the testing, installation or 
removal of meters, and the handling of complaints or 
inquiries concerning charges rendered. Water Division 
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receipts amounted to $9,542,209.70 in 1966. Em- 
ployees of the Business Office also answer inquiries from 
the public regarding the computation of the sewer use 
charge. 

The Business Office processes and resolves all petitions 
for abatement, including those petitions for abatement 
of the sewer use charge, when said charge is directly 
related to water consumption. Sewer use charge 
petitions, when of a technical nature, are resolved by the 
Sewer Division. 


AREA YARDS 


AREA No. 1—710 ALBANY STREET, Boston 

Services: Charlestown, North and West Ends, Back 
Bay, Stuart, South End, East Boston, Elm Hill, Dudley, 
Mission Hill, and Roxbury.

Services: Jamaica Plain, Brighton, West Roxbury, 
and Hyde Park. 

AREA No. 8—160 Hancock Street, DoRCHESTER 

Services: Dorchester and South Boston. 

These yards are responsible for the repair and mainte- 
nance of main pipes, service and fire pipes, hydrants, 
gates, and providing emergency and general service 
to the public. The main yard at 710 Albany street 
maintains emergency crews around the clock for any 
water service that may be required in any section of the 
city. 

The main yard and the two area yards were assisted 
by three contractors. The contractual work consisted 
of excavation and backfilling to allow Water Division 
employees to repair leaks, lay or relay water services, 
change hydrants, and repair or replace defective ap- 
purtenances. This contractual work was performed in a 
satisfactory manner and is of value in providing service 
to the public. 

The Maintenance Shops handled all drilling of services 
in the main yard and assisted, in case of emergency, 
in the area yards. These shops repair defective hydrants, 
defective gates (on the site, if possible), and rebuild 
corporation, tapping and high pressure gates. Along 
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with this work, the Maintenance Shops render assist- 
ance to other branches of the Public Works Depart- 
ment in many special jobs. The Meter Shop installs 
new meters, changes worn and defective meters, tests 
and repairs water meters, and maintains records of all 
meters in and out of service. More than sixty-eight 
hundred (6,800) water meters, in various sizes, were 
installed during 1966, replacing connection pieces, 
nonregistering water meters, and to meter new ac- 
counts. 
Main ProJEctTs 


The main projects under study and/or in various 
stages toward completion by engineers of the Water 
Division, its consultants or by the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority during 1966, were as follows: 

Engineering studies completed, plans made and two 
contracts awarded for cleaning and cement lining of 
main pipes. This is an extension of the previous year’s 
work and is to be performed in 1967, in Washington 
park and West Roxbury. 

Work in the Government Center is continuing with 
one contract completed for New Sudbury street, and 
under a current contract for construction in the North- 
west section. 

Engineering studies regarding water main problems 
relating to the northerly extension of the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority’s tunnel from Haymarket 
Square were completed. 

The Gardner Street, West Roxbury, city dump area 
was reinforced with additional water for fire fighting 
and for domestic water service by main pipe extension 
in Veterans of Foreign Wars Parkway, and by utilizing 
the abandoned 20-inch Brookline water main. 

The Water Division made application in 1965 for, 
and in 1966 received, a one hundred and seventy-five 
thousand (175,000) dollar interest-free loan from the 
Federal Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) for an over-all engineering study for the 
improvements required to the distribution system. 
Charles A. Maguire and Associate is performing this 
study which is to be completed by September, 1967.

Intensive work by our shops and engineering office was 
required to obtain necessary engineering factors used 
in conjunction with this study. 

Application for a 50 percent grant was made to the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development for 
improvement to the water distribution system in 
specific areas in conjunction with federal assistance in 
Housing Rehabilitation. The City Council passed a 
one million (1,000,000) dollar loan order concerning 
said improvement to the water distribution system. 
A program for the purchase and installation of new 
water meters was begun in July, 1966. Approximately 
6,800 new water meters have been set. It is estimated 
that 14,000 new water meters will be purchased and 
installed as provided under a loan order passed by the 
City Council in the amount of seven hundred thousand 
(700,000) dollars.

The Metropolitan District Commission’s water as- 
sessment for 1966 amounted to $5,184,144.84 for 
43,201,207,000 gallons of water at the rate of one 
hundred and twenty (120) dollars per million gallons.

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FISCAL 


Total expenditures for 1966 for Public Works 
amounted to $30,030,340 of which $5,252,777.04 repre- 
sents water assessments and $3,043,966.83 represents 
sewer assessments levied by the Metropolitan District 
Commission. The sum of $584,828 was carried over 
from 1965 under the General Budget and $10,983,503 
was appropriated. Of this amount there was expended 
the sum of $10,546,625 with an unencumbered balance 
of $282,699. 


Water receipts amounted to $9,657,460.49. Expendi- 
tures amounted to $9,106,007.79 with a gross surplus of 
$551,432.70. Of this sum $46,621.29 was transferred to 
debt redemption, and $326,095.54 was carried forward 
to 1967, leaving a net surplus of $178,735.87. A water 
mains loan of $1,000,000 was issued during 1966, and the 
entire amount remained unencumbered at the close of 
1966. A water meter loan of $700,000 was issued in 
1966 of which there is an unencumbered balance of 
$317,794. 


Sewer use receipts amounted to $3,037,410.37. Ex- 
penditures amounted to $5,055,892.98, of which $3,043,- 
966.83 was for MDC assessments. Under authority of 
Chapter 612 of the Acts of 1959, Section 9, if on Novem- 
ber first the Boston Main Drainage District, was not 
connected to sewers operated by the metropolitan sewer- 
age district, 52 percent of Boston’s apportionment for 
interest and principal shall be divided among all the 
cities and towns in the Metropolitan Sewerage District, 
and only such portion of the area of the City of Boston 
as is presently served by the Metropolitan Sewerage 
District shall be considered to be a part of the Metro- 
politan Sewerage District for apportionment for mainte- 
nance and operation. As a result the actual payment 
to the Metropolitan Sewer Assessment amounted to 
$1,365,112. There was a deficit of $641,036 in the Sewer 
Division budget for 1966. It is recommended that a 
rate study be made to establish a rate sufficient to de- 
fray the expense of operating the Sewer Division, as the 
present yield would have been insufficient to pay the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Assessment if the Boston Main 
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Drainage System had been connected to that system 
prior to November 1, 1966. The cost of operation and 
maintaining the Boston Main Drainage System and the 
Boston Local Sewerage System amounted to $1,974,- 
591.50. The sum of $1,618,274 was available for sewer- 
age works in 1966 with an unencumbered balance of 
$513,618 on December 31, 1966. 

There was available for Snow Removal the sum of 
$675,000 and $22,000 for Snow Removal Equipment. 
Expenditures amounted to $1,139,913 for Snow Removal 
and $27,514 for Snow Removal Equipment, creating 
deficits of $464,913 and $5,514. 

The sum of $1,724,923 was available on January 1, 
1966, in the Bridge Loan of which $1,557,502 was avail- 
able on December 31, 1966. 

The sum of $725,613 was available on January 1, 
1964, in the Sidewalk Loan of which $429,953 was avail- 
able on December 31, 1966. 

The sum of $4,871,428 was available in 1966 in the 
Public Ways Loan of which $225,669 was available on 
December 31, 1966. 

Funds were also available under Boston’s share of the 
State Accelerated Highway Programs created by Chap- 
ter 782 of the Acts of 1962; Chapter 882 of the Acts of 
1963; and Chapter 679 of the Acts of 1965. 

Funds available under Chapter 782 amounted to 
$37,325 on January 1, 1966, and $804 on December 31, 
1966; Chapter 822 amounted to $231,234 on January 
1, 1966, and $14,433 on December 31, 1966; and Chap- 
ter 679 amounted to $2,280,208 on January 1, 1966, and 
$798,225 on December 31, 1966.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 36, 
Chapter 21, of the Revised City Ordinances of 1961, the 
following report of the Public Improvement Commis- 
sion for the year ending December 31, 1966, is respect- 
fully submitted. 


STREET PROGRAM 


During the period covered by this report, 179 highway 
improvements were ordered by the Public Improve- 
ment Commission, including the laying out of 19 new 
highways, the layout without construction of 5 new 
highways, the widening and relocation of 36 public ways, 
the making of specific repairs in 45 existing streets, the 
installation of artificial stone sidewalks in 36 streets, and 
the discontinuance of 37 streets.

SUMMARY 


During 1966, the Public Improvement Commission 
conducted duly advertised public hearings every Tues- 
day morning in connection with petitions and public 
works street reconstruction programs affecting private 
and public highways in Boston. 

Particular attention was given to the new Christian 
Science Church Complex; Washington Park Develop- 
ment; Government Center; West End; Castle Square, 
and other Boston Redevelopment Authority projects. 

Scores of existing public highways were reconstructed 
with “first-class type” assessable sidewalks and minor 
corner widenings. ; 

The change in the law with respect to eminent do- 
main land taking payments required the immediate 
processing of damage awards (simultaneously with the 
recording of orders in the Registry of Deeds), thus 
increasing the clerical workload. 

Street improvements requiring Public Improvement 
Commission action were made in conjunction with re- 
construction contracts awarded in Roxbury, Dorchester, 
Brighton, Hyde Park, West Roxbury, East Boston, 
and Boston Proper districts. 

In December, Mr. Joseph Alecks replaced Mr. James 
J. Sullivan, Jr., as Commissioner of Real Property De- 
partment and, thus, became a Public Improvement Com- 
mission member ex officio.

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STREET LIGHTING—CODE ENFORCEMENT 
AREA 


A survey of lighting conditions in Area 2 of the Code 
Enforcement Program has indicated that only 8 percent 
of the residential streets in the area have modern mer- 
eury vapor lighting units that meet our current stan- 
dards. The remaining streets have incandescent units 
that are considered obsolete and which have been de- 
leted from the list of standard equipment available for 
new installations by the Boston Edison Company. 


Our study of the lighting in this area has indicated that 
over 40 percent of the residential streets have overhead 
wires connected to concrete posts. This type of installa- 
tion, in general was objectional to the residents at the 
time of installation and was the result of a compromise. 
The units have been in service approximately 14 years 
and were installed to replace gas lamps in the area. 


Our records indicated that a large number of gas 
lamps on these streets were providing insufficient light 
and requests were made to replace the units with electric 
facilities. A study of the area indicated that when the 
original installation of power facilities was made it was 
considered a prime residential area and the disfiguring 
wood poles and overhead wires were installed on the 
rear lot line out of sight of the roadway. 


The necessity for installing the electric street lighting 
units on streets without existing electric facilities was a 
matter requiring considerable study of both the city and 
the Boston Edison Company. 


The tremendous scope of the gas lamp replacement 
program, over 140 miles of lighting, and the speed with 
which it was to be accomplished was a cause of concern 
to the Boston Edison Company. They made a recom- 
mendation for the installation of wood poles with over- 
head wiring.

GENTLEMEN: | 

Under the provisions of Section 2, Chapter 351 of the 
Acts of 1929, the Superintendent of Construction of the 
Department of School Buildings is required to submit 
to his Honor the Mayor, to the School Committee, and 
to the Commissioners of School Buildings a written 
report, annually, or oftener, as required. 
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In compliance with this statute I submit the following 
report covering the department work for the fiscal year 
1965. 


From year to year the department has been handi- 
capped in not knowing until late in the year the amount 
of money that will be allowed for the alterations and 
repairs to school buildings. With this indefinite con- 
dition existing, it is most difficult to plan major items 
of work, especially such projects as require plans and 
specifications. Notwithstanding this difficulty, the de- 
partment has extended every effort to keep the school 
plant of 199 buildings in reasonably good condition. 


In 1965 the School Committee at the final budget 
meeting, at which it could vote funds for an appro- 
priation for the Department of School Buildings on 
April 2, 1965, appropriated $801,747 for alterations 
and repairs for some 199 buildings in place of the 
$1,800,000 allotted the previous year, and in place 
of an average amount approximating a similar sum 
for some previous years. 


When the amount of $510,000, the budget figure 
used in the previous year, was deducted to defray 
salaries, administrative expenses, veterans’ pensions, 
and other items other than Item E, including a special 
items account called Item C, and other overhead ex- 
penses, the amount remaining for the actual alteration 
and repair portion of the budget, called Item E, was far 
too small to plan any repair items other than glass 
replacement, leaks, minor roof repairs, electrical, steam, 
and plumbing breakdowns, plaster repairs, etc. 

Items involving the modernization and replacement 
of obsolete and antiquated equipment and major 
improvement of the schoo] plant could not be considered. 

In the absence of additional monies, all work of 
such nature must be cancelled, and the entire repair 
establishment confined to work of a minor nature. 

On May 5, 1966, the Chairman of the Board of 


Commissioners, Joseph F. Feeney, sent the following 
letter to the Chairman of the School Committee: 
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Chairman, Boston School Committee: 


I deem it my duty to call to your attention the condition 
of the $281,247 set aside for ‘GENERAL ALTERATIONS 
AND REPAIRS,” labeled Item E, is as follows: 


Item E—Amount Authorized . . $281,247 00 
Expended to Date . . . 225,572 59 
$55,674 41 


The normal expenditures for ordinary wear and tear main- 
tenance within the 199 buildings in the custody of the depart- 
ment on a minimal basis, without any provisions for major 
emergency or accidental happenings, will exhaust this 
$55,674.41 balance within three weeks. Last year approxi- 
mately $1,259,400 was expended for work under this item. 


I should call to your attention that in 1964 the replacement 
of broken glass alone amounted to approximately $90,000. 


If it is the expectation of the School Committee that a great 
part of the money not appropriated can be replaced by the 
proposed bond issue, it is my opinion that the authorization 
and opportunity to use the bond issue money may come too 
late for its efficient use during the summer of 1965, during 
which period the major part of this work ought to be carried on. 


It is not possible to do ordinary maintenance, such as 
painting, glazing, furniture repair, and refinishing, ete., under 
the proposed bond issue. 


Due to lack of information regarding the total amount 
which will be ultimately allotted to the department, and the 
very smaJl sum presently appropriated, it has not been possible 
for us to make contract awards for work for which proposals 
have already been received. These awards must be held up 
pending the receipt of funds to cover their authorization. 


If sufficient money is not provided within a reasonable 
time, the statutory period for the award of these contracts 
will expire. It will then be necessary to readvertise for bids 
with the possible result that higher prices may ensue. 


As it is not possible for a department head to authorize 
expenditures beyond the budget appropriation, and as in all 
probability a considerable time interval may elapse before a 
supplementary appropriation is authorized, I am writing at 
this time in order to give the School Committee an opportunity 
to arrange for the procurement of sufficient funds to take 
care of the department necessities until December 31, 1965. 


Even with the $1,800,000 appropriated for the A & R budget 
in 1963, and 1964, it was difficult to carry on all of the major 
work which we were requested to perform, and last year, in 
the absence of Bond Issue money, it became necessary to 
postpone many of the larger operations to a future time. 
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As a matter of fact, about the first of August, 1964, due to the 
small sum of money left unexpended, stringent measures to 
hold down the expenditure of money were found necessary, 
with the result that from that time until the end of the year 
only minor items involving leaks and dangerous and emergency 
situations could be undertaken. 


If funds are not immediately made available, the depart- 
ment will not be able to perform the ordinary emergency work 
which is necessary each day for the safe maintenance and 
care of the buildings, and also the health and safety of the 
pupils. 

One of the main reasons for the late performance of contract 
items of this sort, in addition to the delay caused by adver- 
tising, preparing contracts, etc., is that we do not get our 
money early enough in the year to proceed with the work in a 
reasonable time. 

I had hoped that we could get an early start this year and 
have some of the larger projects under way as soon as school 
closed. Unless speedy action is taken to provide more money, 
this will not be possible.

This condition continued until June, 1965, when 
Mayor John F. Collins, recognizing the dire need for 
more money, sent an order to the City Council re- 
questing its approval of an additional appropriation 
of $1,000,000, to be added to the already existing 
School Committee appropriation of $801,747. This 
added sum was voted and approved by Mayor Collins 
in late July, 1965. 

The receipt of this sum would bring the department 
alteration and repair budget to within a few dollars of 
the amounts annually appropriated for such purposes 
during the past four years. 

The department received notification of the avail- 
ability of this money in August, 1965. This was too 
late to permit public advertising for bids to do major 
alteration work during the summer months, as_ it 
requires four to five weeks to solicit public proposals 
by advertising and have the contract documents signed 
by some six different agencies involved in approving 
the contract awards. 
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ALTERATIONS AND REPAIR SECTION

The work of this section of the department involves 
many maintenance and alteration items, viz., roofs 
must be made tight; exterior walls of buildings must be 
sealed against possible water damage; plumbing systems 
must be kept in sanitary condition and in good repair 
for the protection of pupils and teachers; furniture must 
be kept in good repair; heating systems and electrical 
systems must be kept in operating condition; fire alarm 
systems must be kept in good operating condition; 
interior and exterior of buildings must be kept painted 
to prevent deterioration of the structures; many items 
of maintenance are required because of ordinary wear 
and tear, as well as repairs of damage caused by van- 
dalism and fires. At times, in order to perform certain 
types of general maintenance work, it is necéssary to 
have other protective work done before nen Thus, 
before painting can start, it is necessary to repair plaster 
and make sure the exterior walls and roof are tight.

Faneuil (West End), Weld (Hyde Park), Lowell Mason 
(Mattapan), James J. Storrow (Brighton), William L. 
Garrison (Roxbury), Roger Clap (Dorchester), Ira 
Allen (Roxbury), and William Russell (Dorchester). 
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Partial painting has been accomplished at the John D. 
Philbrick. (West Roxbury), Robert G. Shaw (West 
Roxbury), Girls’ Latin School (Dorchester), and the 
Edmund P. Seaver (Jamaica Plain). On December 7, 
1965, bids were received for the complete painting of 
the Philip Sheridan (Hast Boston), George Bancroft 
(South End), Joshua Bates (South End), Prince (Back 
Bay), Phillips Brooks (Roxbury), James Otis (East 
Boston), Quincey (Boston Proper), Samuel Adams (Kast 
Boston), and Horace Mann (Roxbury). On December 7 
and 14, 1965, bids were received for the partial painting 
of Dorchester High School, Donald McKay (Kast 
Boston), and East Boston High School. Work on these 
schools is expected to commence early in 1966. 

The ambitious and intensified painting and redecorat- 
ing program of the past few years has been one of the 
most productive in the history of the Department of 
School Buildings and has done much to make our older 
buildings more attractive and clean. There is still a 
long, hard road ahead, but this planned program has 
already made great strides. 


VANDALISM 


A great part of the department funds have been ex- 
pended to remedy damage caused by vandalism which 
is continually occurring in every section of the city and 
each year appears to-be getting worse. During the year 
1965 the sum of $110,668.35 was expended for the 
replacement. of broken windows alone. However, this 
item of vandalism is only a portion of the expenditures 
for all types of vandalism. A great part occurs within 
the buildings and as a result does not usually come to 
the attention of the public. 

In recent years the types of vandalism have ineluded 
the demolishment of heavy masonry and steel con- 
struction such as stone and brick walls, piers, large 
granite stairways, the removal and destruction of heavy 
iron fences and other types of structural material which 
it is not possible to damage or remove except by per- 
sistent and powerful efforts. In general, these acts 
could not be achieved without the use of heavy bars, 
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long levers, etc. In many instances the vandals obtain 
access on roofs, and as a result many skylights and 
portions of the roof structures have been destroyed. 

There have also been a number of cases of deliberate 
and determined attempts to ignite fires within the 
buildings by the breaking of door panels and introduc- 
tion of burning materials. 

Where possible, particularly in the case of continued 
and extreme glass breakage, other types of panels have 
been substituted for the original material. Wood or 
steel panels have been used to replace glass in areas 
where glass is not particularly needed. In a great many 
schools wooden screens or metal grilles have been in- 
stalled over the exterior of the unprotected areas. 

The matter of glass substitutes has been investigated 
and a number of experimental installations made. 
However, glass substitutes have not proven entirely 
satisfactory as a means to end the breakage. In some 
cases, within a short time after installation much of the 
newly applied materials has been found broken in the 
same manner as ordinary glass. Also, due to their 
greater cost and instaJlation requirements, the cost of 
such substitutes has averaged over twice the cost of 
glass installations. 

Breaking and entering has resulted in severe damage, 
both interior and exterior, to many buildings. After 
illegal entry is made, the entrants go on a rampage, 
causing damage to the floors, walls, and furniture. 

It is believed that the cost to remedy the damage 
done in other types of vandalism than glass breakage 
will equal if not exceed the cost of glass replacement. 


FIRES

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In general, most of the fires occurring in Boston 
schools have been set by incendiaries. In almost all 
cases, recent school fires in Boston have occurred in 
smal], isolated rooms having little exterior glass work, 
and in sections of the building where a fire could gain 
great headway before it would be visible by passersby 
or neighboring residents. For the most part, the fires 
have even occurred in a similar room in different schools, 
viz., the teachers’ rest room. 

The fire at the Hyde School, South End, fourteen 
classrooms, built in 1884, started in a small teachers’ 
room on the second floor. This room was so well 
shielded from casual outside observation that the fire 
gained great headway before the alarm sounded, and 
burned so fiercely that it ultimately proved necessary to 
raze the building. 

The Sherwin School fire, South End, fourteen class- 
rooms, built in 1870, was touched off by several boys 
who piled loose paper in the main entrance and, after 
burning the greater part of the night, left only a 12-inch 
brick wall exterior shell and a wooden roof of which only 
a portion was still in place. The building was in such 
bad shape that within two days the Building Commis- 
sioner ordered it demolished. 

In the Everett School, South End, fourteen class- 
rooms, built in 1860, a four-story structure, the windows 
in the teachers’ room, fourth floor, were temporarily 
boarded on the inside, making the interior dark and 
hardly visible for outside reflection. This room was 
selected for ignition. Access was gained by means of 
the steel fire escape leading to the fourth floor. The 
fire was started in this room and made such rapid speed 
that when the firemen arrived the fire was general and 
the building gutted beyond reasonable repair. 

In the Roger Clap School, Dorchester, the fire was 
started in the teachers’ room, second floor. A great part 
of the upper part of the structure was damaged. Five 
great holes were cut in the roof by the firemen. An 
extremely large skylight, some 24 feet long by 12 feet 
wide, was ruined and had to be reconstructed and 
boarded over. A survey indicated that the building 
could be renovated at a reasonable cost, and the Mayor, 
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John F. Collins, approved a contract without adver- 
tising, and within the space of four months the entire 
building was painted inside and outside, charred and 
swollen floors were replaced, roof and other replacement 
work completed, plaster ceilings renewed and fireproof 
partitions and doorways provided for the two main 
stairways, together with a general modernization of the 
structure effected at a total cost of $116,125. The 
entire building had been newly painted a few months 
previous to the fire. 

The water damage is always as damaging as the fire. 
Water from the hoses seeps down from floor to floor. 
Plaster ceilings become swollen and loosened, the floors 
swell up into ridges, and the repair work due to the 
water is quite extensive, even in cases where the fire 
damage is light. 

The peculiar thing about these fires was the pattern 
that gradually evolved as one school after another was 
fired. 

Three of these schools were located in a straight line 
in the same area (South End), with only a few inter- 
vening streets separating one building from the other. 


The fires occurred all within a two-year time period. 
As had been stated before, all of these three major fires 
as well as that in the Roger Clap School in Dorchester, 
and the Joseph Tuckerman School, South Boston, 
originated in the teachers’ room. 

In the Tuckerman School, when one of the mechanics 
was repairing the wiring after the fire, he noticed candle 
drippings on a meta] panel box and commented audibly 
about it. A boy who happened to be in the vicinity 
stated the candle was used by the person who started the 
fire. Upon further interrogation, it developed the boy 
had been in the street outside previous to the fire and 
noticed a cardle light being carried by someone in the 
room where the fire occurred. 


Main exit double doors at the rear of South Boston 
High School, in two locations, at different times, have 
been deliberately set afire and the entire woodwork, 
including transoms and doors, ruined so badly that it 
had to be replaced. 
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The fire in the Norcross School, South Boston, four- 
teen classrooms, built in 1868, was caused by deliberate 
ignition of straw at the eaves adjacent to a fire escape. 
Before the fire was extinguished, the roof was destroyed 
and collapsed downward, the small remaining charred 
timbers and roof resting upon the third floor. The 
entire building was so badly gutted from fire and water 
damage that it was considered advisable to have it 
demolished. The site is to be used for portable build- 
ings. The entire building had been newly painted 
immediately before the fire. 


ALARM SYSTEMS FOR BUILDING 
PROTECTION 


During 1965 the department began to experiment 
with various vandal alarm systems in a few selected 
schools. 


One system of various types was installed in each of 
five schools. It was thought that it would be better 
to find out the good and unfavorable features of the 
various systems now on the market. 


Equipment was installed in the J. P. Manning School, 
M. A. Tobin School, Girls’ High School, Academy Hill 
School, Daniel Webster School, J. A. Andrews School. 


At first it was thought that systems of this type 
would be effective in preventing glass breakage, and 
thus result in a considerable saving of money, but as 
the installations, after considerable adjustment, operated 
in a normal manner, it became apparent that all of 
these systems are of little value from this standpoint. 


The adjustment necessary to screen out normal local 
noises apparently fixes the sound detection level at a 
point where glass breakage does not register an alarm. 

Permanently wired type of vandal alarm systems 
were installed in thirty-four schools, and a portable 
type of alarm installed in twenty-eight buildings. 

In general, the permanent fixed building type of 
system is connected via leased telephone lines to the 
nearest police station or to police headquarters and 
also activates a loud siren located outside the building. 
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Contracts are being negotiated for permanent in- 
stallations in some forty other buildings and portable- 
type for thirty buildings. 


BOND ISSUE FOR EXTRAORDINARY 
REPAIRS IN EXISTING BUILDINGS 


Recognizing that the sums appropriated from the 
annual tax levies are not sufficient to provide for all of 
the major modernization demands on the school build- 
ing, it has been customary at certain periods to request 
permission of the Legislature for the issuance of bond 
issues usually payable in twenty years through sinking 
fund amortization for the purpose of carrying on major 
replacement or alteration modernization of the school 
plant. 

When it is considered that many of the buildings 
have boiler plants sixty to seventy years old and many 
of the steam boilers were fabricated over fifty-five 
years ago, funds for their replacement would appear 
to be vitally necessary. 

It ought to be recognized that fifty-five years is a 
long time to expose steel boiler plate of 5/16-inch to 
3/8-inch thickness to the destructive effects of the 
corrosive action of the oxygen-bearing water on the 
water side and the fire action of the sooty flame and 
fuel sulphides on the fire side. 

The masonry boiler settings and fire chambers of 
these boilers, under the influence of the expansion and 
contraction caused by the intense heat, gradually 
crack and disintegrate and at times require major 
repairs. 

Although the installation of brick-set horizontal- 
return tubular steel boilers was customary in the early 
1900’s when most of the boilers of this type were pur- 
chased, it is now, and has been for some thirty years, 
the policy of the department to provide se)f-contained 
steel or cast-iron boilers which do not require thick 
enclosing walls of heavy brickwork with the result that 
the large repair expenditures of this sort are no longer 
necessary. 
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The same condition pertains to the school plumbing 
systems. Many of the schools still contain the plumbing 
equipment installed at the time the buildings were 
constructed. In most cases, additional lavatories, 
bubblers, hot water heating facilities, and other equip- 
ment have been provided over the intervening years. 
However, there is great need to remove the original 
water closets, slate partitions, and other relics of a 
bygone age when sufficient money is available. 


The money provided by the bond issues is devoted 
to this and other similar purposes. It may not be spent 
for painting or other pure maintenance work. Money 
for the latter must come from the regular annual tax 
levies. 


The statement is often made, and I have heard it at 
legislative hearings and elsewhere, that the School 
Department should have more control over the ex- 
penditure of the monies appropriated for school con- 
struction and repair. 


That the School Department already has positive 
contro] over the work being done by the Department of 
School Buildings may be gathered from the following 
reference to the existing law: 


‘‘Chapter 351 of the Acts of 1929 specifically requires 
that the Superintendent of Construction, the executive 
officer of the Department of School Buildings, shall not 
erect or substantially alter any building or provide 
temporary school accommodations, or furnish school 
buildings, or prepare school yards until the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools of said city shall have sub- 
‘mitted in writing to said Superintendent of Construc- 
tion a requisition or order adequately describing the 
building to be altered or erected or the need to be 
supplied; nor shall said Superintendent of Construction 
substantially alter or erect any building requiring plans 
and specifications until such plans and specifications 
have received in writing the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools; nor shall said Superintendent 
of Construction request the street commissioners to 
take any land, except within the limits of a school dis- 
trict which shall first be designated by the School 
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Committee, nor until the Superintendent of Public 
Schools shall approve in writing the particular parcel 
of land to be taken. The School Committee may 
authorize payment of money for lands taken, without 
the approval of the Mayor.”’ 


In practice, only the minor emergency items, such as 
glass breakage, hardware damage, carpentry and 
masonry repairs, leaks, wiring short circuits and repair, 
steamfitting and plumbing repairs, leaking roof repairs, 
and other items of an urgent nature are performed 
without first obtaining the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Even painting work, which certainly does not con- 
stitute a substantial alteration to a school building, is 
sent to the Superintendent of Schools for his approval, 
and work of this nature is not authorized by the Super- 
intendent of Construction until such approval is first 
obtained. 


NEW SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION 
Linwoop J. Swent, Deputy Superintendent 


In July, August, and September, 1965, the School 
Committee voted to allocate the greater part of the 
1962 and 1963 Bond Issue money for new buildings, 
and the department proceeded to advertise for tenders 
for land acquisition; but by the passage of the so-called 
Imbalance Bill and its approval by the Governor on 
August 18, 1965, the entire machinery of land procure- 
ment and architectural planning was brought to a 
complete halt due to its provisions that the State Board 
of Education must give its approval to these matters. 


This Board was not appointed until late in the follow- 
ing year. 
IMBALANCE LAW 


The so-called Imbalance Law provides, among other 
things, that if a school has more than 50 percent non- 
white pupils it shall be considered imbalanced. 


It also provides that if a school is erected to avoid 
imbalance, and so approved by the State Board of Edu- 
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cation, a grant of 65 percent of the cost will be provided 
from state funds for the construction of a new school 
or an addition to an existing building. 

In order to explore the provisions of this act and its 
implementation in Boston, on December 1, 1965, a 
meeting was held in the office of the State Board of 
Education, at which meeting the following were present: 
Mr. Kiernan, Commissioner of Education, and Mr. 
Thomas Curtin, Deputy Commissioner, and their staff; 
Judge Joseph Feeney, Chairman, Board of Commis- 
sioners, Department of School Buildings, and members 
of his staff; Superintendent William Ohrenberger, Boston 
Public Schools, and members of his staff. 

During the meeting the writer was asked whether it 
would be possible to go ahead with the proposed schools 
in the outlying sections of the city in which the matter 
of imbalance was not involved; and also whether the 
Humboldt Avenue School in the Washington Park 
Area, plans for which have been under way for over a 
year, would be approved so that construction bids might 
be obtained and the project started. 

The decision by the state authorities at that time was 
that until the total plan to avoid imba!ance for all of the 
Boston schoo's was presented and approved, no de- 
cision would be made in regard to new schools in any 
part of the Boston system. It is understood that since 
that time the Superintendent of Schools has presented 
his plan to the Department of Education for approval. 

A decision in regard to this plan city-wide is not 
presently available, and, until it is known, any further 
work in these buildings is at a standstill for the reason 
that different sites require buildings of different shapes 
and ground configurations. 

On January 19, 1966, another meeting was held in the 
ofhce of Mr. Edward Logue, BRA Administrator, in an 
endeavor to accelerate the approval of the Humboldt 
Avenue School. Most of the persons present at the 
previous meeting at the State Department of Education 
were present at this meeting. It was agreed that Mr. 
Logue would write to the Commissioner of Education 
requesting speedy approval of the Humboldt Avenue 
project. 
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Excerpt from Special Report of Boston Municipal Re- 
search Bureau—December, 1965—Referring to the 
School Construction Deadlock. 


The basic finding is that there is no one step which, if elim- 
inated, would automatically break the logjam. Nor is any one 
agency the stumbling block. Some delays, such as those in- 
volved in the competitive bidding requirements, are unavoid- 
able. Each project normally requires the combined efforts of 
about a dozen city and state agencies. Under cther circum- 
stances—if a school is in a renewal area, for example—addi- 
tional agencies enter the picture. 


The immediate practical solution, although not necessarily 
the best long-range theoretical one, lies in a number of adjust- 
ments among the different agencies. Some of these may be 
possible through simple administrative directive; most will 
require legislation. 


Using the most expeditious procedures, it would be difficult 
enough to build the new schools voted by the School Commit- 
tee this summer under the 1963 loan authorization of $29 
million. Existing methods will make the job even more com- 
plicated. And this $29 million is just the first step toward 
meeting Boston’s school building needs.

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Bond Issues for New School Construction—1963 
Bond Issue 


Bond issues for school construction are originated 
by the School Committee and, after having been 
authorized by the State Legislature and the Governor, 
they must be approved by the Mayor and the City 
Council. 

The money is then handed over ‘‘en bloc” to the 
School Committee for allocation and use. 

Before an architect is engaged or land purchased, 
the approval of the Massachusetts School Assistance 
Commission and the State Finance Board is required. 

The approval of the Massachusetts Board of Edu- 
cation is also required for the site. 

In order to gain the approval of the state authorities 
plans showing the floor and room layouts and the 
general design of the building are needed. 

This means that an architect must be hired and 
sketch plans drawn before any money is authorized 
for any purpose in connection with the project. 

However, under the 1963 bond issue, funds are not 
available to lawfully engage an architect by contract 
until after the preliminary plans are drawn and approved 
by the Massachusetts School Assistance Commission 
and the State Finance Board and an appropriation 
voted by the School Committee. 

The 1963 bond issue legislation contained no provision 
for the purchase of land or the employment of an 
architect prior to the approval of projects by the State 
Finance Board and the State School Assistance Com- 
mission. These conflicting provisions which stalled 
the 1963 bond issue were not inherent in the 1962 bond 
issue agreement. Therefore, in order to provide money 
for plans and to hire an architect, it became necessary 
to rescind a previous appropriation of $2,300,000 from 
the 1962 bond issue for the construction of the Paul A. 
Dever School, for which plans were already under way, 
and the deployment of this money into the following 
projects as voted by the School Committee.

NEW PAUL A. DEVER SCHOOL 


The new Paul A. Dever School is a 33-classroom 
building that is being constructed adjacent to the ex- 
isting Paul A. Dever School, Mt. Vernon Street, Dor- 
chester. This will be accomplished by a 65-foot long, 
enclosed, overhead passage between the two buildings 
at the second-floor level. A parking area is provided 
for teachers in the space between buildings. 


Site recreational and physical educational facilities 
will include tennis, volleyball, and basketball courts on 
the asphalt-paved yard area. Elementary softball and 
baseball diamonds as well as special physical educa- 
tional areas will also be provided. 


An elevator with tailgate exterior access and the cus- 
tomary interior openings will service the first and second 
floors. Ramps from the street to the first-floor level will 
be constructed to accommodate physically-handicapped 
children. 
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Other spaces will accommodate mechanical and elec- 
trical equipment, custodial and yard storage areas. 

This school is designed for usage as an elementary 
and junior high school facility. Elementary, handi- 
capped, and special classrooms will be located on the 
first floor. The second floor will be devoted to seventh- 
and eighth-grade classes. 


First-Floor Accommodations: 


a. Thirteen standard classrooms of approximately 860 
square feet area. Each classroom will be equipped with 
ample chalk and tackboard areas, teacher’s closet, storage 
and book shelving, and cabinet sink with separate drinking 
fountain. 

b. Five special classrooms, between which there will be 
folding partitions. Although these rooms are smaller in 
size, they will contain the same equipment as standard 
classrooms. 

c. Principal and general cffices areas with waiting 
room, storage, and school personnel toileting spaces. 

d. Health suite with office, waiting, examination, eye 
and ear. room, storage and nurse’s toilet room. 

e. Special offices housing pupil adjustment counselors, 
guidance advisors, and reading consultants. 

f. Gymnasium containing a 50- by 80-foot main 
basketball court with folding bleachers on one side and 
ample chair space on the other side. Gym will be divisible 
into two distinct physical education areas by a folding 
partition, each area having its own practice basketball 
court. In addition, there will be large storage rooms for 
gymnasium and other physical education equipment. 

g. Girls’ locker room which, besides locker space, will 
include individual shower and dressing compartments, an 
instructor’s office adjacent to the locker area, and toileting 
facilities. 

h. Boys’ locker room which, besides locker space, will 
provide shower and drying rooms, instructor’s and ex- 
tended use offices adjacent to the locker area, and toi- 
leting facilities. 

i. Metal-working, woodworking, and electronic shops 
with separate storage rooms. 

j. Drafting room. 

k. Elementary and intermediate homemaking labora- 
tories. 
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Second-Floor Accommodations: 


a. Twenty fully equipped standard classrooms. 

b. Art room. 

e. Library which will be separable into special study 
and work areas by a folding partition. 

d. Large cafeteria and kitchen with supporting facili- 
ties. 

e. General science room with adjacent preparation 
space. 


JAMES A. GARFIELD SCHOOL ADDITION 


This addition consists of: 


seven classrooms 

one woodworking shop 

one homemaking room 

one combination auditorium-gymnasium-cafeteria 
one teachers’ conference room 


On July 28, 1964, the School Committee, on motion 
of T. E. Eisenstadt, voted to provide cafeteria facilities 
in al] Boston school buildings thereafter erected. 

The Garfield School Addition is the first construction 
project started after the above date. 

Therefore, it will be the first elementary school built 
in recent years to have a first-class cafeteria and kitchen 
included as an integral part of the construction program. 
New steam boilers and oil burners, a new electric sound 
system, vandal alarm apparatus, new plumbing, and 
many other features not present in the old building were 
installed throughout the new and old portions of the 
building. 


HYDE PARK HIGH SCHOOL 


The addition to the Hyde Park High School consists 
mainly of the enlargement of the existing machine shop 
space by the provision of an additional 2,400 square feet 
of usable floor area, the original space being refinished 
and refurbished to coincide with finishes in the new 
addition. 

A large number of new and larger machines to aug- 
ment the existing school programs are to be installed. 
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The increase in equipment and extension of industrial 
arts programs was instrumental in the creation of this 
work. 


New heating and ventilating equipment, operated 
from existing facilities, and an entirely new electrical 
and lighting system serves the enlarged machine shop 
space. 


CHARLES SUMNER SCHOOL 


The unfinished portion of the second story of this 
building was completed by providing seven (7) class- 
rooms and one (1) teachers’ room, with adjoining facili- 
ties. New lighting, ventilating and heating equipment, 
plumbing, etc., were installed, and egress for the building 
was altered to comply with the provisions of the state 
law. 


GROVER CLEVELAND SCHOOL ADDITION 


The addition at the Grover Cleveland Junior High 
School has as its purpose the extension of existing 
facilities to relieve overcrowding. This has _ been 
accomplished by additions to the physical plant of 
ten standard classrooms and two science rooms on 
two new levels—six rooms each level. 


The spaces for industrial arts have also been in- 
creased. The machine shop has been enlarged. There 
are new and more commodious spaces for printing 
and woodworking shops, and as an adjunct to industrial 
_ arts spaces a large drafting room is included in this 
addition. Ample storage spaces have been provided 
for these new areas. 


A separate element has been added to the school 
complex to house a new kitchen and cafeteria. Over. 
this space a large gymnasium with supporting locker 
and shower facilities has been provided. 


Rooms in the existing school have been altered to 
upgrade the educational facilities by provision of a 
library, art and music rooms, guidances and counselling 
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areas, etc. The mechanical changes in the present 
building include new boilers, new oil burners, major 
plumbing alterations, complete sound system, and 
vandal alarm system throughout the building. 


This work is in the final working drawing phase and 
should be advertised within the next six weeks. 
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SUPPLY BUILDING 


On March 23, 1965, the School ‘Committee appro- 
priated the sum of $200,000 for land and plans and 
the erection of a new building to serve as a storehouse 
for the Supply Division of the School Department 
now located at 440 Brookline Avenue, and also for 
the storage of school furniture and supplies now housed 
at the Department of School Buildings warehouse 
located at 37 Hastings Street, West Roxbury. 

One of the main reasons for this action was the prior 
sale of 440 Brookline Avenue to the Jimmy Fund for 
$550,000. 

Advertisements in Boston papers produced two 
proposals: (1) 700,000 square feet of land on the Charles 
River in West Roxbury; (2) the old Haffenreffer prop- 
erty in Jamaica Plain. 


As neither of these locations were central enough 
for general city distribution, a search was made for 
other more desirable lots. 

The Park Department land called the Alsen Park 
Playground in Neponset was considered for a time. 


Then the search was directed to land in Dorchester 
along the Freeport Street axis. 

Several sites were considered along this roadway. 
It appeared to be desirable due to its nearness to the 
Southeast Expressway. 

After the Superintendent of Schools and the Super- 
intendent of Construction had given their approval, 
the Public Improvement Commission was asked at 
different times to take several sites by eminent domain. 
For various reasons, the properties were not secured. 

A third large piece of property, some 250,000 square 
feet in area, is presently under consideration; and it is 
expected that its procurement will soon be effected. 


PORTABLE SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Rapid changes in school population and dislocations 
caused by demolition of ancient dwellings in congested 
areas plus loss of school accommodations because of the 
destruction of school buildings by fire brought about a

crowded condition in some school districts to the extent 
that double sessions became necessary. 

In order to alleviate this condition the School Com- 
mittee requested the Mayor to provide $300,000 for the 
procurement of portable school buildings. 

The Boston building laws do not permit the erection 
of buildings of this sort (type five or type six) within 
the three fire zones of the city. 

The state building statutes also prohibit their use 
anywhere in Massachusetts within a fire zone. 

After suitable drawings and specifications were pre- 
pared for portable schools to be located at the Norcross 
and Bigelow Schools, South Boston, they were sub- 
mitted to the Boston Building Department. 

After many weeks of investigation and consultation, 
the Building Department rejected the application for a 
permit to erect these buildings. 

It now became necessary to file an appeal with the 
Board of Appeal which was created to deal with such 
conditions. 

A request for a variance from the decision of the 
Building Department was deposited with the Board of 
Appeal. 

After a hearing Mr. Samuel Tomasello, and his board, 
who have always given the Department of School Build- 
ings their generous and wholehearted support, granted 
the variance. 

It now became necessary to secure the permission 
of the State Department of Public Safety and their 
Supervisor of Plans, Mr. Joseph Yantoska, after due 
consideration, gave their ready approval. 

The next step was to secure the approval of the State 
Department of Labor and Industries for the erection 
of prefabricated buildings in Massachusetts. 

After several months of correspondence, including a 
hearing for all interested parties, Mr. Raymond G., 
O’Connell, general counsel for the department, finally 
gave permission for the purchase and erection of these 
buildings. Mr. O’Connel]l was very helpful in getting 
the program started. 
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The way was now clear for the project to proceed and 
for proposals to be solicited, but no money was as yet 
available. 


Despite this most important drawback, the depart- 
ment proceeded to advertise for bids.

As the ‘‘New Boston” takes shape and fulfills the 
promise of a brighter future for the 325-year-old city, 
many unique and complex problems were met during 
1965 by the Traffic and Parking Department with a 
high rate of solution. 

The full board of the Boston Traffic and Parking 
Commission met eight times during the year in execu- 
tive session. The Commissioner, with members of his 
staff, conducted eleven formal meetings to consider the 
implementation of new rules and regulations. 

Early in the year the final work was completed on the 
extension of the Massachusetts Turnpike to its end in 
the South Station area. This single, massive street re- 
locating endeavor necessitated the installation of many 
new traffic signals with accompanying street engineering. 


A major contributor to the image of the new emerging 
Boston was the dedication of the Prudential complex 
around which many newly located streets were de- 
veloped with all their attendant programming of traffic 
flows and vehicular-pedestrian control. 

Of equal importance was the development of the 
former Scollay Square area into the Government Center, 
together with the start of the construction of the new 
City Hall, scheduled for completion in 1967. 

At the bidding of the City Council a public education 
program, entitled the Pedestrian Lifesaving Campaign, 
was instituted whereby the citizens were to be instructed 
to adopt proper street crossing habits. A wide range of 
activities was developed which reached into every seg- 
ment of the Boston populace. Shortly after the program 
was launched out of this department a drop was noted 
in the number of pedestrian deaths and injuries. The 
rate of drop increased each month until the end of 1965 
with a final total of 45 compared to 56 deaths recorded 
in 1964. 

An intensive effort was given toward the installation 
of new ‘‘ Walk-Don’t Walk” signals at key intersections 
in the Back Bay and outlying sections. At mid-year a 
non-programmed slowdown occurred which was brought. 
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about by the inability of a manufacturer to supply steel 
poles. However, toward the end of the year sufficient 
number of installations were made which supported the 
pedestrian public education program then in force. 


Delivery of nearly 9,000 vandal-proof parking meters 
in late August served to carry out a directive which 
promised unprecedented income from this revenue 
source. In evaluating the meter program the Commis- 
sioner announced that a record amount of revenue had 
been received from parking meters during the few 
months in 1965 and a bright future was ahead in that 
respect. 


Directly supporting the meter program was the in- 
stitution of a corps of women meter supervisors whose 
one purpose was to issue overtime parking tickets to 
motorists who violated the law involving meters. At 
the present time we have a total of twenty parking 
meter supervisors. 


An all-out effort was made to paint white lines at 
predetermined locations on Boston’s streets as dictated 
by the needs of pedestrians and motorists. In some 
instances a pilot program went into effect whereby 
plastic crosswalks were installed in certain Back Bay 
areas. The number of white lines painted was nearly 
double that of any previous year and served to ma- 
terially assist the pedestrian public education program. 


In addition, the Engineering Department completed 
the drafting of all 300 intersections in the city, a total 
of 45 miles of white painted lines, as a guide to the out- 
side painting contractor. 


Full use was made of the availability of ABCD per- 
sonnel during the summer, and for a five-week program 
additional help was employed in various projects. Asa 
result of the program one former ABCD member be- 
came a full-time employee of the Engineering Depart- 
ment and has shown great promise for the future. | 


A close program of cooperation with both the police 
and fire departments resulted from seeking their aid in 
implementing the Pedestrian Control Law. Further, 
the facilities at Boston City Hospital were made avail- 
able for safety talks conducted by the director of traffic 
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safety education, and which proved to be of value to 
city employees as a newly formed intradepartmental 
safety program. 

This department will continue to keep abreast of de- 
velopments which affect the proper and orderly flow of 
traffic and will continue to cooperate with public 
agencies, private industry and the general public in all 
matters which affect the public interest.

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Traffic Signal Division — 1965 


During the year 1965, new traffic signal installations 
were completed at twenty-six (26) locations throughout 
the City of Boston bringing the total number of sig- 
nalized intersections to 488 operated by the Boston 
Traffic and Parking Department. 


This figure does not include the 93 additional sig- 
nalized intersections under the jurisdiction of the Metro- 
politan District Commission within the City of Boston. 


The Department contracted for the installation of 
WALK — DON’T WALK signals at 45 intersections in 
the Back Bay area of the city in the amount of $139,654 
which is one of the largest signal contracts ever awarded 
in New England. This project will give a specific area 
in which educational efforts may be applied to teach 
proper pedestrian walking procedures. 


All due credit goes to a fine maintenance crew in this 
division for their knowledge, skill and speed in solving 
the problems that would cause a breakdown or major 
traffic tieup. 
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Department Automotive Fleet 


The Boston Traffic and Parking Department fleet 
consists of forty-nine vehicles. (11 sedans, 13 station 
wagons and 25 trucks.) 

They are all mostly 1962 and 1963 vehicles, equipped 
with automatic transmissions which have proven very 
efficient from a maintenance. point of view, contributing 
to the fact that our costs of repairs have been reduced 
considerably. 

Many of the vehicles are already equipped with two- 
way radios which will enable the personnel to perform 
many of their duties without unnecessary trips back to 
the Department, especially during emergencies out in 
the field. 

Through preventive maintenance by the garage per- 
sonnel, the vehicles are on the road at all times. A total 
of over 350,000 miles have been driven by this fleet, 
enabling the Department to complete all their tasks 
without any difficulty. 

The Motor Pool, attached to this Department, oper- 
ating with four chauffeurs and four vehicles, has done 
an outstanding job in being able to complete all the 
daily scheduled trips assigned to it by the various city 
departments.

SUMMARY OF MOTOR VEHICLE TRAFFIC 
ACCIDENTS FOR THE YEAR 1965 


Traffic Commissioner Thomas F. Carty submits the 
following report of the fatal, personal-injury, and prop- 
erty damage motor vehicle accidents as reported to this 
department, and that occurred on the City of Boston 
public ways under the jurisdiction of the City of Boston 
Police and Traffic and Parking Departments during the 
year ending December 31, 1965: 


Highlights of the report are as follows: 


1. Boston still climbing in highway fatalities reported a 
new high since 1950 when 77 persons were killed in 76 fatal 
accidents. 

a. This total included 45 pedestrians, 23 operators, 8 occu- 
pants, and 1 bicyclist. 

b. Pedestrians accounted for 58 percent of all the fatali- 
ties. This was a reduction in 11 pedestrian deaths 
from 1964 due to the extensive Pedestrian Lifesaving 
Campaign that was carried on through 1965. 

e. Of the 45 pedestrians killed, 31 were adults and 14 
were children. Our senior citizens have accounted for 
most of the fatalities with a score of 24 fatals over the 
age of 60 years. 


2. Of the 76 fatal accidents, 34 (45 percent) occurred during 
daylight hours while 42 (55 percent) happened during the 
hours of darkness. 


3. Because of so many pedestrian fatalities during the 
year, accidents between intersections took the heaviest toll, 
38 fatals (50 percent) occurred between intersections, 6 (8 per- 
cent) at signalized areas, and 32 (42 percent) at intersections. 


4. Of the 77 fatals in 1965, 59 (78 percent) were males while 
only 18 (22 percent) were females. 


5. Two persons (both passengers) were killed in one acci- 
dent on October 10, 1965, due to excessive speeding in the early 
morning hours. 


6. December was the worst month of the year when 15 
fatal accidents claimed 15 lives, while only 2 fatal accidents 
were reported in both January and July. 
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a. Saturday was the worst day of the week with 15 
fatalities and Monday and Wednesday were next when 
11 persons died in fatal accidents. 
b. Once again, driving too fast for conditions was a 
factor in a majority of the fatal accidents. 


7. Of all the districts, most fatal accidents occurred in 
Boston Proper and Dorchester, with 19 each while the lowest 
rate of accidents came from Charlestown and East Boston 
with 2 each. 


8. M.D.C. fatal traffic accident figures in Boston indicate 
the following, in addition to those reported above. 


a. Fatals—13 accidents, 16 persons killed, including 4 


pedestrians. 
b. All other M.D.C. traffic accidents in Boston: 
Non-fatal 1,024

DEAR SIR: 

The Annual Report for 1965 for the Veterans’ Services 
Department is hereby submitted: 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
Chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessitated the 
earlier change in the name and structure of the depart- 
ment. 

The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 

1. The furnishing of veterans’ benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, de- 
pendents, and the various wars and conflicts included in 
our program are defined in the General Laws.

2. The furnishing of information, advice and assist- 
ance relative to the procurement of employment, voca- 
tional or other educational opportunities, hospitalization, 
medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits. 


Each application is investigated thoroughly and par- 
ticular care is exercised each and every year to extend the 
monetary benefits provided by law to those who are 
entitled to them and who require them but to withhold 
benefits to those not entitled. Special effort is made by 
the department to assure that federal and state benefits 
available to recipients be received so that the burden 
upon the City of Boston is reduced as much as possible. 
Reimbursement from the Commonwealth for cases at the 
Boston City Hospital is made possible because of the 
operation of our division at the hospital which investi- 
gates all cases. It will continue to be our intention to 
pursue the course of action outlined. 


Over three quarters of the appropriation of this depart- 
ment represents benefits paid to or for veterans and their 
dependents. The amount that we spend in any one year 
on this item is governed largely by the economic climate. 
Experience has indicated that this expenditure, the only 
one over which any savings may be effected, can only be 
done through investigation of the claims received, yet in 
the final analysis and in a large measure it cannot be 
said to be an absolute control for the reason that de- 
mands are governed by so many circumstances over 
which we have no control. When genuine need exists 
for veterans and their dependents, this department 
stands ready and willing to render assistance. This 
department will endeavor to withhold benefits to per- 
sons not entitled to them or not actually in need. Further- 
more, we shall do our utmost to see that our recipients 
avail themselves fully of any federal or state benefits 
which would reduce the burden upon the City of Boston. 

In the current year of 1966, an increasing number of 
World War II and Korean veterans are making applica- 
tion to this department for assistance in one or more 
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categories. Sickness, disability, need for eyeglasses, 
braces, orthopedic appliances, inability to perform 
duties required in laboring jobs, etc., have been a pre- 
dominant factor in this increased need for assistance. 
Hospital rates are on the upward spiral as are correspond- 
ing costs of doctors, nurses, dentists, pharmacies, ete. 
The World War II and Korean veterans are now reach- 
ing the age bracket where the above services are becom- 
ing necessary. The Veterans Administration hospitals 
are decreasing the number of domicilary patients 
allowed in their facilities as rapidly as possible and the 
Soldiers Home and Hospital at Chelsea have instituted a 
program of admitting only acute illnesses and decreasing 
the number of chronic and domicilary care patients at a 
very rapid rate. 

Due to the above conditions the case load in this de- 
partment will show a constant upward trend as more and 
more World War II and Korean veterans grow older. 

Our office, through the Massachusetts Veterans’ Ser- 
vices, has supported bills pending before the legislature 
for increased reimbursements from the Commonwealth 
on our veterans’ benefits cases and contacted the Central 
Office of the Veterans Administration for increased 
pension for all veterans needing aid and attendant care. 

In 1965 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 


1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 


Veterans’ Services Department is located at 38 
Chauncy Street, Boston, where applications for assis- 
tance may be made. 

Our relations with the office of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts continue to be excellent. It is particularly impor- 
tant to maintain this relationship in order that the City 
of Boston may obtain the greatest possible reimburse- 
ment from the Commonwealth. 
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The department received $1,433,089.00 in 1965. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 24 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit 
herewith the fifth annual report of the City of Boston 
Auditorium Commission for the year ending December 
31, 1965. 

Changes in membership of the Commission occurred 
during 1965. The following new members were ap- 
pointed in compliance with the existing ordinance: 
Mr. Earl H. Eacker, Mr. Ernest Henderson, Sr. and 
Mr. John H. O’Neill, Jr. This Commission serves 
without compensation and held thirty-five publicly 
advertised meetings in 1965. 

Under Chapter 438 of the Acts of 1965, Mr. George 
Laing was appointed Manager of the War Memorial 
Auditorium; Mr. Albert Kramer was named Business 
Manager, and Mr. Obie Hall was named Superintendent. 
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The Auditorium was officially dedicated on February 
21, 1965 with appropriate ceremonies and a week of 
dedication activities followed. This facility was in 
use 187 days during 1965 with various types of shows 
such as national television productions, trade shows, 
Metropolitan Opera, and national and local exhibitions. 

The total operating cost for 1965 was $259,847.75. 
Income from rentals for the ten-month period was 
$206,120.00 and the income from concessions was 
$58,015.80. All income was deposited in the General 
Fund.

RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 


1966 - 1967 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
P.M. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 

Rue 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If, at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the president may declare a 
recess of not more than ten minutes, after which time, 
if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed. If, on the question of lack of a quorum a 
roll call shows less than a quorum present, the pres- 
ident shall declare the meeting adjourned. 


PRESIDENT. 

Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 
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Rute 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?”’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rue 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rue 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 


Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 


Rute 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when two members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Ruz 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 
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Rute 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOorIONs. 


Rute 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 


Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being 
lost shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike 
out and insert. | 


Ruie 138. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motion shall 
apply, nor shall unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rue 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 
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Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote 
of three members of the city council. 

If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority vote 
of all the members. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to matters 
referred to the rules committee under Rule 13, and 
such matters shall not be considered except upon 
report by that committee. 


Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. 


RuLeE 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rue 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
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to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 


READINGS. 


Ruue 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of. 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only. All orders releasing rights or easements 
in or restrictions on land, all orders for the sale of land 
other than school lands, all appropriations for the 
purchase of land other than for school purposes and 
all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order for 
any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and of votes as was required for 
the passage of the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLeE 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 


Rute 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
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amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rue 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question, shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or un- 
parliamentary language, and shall avoid personalities. 
Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offence is 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting, 
and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or 
held in contempt and suspended from further partici- 
pation in debate until said apology is made. 


Rue 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 


Rute 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from - 
the public interest. 


Rue 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,’”’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 
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STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 


1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 


2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of seven members of the council, to whom shall 
be referred such appropriation orders as may be sub- 
mitted to the council from time to time, and all applica- 
tions for expenditure which involve a loan. 


3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
_of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
-amount of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 


4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
-all appointments which are required to be confirmed 
by the council. 


5. A committee on Public Health, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning public health and hospitals. 


6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
-of five members of the council. 


7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 


8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, to whom shall be referred all peti- 
tions for licenses and permits. 
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9. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 


10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public housing. 


11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 


12. A committee on Public Services, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public safety, public works, 
parks, playgrounds and recreation. 


13. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


14. A committee on Urban Renewal, to consist of 
all the members of the council, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all matters concerning urban redevelopment, 
rehabilitation and renewal. 


15. A committee on Public Welfare, to consist of 
five members of the council to whom shall be referred 
all matters coneerning public welfare. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 26. At every regular meeting of the council 
the order of business shall be as follows: 

1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Reports of city officers, etc. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 
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SPECTATORS. 


Rute 27. No person, except a member of the 
council, shall, at any time, be permitted to occupy 
the seat, in the council chamber, of any member of 
the council. The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


Rue 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is In session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 


BURIAL GROUNDS. 


Rue 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abutters. 


CoMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rue 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for any regular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 

The clerk of committees shall mail notices of all 
committee meetings to all the members of the council. 
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ForM OF VOTES. 


Rute 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
‘‘Ordered”’ for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved’”’ for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 

Ruue 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


Use or Rooms on CounciLt FLoor. 


Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room,. 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of 
the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 


Rue 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
if requested by one member or directed by the presiding 
officer. 

AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 


RuuE 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council.

CHAPTER 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS.

CHAPTER 2. 
THE MAYOR. 
[No change except in section 2.] 


Sect. 2.* The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to con- 
firmation by the city council, officers to act as weighers, mea- 
surers, Surveyors, or inspectors of certain articles, each for a 
term of one year beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment, who shall exercise the powers and perform 
the duties provided by the statutes and ordinances relating to. 
the weighing, measuring, surveying or inspecting of such 
articles, shall be sworn to a faithful performance of their duties, 
shall be paid the fees established by law, and shall receive no 
compensation from the city, viz.: 

One or more employees of any person, firm or corporation to 
be weighers of goods, who shall have no other authority than 
to weigh, for the benefit of their employers, all goods or mate- 
rials (except beef and coal) sold or purchased by such employ- 
ers in the ordinary course of business; 

One or more weighers of coal, one of whom shall not be en- 
gaged in the business of selling coal;

One or more weighers of beef, who shall not be dealers in 
cattle; 

One or more weighers of vessels and ballast, who shall not at 
the time of appointment or during their term of office own, or 
act as agent of, or have any interest in, a vessel engaged in 
the transportation of stone, gravel, sand or ballast, or be en- 
gaged or interested in the sale of stone, gravel, sand or ballast; 


One or more measurers of wood and bark; 
One or more weighers of grain; 


One or more measurers of leather who have been certified by 
the director of standards as fit persons for such appointment; 


The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to confirmation 
by the city council, constables for the term of one year begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year of appointment, who 
shall be inhabitants of the city. Appointments of constables 
shall specify in each case whether the appointment is for a posi- 
tion connected with the city or county service to serve without 
bond or for the service of civil process upon the filing of the 
bond required by law. The number of constables authorized 
to serve civil process upon filing bond shall be limited to one 
hundred and seventy-five; provided, that no person appointed 
such a constable while holding an office or position in the 
housing inspection department shall, so long as he holds such 
an Office or position, be included in computing for the purpose 
of such limitation the number of such constables. 

The bond required in order to authorize the service of civil 
process by constables shall be in the sum of three thousand 
dollars with an incorporated surety company, approved by 
the collector-treasurer as surety thereon, and only such surety 
shall hereafter be accepted by the city council on said bonds. 


CHAPTER 2A.* 
THE CITY COUNCIL. 


SecTion 1. Effective January 4, 1965, the president of 
the city council shall be paid an annual salary of eight thou- 
sand dollars, and every other city councillor an annual salary 
of seventy-five hundred dollars.

CHAPTER 3. 
OFFICERS AND ROARDS. 
[No change except in section 5.| 


Sect. 5.* Holders of the following offices shall receive the 
annual salaries respectively set against such offices, which 
salaries shall, except as otherwise provided by ordinance, be in 
full for all services rendered to the city and county, shall be 
apportionable in the event of service for only part of a year, 
and shall be subject to deduction for any and all sums due to 
the city or county from such office holder: 


(1) The director of administrative services, seventeen 
thousand five hundred dollars; the supervisor of budgets, twelve 
thousand dollars; the supervisor of personnel, twelve thousand 
dollars; and the purchasing agent, twelve thousand dollars. 

(2) The commissioner of assessing, fifteen thousand dol- 
lars; the two associate commissioners of assessing, thirteen 
thousand dolJars each; and the member of the board of review 
in the assessing department appointed from the public at large, 
ninety-seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

(3) The city auditor, thirteen thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

(4) The building commissioner, thirteen thousand five 
hundred dollars. 

(5) The city clerk, eleven thousand dollars in addition to 
any compensation to which he may be entitled under section 
19F of chapter 41 of the General Laws. 

(6) The clerk of committees of the city council, ten thou- 
sand dollars; the assistant clerk of committees holding such 
office for the longer time, eight thousand dollars; and the other 
assistant clerk of committees, sixty-nine hundred and forty- 
five dollars. 

(7) The collector-treasurer, thirteen thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

(8) The corporation counsel, sixteen thousand dollars. 


(9) The chairman of the board of election commissioners, 
eleven thousand dollars; and the other three members of said 
board, nine thousand dollars each. 

(10) The fire commissioner, sixteen thousand dollars. 

(11) The health commissioner, sixteen thousand dollars.

(12) The city messenger, eleven thousand dollars; the 
assistant city messenger, seventy-five hundred and eighty 
dollars; the librarian-archivist, sixty-nine hundred and forty- 
five dollars; the document clerk, sixty-nine hundred and forty- 
five dollars; and the chaplain, one thousand thirty dollars. 

(13) The commissioner of parks and recreation, thirteen 
thousand five hundred dollars. - 

(14) The penal institutions commissioner, ten thousand 
dollars. 

(14A) The police commissioner, sixteen thousand dollars. 

(15) The commissioner of public works, sixteen thousand 
dollars. | 


(16) The commissioner of real property, twelve thousand 
dollars; and the assistant commissioner of real property, ten 
thousand five hundred dollars. 


(17) The commissioner of traffic and parking, twelve thou- 
sand dollars. 

(18) The veterans benefits and services commissioner, 
eleven thousand dollars. 

Each member of the board of appeal in the building depart- 
ment shall receive for every day or part thereof of actual 
service thirty-five dollars; but in no event shall any member 
of said board receive in any one year more than forty-two 
hundred dollars in the aggregate for services rendered by him 
under the building code and the zoning law. Each member of 
the board of examiners in the building department, and the 
appointive member of the board of examiners of gasfitters in 
said department, shall receive for every day or part thereof of 
actual service fifteen dollars, but.in no event more than fifteen 
hundred dollars in any one year. 

The person in the service of the real estate appraisal division 
of the assessing department serving ex officio on the board of 
review in said department shall, while so serving, receive as 
compensation for his services as chairman and a member of — 
said board, in addition to the compensation for his regular 
service in said division, the amount, if any, by which such 
compensation is exceeded by the maximum compensation for 
an Office allocated to Grade No. 43 of the compensation plan 
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from time to time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said department 
serving ex officio on said board shall, while so serving, receive 
as compensation for his services on said board, in addition to 
the compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded by 
the maximum compensation for an office allocated to Grade 
No. 38 of such compensation plan. 


The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they held an 
office allocated to Grade No. 40 of the compensation plan from 
time to time in effect for the county; assistant assessors lawfully 
required to devote at least thirty-five hours a week to their 
work shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated to 
Grade No. 30 of said compensation plan; and other assistant 
assessors shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated 
to Grade No. 15 of said compensation plan. 


The auctioneer in the real property department shall be 
compensated as if he held a position allocated to Grade No. 
30 of the compensation plan from time to time in effect for 


the county. 


CHAPTER 4. 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 
[No change except in section 1.] 


Section 1.* There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Administrative Services Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board, known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of an officer, known as the Director 
of Administrative Services, who shall be chairman of the 
board, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, an officer 
known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the commissioner of assessing, the city 
auditor and the collector-treasurer, ex officiis, The director of 
administrative services, the supervisor of budgets, and the 
purchasing agent shall each be appointed by the mayor for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and shall devote their whole time to the duties of their respective 
offices. The supervisor of personnel shall be appointed by the

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mayor, and hold office, subject to the civil service laws and 
rules, and shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. 
The director of administrative services shall exclusively have 
the powers, and perform the duties, of a department head 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates for the 
administrative services department and the several officers 
thereof. 


CHAPTER. 5. * 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be in the 
city a department, known as the Assessing Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board consisting of an officer, 
known as the Commissioner of Assessing, appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a like 
term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing filed 
with the city clerk designate one of the associate commissioners 
of assessing as the associate commissioner of assessing for 
motor vehicle excises and the other as the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time 
to time into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical re- 
search division, and such other divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 


Sect. 2.. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of Assessing. 
The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing depart- 
ment including the board of review, exclusively have the 
power, and perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law 
on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appoint- 
ment, suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification . 
of subordinates. The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the assessor and the board of review in the assessing

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department in existence immediately prior to the taking effect 
of this ordinance with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws ap- 
plicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners of 
Assessing. The associate commissioners of assessing shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect, in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate 
commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, 
in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case 
of the associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to 
poll taxes. In addition, each associate commissioner of assess- 
ing may, at such time as he shall have been so authorized by 
written designation signed by the commissioner of assessing, 
approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, 
exercise the powers and perform the duties of commissioner of 
assessing in relation to such matters as may be specified in 
such designation. In the event of the absence, disability or 
vacancy in office of an associate commissioner of assessing, the 
powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or under 
this section shall be exercised and performed by the other 
associate commissioner of assessing. 


Sect. 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, con- 
sisting of (1) such person in the service of the real estate 
appraisal division of the assessing department as the mayor, 
by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement 
of a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said 
board at his pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, 
shall be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
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ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve 
ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial mu- 
nicipal election at which a mayor is elected. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every 
application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax and report to the commissioner of assessing 
its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, in- 
cluding such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after discus- 
sion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Secr. 5. Application for Abatement. Every application for 
abatement filed with the assessing department shall be deemed 
to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a real estate 
or personal property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a motor vehicle 
excise tax, the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

Section 1.{ The city clerk department shall be under the 
charge of the city clerk, who shall exercise the powers and 
perform the duties provided by statute; shall have the care 
and custody of all records, documents, maps, plans, and papers 
of the city, concerning the care and custody of which no other 
provision is made; shall attend all meetings of the city council, 
and keep records of such meetings; shall cause every ordinance 
to be printed as a city document as soon as may be after its 
passage and, except as otherwise provided, to be published 
once a week for three weeks successively in two daily news-

CHAPTER 16A * 


HOUSING INSPECTION DEPARTMENT, 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Housing Inspection Department, which shall be under 
the charge of a board, known as the Housing Inspection Board, 
consisting of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Housing 
Inspection, who shal] be chairman of the board, another officer 
known as the Assistant Commissioner of Housing Inspection, 
and the building commissioner, ex officio. The commissioner of 
housing inspection and the assistant commissioner of housing 
inspection shall each be appointed by the mayor for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, and 
shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. The 
commissioner of housing inspection shall exclusively have the 
powers and perform the duties, of a department head with 
respect to the making of contracts and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification of 
subordinates for the housing inspection department. In the 
event of the absence or disability of the commissioner of 
housing inspection or of vacancy in his office, the assistant 
commissioner of housing inspection shall act as chairman of 
the housing inspection board, and shall have the powers con- 
ferred, and perform the duties imposed, upon the commissioner. 

There shall be in the housing inspection department an 
inspection division, an enforcement division, and such other 
divisions, if any, as the housing inspection board shall from 
time to time adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the 
department. The inspection division shall be under the im- 
mediate charge of the commissioner of housing inspection; 
and the enforcement division shall be under the immediate 
charge of the assistant commissioner of housing inspection, 
subject to the general supervision of the commissioner. 

Section 2. The commissioner of housing inspection, shall 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to time 
conferred or imposed on a board of health by section 12 of 
chapter 83, and section 127 of chapter 111; of the General 
Laws, by sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 of said chapter 111 
insofar, but only insofar, as said sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 
apply to places of human habitation, and by section 5 of said 
chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said section 5 relates 
(a) to enforcing so much of the state sanitary code as concerns

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standards of fitness for places of human habitation, housing 
and sanitation standards for farm labor camps, and require- 
ments for the disposal of sanitary sewage in unsewered areas, 
and (b) to adopting such public health regulations, not in- 
consistent with the state sanitary code or other provisions of 
law, as in the opinion of the commissioner of housing inspection 
may be necessary to make and keep all places of human habita- 
tion fit for such habitation. The commissioner of housing 
inspection shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed upon the board of health of the city, or 
the health commissioner of the city, by sections 13, 14, 19, 20, 
21 and 22 of chapter 382 of the acts of 1885, as amended, by 
chapter 185 of the acts of 1897, by chapter 219 of the acts of 
1897, as amended, by section 128 of chapter 550 of the acts 
of 1907, as amended, and by section 116 or any other provision 
of the Boston Building Code. It shall further be the duty 
of the commissioner of housing inspection: (1) to receive all 
complaints of violations, in or about places of human habita- 
tion, of any and all statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations 
enacted for the preservation of health or safety in or about 
places of human habitation; (2) to refer in writing to the 
building commissioner or the fire commissioner, as the case 
may be, for investigation and prosecution all complaints of 
violations of the Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire 
Prevention Code and to maintain written contact with said 
commissioners with respect thereto; and (3) to inspect places 
of human habitation and enforce therein the provisions of 
law specified in the preceding sentences of this section and 
all other statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations enacted 
for the preservation of health in or about such places. It shall 
remain the duty and responsibility of the building and fire 
commissioners, respectively, to enforce compliance with the 
Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code. 
To aid them in discharging such duty but without any lessening 
of their respective responsibilities, the enforcement division 
of the housing inspection department may offer them, and 
they may accept assistance designed to unify action upon 
complaints received by the commissioner offhousing imspection.

10.¢ No building or structure or any part thereof 
hereafter erected or altered on land which abuts on and has 
an entrance into and is within a distance of one hundred feet 
from the following: The Fens (excepting Charlesgate East and 
Charlesgate West from a point one hundred feet north from 
their intersection with Commonwealth avenue to Charles 
river); Riverway, including Park Drive, from Brookline avenue 
to Beacon street; Commonwealth avenue, from Arlington 
street to a line drawn parallel to and one hundred and thirty 
feet west of Charlesgate West, and from a line parallel to and 
one hundred and thirty-five feet south of the southerly line of 
Mt. Hood road, as extended across Commonwealth avenue, to 
the Newton line; Jamaicaway; Olmsted Park; Arborway;

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Park, and on the northerly side from Boston street to Dor- 
chester avenue, and from Buttonwood street to Marine Park, 
South Boston; shall be used for a livery or public stable or 
public garage, or for any mechanical, mercantile or manufac- 
turing purposes, nor, excepting churches and chapels, shall the 
extreme height of said buildings or structures exceed seventy 
feet from the mean grade of the edgestone or sidewalk on the 
front facing said parkway, exclusive of such steeples, towers, 
domes, cornices, parapets, balustrades, sculptured ornaments, 
chimneys and roofs as the parks and recreation commission 
shall approve; and no roof on any of the aforementioned 
buildings shall be used for laundry or clothes-drying purposes; 
provided, however, that the provision restricting the extreme 
height of buildings to seventy feet from the mean grade of the 
edgestone or sidewalk shall not apply to buildings or structures 
or any part thereof hereafter erected or altered on land which 
abuts on and has an entrance into and is within 100 feet from 
Commonwealth Avenue between Chestnut Hill Avenue and 
South Street; and provided also that as to the lot of land at the 
southwest corner of Commonwealth avenue and Massachusetts 
avenue the prohibition of the use of building for mercantile 
purposes shall apply only to so much of any building erected 
thereon as lies within fifty feet of the southerly line of Common- 
wealth avenue; and provided further, however, that the 
prohibition of the use of building for mercantile purposes shall 
not apply to the lot of land on Ipswich street bounded by and 
making the northwest corner of Charlesgate West and Boylston 
street; provided further, however, that the prohibition of the use 
of any of said buildings and structures for a public garage 
and the restriction on the extreme height of said buildings or 
structures to 70 feet shall not apply to the lot of land bounded 
by the Riverway, Francis Street, and Brookline Avenue; and 
provided further, however, that for a distance of one hundred 
feet running westerly along Commonwealth avenue from the 
northwesterly and southwesterly corners of Commonwealth 
avenue where it intersects with Arlington street, Berkeley 
street, Clarendon street and Dartmouth street the following 
provisions shal] apply, anything hereinbefore contained in this — 
section to the contrary notwithstanding: 

(1) buildings on the corners at the Arlington street inter- 
section may be built to a height not exceeding two hundred and 
eighty-five feet to the top of the parapet or cornice line and 
buildings on the northwesterly and southwesterly corners at 
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the Berkeley, Clarendon and Dartmouth street intersections 
may be built to a height not exceeding two hundred feet to the 
top of the parapet or cornice line; 

(2) any building or portion of a building attached to or 
appurtenant to a building erected or altered to a height in 
excess of seventy feet on any of the aforementioned eight 
corners shall be built to a height not less than fifty feet; 

(3) steeples, towers, domes, balustrades, sculptured orna- 
ments, chimneys, roofs, aerials, antennae, elevator and me- 
chanical penthouses, water tanks, monitors or other structures 
normally built above the roof and not devoted to human occu- 
pancy shall not be included in the computation of height of 
buildings for purposes of subparagraphs (1) and (2) above; 

(4) the prohibition of use for mercantile purposes herein- 
before contained in this section shall not apply so as to pro- 
hibit in an apartment or apartment hotel building such acces- 
sory uses as newsstand, barber shop, dining room and similar 
services provided they are entered solely from within the 
building and no signs advertising such accessory uses shall be 
visible on the exterior of such building; 

(5) no building or structure shall hereafter be erected or 
altered on any of the aforementioned eight corners without 
prior written approval by the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
of the exterior design of such building or structure. The 
Authority’s review of such exterior design shall be concerned 
with such matters as the exterior facade, exterior materials, 
signs, the location of roof top structures described in subpara- 
graph (3) above, building mass and its placement on the site, 
the relation of the building to architectural characteristics of 
Commonwealth avenue and the Back Bay, and adequacy of 
vehicular ingress and egress, if any. The purpose of this sub- 
paragraph (5) is to insure that new buildings shall, without 
limiting the dimensions and building volume permitted herein 
and under applicable zoning regulations, be of outstanding 
architectural character and harmonious with Commonwealth 
avenue and the Back Bay area.

Annual Sewer Use Charges. 


Sect. 8.— Under authority of section 16 of chapter 83 of 
the General Laws and every other authority hereunto enabling, 
the annual charge for the use of the common sewers of the city 
by every estate in the city having one or more particular sewers 
discharging into such common sewers is hereby established as a 
primary charge of five dollars, an additional charge of one 
dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in excess of five thousand 
cubic feet, of water supplied by the city to such estate and 
billed in the calendar year in which the charge established by 
this section is assessed, and a further charge of one dollar for 
every thousand cubic feet of water derived or received by such 
estate from any other source during the period covered by 
such billing; provided, however, that if water so supplied, 
derived or received is used on the estate in such a manner as 
not to enter the common sewers of the city, in determining the 
charge established by this section the quantity of water so 
used shall be deducted from the aggregate amount of water 
so supplied, derived or received during such period; provided 
further that in no case shall any charge be assessed under this 
section in excess of a just and equitable charge; and provided 
also that persons exempt from the payment of water rates and 
charges, but only such persons, shall be exempt from the charge 
established by this section. 


The quantity of water supplied by the city through a water 
meter in good working order shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter. The quantity of all other water shall be esti- 
mated by the commissioner of public works by any reasonable 
and equitable method apt in the circumstances of the particular 
case to determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the common

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sewers of the city; provided, however, in the case of water not 
supplied by the city but derived or received by an estate from 
another source, and also in the case of water used on an es- 
tate in such a manner as not to enter the common sewers of 
the city, that if such water is measured by one or more water 
meters in good working order installed and maintained on the 
estate by the commissioner of public works at the request and 
expense of the owner or tenant of such estate, the quantity of 
water so derived or received, or the quantity of water so used, 
or both, as the case may be, shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter or meters.

Sect. 9.* The Public Improvement Commission be and it

Telephone & Telegraph Company of commissions established 
in accordance with the regulations and standard rates of com- 
mission from time to time adopted by the Company.

CHAPTER 1 


CREATING A Hovusina INSPECTION DEPARTMENT IN 
THE City oF Boston, AND DeErFinine Its PowErs 
AND DUTIES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SecTION 1. The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are 
hereby amended by inserting after chapter 16 the fol- 
lowing chapter: 


CHAPTER 16A 
HOUSING INSPECTION DEPARTMENT 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Housing Inspection Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board, known as the 
Housing Inspection Board, consisting of an officer, known 
as the Commissioner of Housing Inspection, who shall 
be chairman of the board, another officer known as the 
Assistant Commissioner of Housing Inspection, and the 
building commissioner, ex officio. The commissioner of 
housing inspection and the assistant commissioner of 
housing inspection shall each be appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election 
at which a mayor is elected, and shall devote his whole 
time to the duties of his office. The commissioner of 
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housing inspection shall exclusively have the powers 
and perform the duties, of a department head with 
respect to the making of contracts and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates for the housing inspection depart- 
ment. In the event of the absence or disability of the 
commissioner of housing inspection or of vacancy in 
his office, the assistant commissioner of housing inspec- 
tion shall act as chairman of the housing inspection 
board, and shall have the powers conferred, and per- 
form the duties imposed, upon the commissioner. 


There shall be in the housing inspection department 
an inspection division, an enforcement division, and such 
other divisions, if any, as the housing inspection board 
shall from time to time adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. The inspection division 
shall be under the immediate charge of the commissioner 
of housing inspection; and the enforcement division 
shall be under the immediate charge of the assistant 
commissioner of housing inspection, subject to the 
general supervision of the commissioner. 


Section 2. The commissionerof housing inspection, 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from time 
to time conferred or imposed on a board of health by 
section 12 of chapter 83, and section 127 of chapter 111, 
of the General Laws, by sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 
of said chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said 
sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 apply to places of human 
habitation, and by section 5 of said chapter 111 insofar, 
but only insofar, as said section 5 relates (a) to en- 
forcing so much of the state sanitary code as concerns 
standards of fitness for places of human habitation, 
housing and sanitation standards for farm labor camps, 
and requirements for the disposal of sanitary sewage in 
unsewered areas, and (b) to adopting such public health © 
regulations, not inconsistent with the state sanitary 
code or other provisions of law, as in the opinion of the 
commissioner of housing inspection may be necessary to 
make and keep all places of human habitation fit for 
such habitation. The commissioner of housing inspec- 
tion shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
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conferred or imposed upon the board of health of the 
city, or the health commissioner of the city, by sec- 
tions 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 and 22 of chapter 382 of the acts 
of 1885, as amended, by chapter 185 of the acts of 
1897, by chapter 219 of the acts of 1897, as amended, 
by section 128 of chapter 550 of the acts of 1907, as 
amended, and by section 116 or any other provision of 
the Boston Building Code. It shall further be the duty 
of the commissioner of housing inspection: (1) to re- 
ceive all complaints of violations, in or about places of 
human habitation, of any and all statutes, ordinances, 
rules and regulations enacted for the preservation of 
health or safety in or about places of human habitation; 
(2) to refer in writing to the building commissioner or 
the fire commissioner, as the case may be, for investiga- 
tion and prosecution all complaints of violations of the 
Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention 
Code and to maintain written contact with said commis- 
sioners with respect thereto; and (8) to inspect places 
of human habitation and enforce therein the provisions 
of law specified in the preceding sentences of this sec- 
tion and all other statutes, ordinances, rules and regula- 
tions enacted for the preservation of health in or about 
such places. It shall remain the duty and responsi- 
bility of the building and fire commissioners, respec- 
tively, to enforce compliance with the Boston Building 
Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code. To aid 
them in discharging such duty but without any lessening 
of their respective responsibilities, the enforcement 
division of the housing inspection department may offer 
them, and they may accept, assistance designed to unify 
action upon complaints received by the commissioner of 
housing inspection. 


SecTIOoN 2. The first paragraph of section 5 of chap- 
ter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, as amended,

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SECTION 3. The powers and duties of the health com- 
missioner under sections 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 and 22 of 
chapter 382 of the acts of 1885, as amended, under 
chapter 185 of the acts of 1897, under chapter 219 of 
the acts of 1897, as amended, under section 128 of 
chapter 550 of the acts of 1907, as amended, under 
section 116 and any other provision of the Boston Build- 
ing Code, under section 12 of chapter 83, and section 127 
of chapter 111, of the General Laws, under sections 122, 
123, 124 and 125 of said chapter 111 insofar, but only 
insofar, as said sections 122, 1238, 124 and 125 apply to 
places of human habitation, and under section 5 of said 
chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said section 5 
relates (a) to enforcing so much of the state sanitary 
code as concerns standards of fitness for places of 
human habitation, housing and sanitation standards 
for farm labor camps, and requirements for the disposal 
of sanitary sewage in unsewered areas, and (6) to adopt- 
ing such public health regulations, not inconsistent with 
the state sanitary code or other provisions of law, as in 
the opinion of the commissioner of housing inspection 
may be necessary to make and keep all places of human 
habitation fit for such habitation, are, together with all 
appropriations relating to all such powers and duties, 
hereby transferred to the commissioner of housing 
inspection; and the bureau of general sanitation in the 
environmental sanitation section of the health division 
of the health department is hereby abolished. 


SECTION 4. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of — 
either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon each reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as 
if such abolition had not taken place. As used in this 
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section, the term “‘agency”’ shall be construed as defined 
in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended 
by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953.

(d) In the case of milk and cream bottles and jars,

capacity of less than 10 pounds, $1.00; and in the case of 
a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 10 pounds 
or more but less than 100 pounds, $2.00; and in the case 
of a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 100 
pounds or more but less than 5,000 pounds, $5.00; and in 
the case of a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 
5,000 pounds or more but less than 10,000 pounds, 
$10.00; and in the case of a scale or balance with a 
weighing capacity of 10,000 pounds or more, $25.00;

(f) In the case of a taximeter or measuring device

The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission 
permitting the licensee to use throughout the year 
for which it is given the George Wright golf course 
for the playing of golf shall be, in the case of a person 
resident in the city, $75.00 and, in the case of any other 
person, $150.00, and in addition thereto in each case a 
locker fee of $5.00; provided that such a license shall 
be issued without charge to any person seventy-five 
years of age or over holding such a license in each of 
the five years immediately preceding the year in which 
he attains age seventy-five. The fee for the use of 
such golf course for the playing of golf by a person 
without such a license shall be, on a Saturday, Sunday 
or legal holiday, $3.00 in the case of a person resident 
in the city and $6.00 in the case of any other person 
and, on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday or 
legal holiday, $2.50 in the case of a person resident 
in the city and $3.00 in the case of any other person.

CHAPTER 8 


‘CONCERNING RESTRICTIONS ON PARK FRONTAGES ON 
COMMONWEALTH AVENUE 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 10 of Chapter 19 of the Revised 
‘Ordinances of 1961, as heretofore amended by Chapter 9 
of the Ordinances of 1961 and Chapter 12 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1962, is hereby further amended by inserting 
the following new provision at the end thereof: — 


‘‘and provided further, however, that for a distance of 
one hundred feet running westerly along Common- 
wealth avenue from the northwesterly and southwest- 
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erly corners of Commonwealth avenue where it inter- 
sects with Arlington street, Berkeley street, Clarendon 
street and Dartmouth street the following provisions 
shall apply, anything hereinbefore contained in this 
section to the contrary notwithstanding: 


(1) buildings on the corners at the Arlington street in- 
tersection may be built to a height not exceeding two 
hundred and eighty-five feet to the top of the parapet 
or cornice line and buildings on the northwesterly and 
southwesterly corners at the Berkeley, Clarendon and 
Dartmouth street intersections may be built to a height 
not exceeding two hundred feet to the top of the parapet 
or cornice line; 


(2) any building or portion of a building attached to 
or appurtenant to a building erected or altered to a 
height in excess of seventy feet on any of the afore- 
mentioned eight corners shall be built to a height not 
less than fifty feet; 


(3) steeples, towers, domes, balustrades, sculptured 
ornaments, chimneys, roofs, aerials, antennae, elevator 
and mechanical penthouses, water tanks, monitors or 
other structures normally built above the roof and not 
devoted to human occupancy shall not be included in the 
computation of height of buildings for purposes of 
subparagraphs (1) and (2) above; 

(4) the prohibition of use for mercantile purposes 
hereinbefore contained in this section shall not apply 
so as to prohibit in an apartment or apartment hotel 
building such accessory uses as newsstand, barber shop, 
dining room and similar services provided they are 
entered solely from within the building and no signs 
advertising such accessory uses shall be visible on the 
exterior of such building; 


(5) no building or structure shall hereafter be erected 
or altered on any of the aforementioned eight corners - 
without prior written approval by the Boston Re- 
development Authority of the exterior design of such 
building or structure. The Authority’s review of such 
exterior design shall be concerned with such matters as 
the exterior facade, exterior materials, signs, the loca- 
tion of roof top structures described in subparagraph 
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(3) above, building mass and its placement on the site, 
the relation of the building to architectural character- 
istics of Commonwealth avenue and the Back Bay, and 
adequacy of vehicular ingress and egress, if any. The 
purpose of this subparagraph (5) is to insure that new 
buildings shall, without limiting the dimensions and 
building volume permitted herein and under applicable 
zoning regulations, be of outstanding architectural 
character and harmonious with Commonwealth avenue 
and the Back Bay area.”’

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THE CITY SEAL 
As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,’’ passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides “‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: “God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the “First Revision,’”? published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sit Drus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonra ConpiTa, A.D. 1630. CrviTaATis 
REGIMINE Donata A. D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted “‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’’ held in Boston was a ‘‘General Court” 
on October * 19, ‘“‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘“‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, c. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640, 
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when “Mount Woollaston’” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. | 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.”’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739.

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INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THE Municipat REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1940 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THz Municrpau REGISTER was adopted in 
1941 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MunNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also continued a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

OF 
CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


‘‘City”’, the city of Boston. 

“‘Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 

‘‘Regular municipal election”, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 

‘‘Preliminary election’’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 

‘‘Proportional representation”’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws, 

‘Present form of city government”, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Secr. 2. The city,.in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Szcr. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 


years from the beginning of said terms of office. 
Be * * * * * * * * * * * * 


Srct. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Puan A, GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, City Councin, AND ScHOoL Com- 
MITTEE, ELEcTED aT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 78,882.) 


Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 

Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shall 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such elections by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be cailed 
“‘acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Srect. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 


qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 


Sect. 183A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
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ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 


Secr. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from 
any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municpal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the re- 
maining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 


Sect. 16.{ Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly in- 
curred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 


Sect. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and quali- 
fications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a majority 
of all the members a president who when present shall preside at the 
meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its pro-

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ceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city 
council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a wiva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has: 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved. 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 


Sect. 17E*. The mayor from time to time may mke to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations as he may deem to be for the welfare of the city. The 
city council shall consider each ordinance or loan order so presented and 
shall either adopt or reject the same within sixty days after the date when 
it is filed as aforesaid. If such ordinance or loan order is not rejected 
within said sixty days, it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council 
unless previously withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall pre- 
vent the mayor from again presenting an ordinance or loan order which 
has been rejected or withdrawn. The city council may originate an 
ordinance or loan order and may reduce or reject any item in any loan 
and, subject to the approval of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All 
sales of land other than school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of 
land, and all loans voted by the city council shal: require a vote of two 
thirds of ail the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate 
readings and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes 
to be had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the 
case of loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second 
of said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours 
after the first. No amendment increasing the amount to be paid for the 
purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of 
purchase money or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of 
the second reading and vote. If a petition signed by three city councillors 
requesting that action be taken forthwith upon a joan order presented by 
the mayor is filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen 
days after the presentation of such loan order, action shal] be taken by 
the yeas and nays on the question of the adoption of such loan order at 
the next meeting of the council, or, if one vote has already been taken 
thereon, at the next meeting after the expiration of the required interval 
after such vote; provided, that such action thereon has not sooner been 
taken or such Joan order has not been withdrawn by the mayor. 


Sect. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 


“Sect. 173, as amended by St. 1966, c. 642, s. 114. 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city council- 
lor-elect. 


Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Sect. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

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oecurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention, and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELECTION Provisions UNDER PLAN A AND 
Pitan D 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term “‘regular 
election”? shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term “pre- 
liminary election”’ to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Secor. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form:—

Sect. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
‘“Present”’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or ‘‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shalt be counted as one 
word)’’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows:— city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word “Veteran’’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him.

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a. 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 


The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person.

Sect. 57B.* Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination before five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-ninth day 
preceding the preliminary election, or is found to be ineligible or dies, the 
vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five persons or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized in the 
nomination petition; provided, however, that all certificates of substitution, 
except any certificate cf substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said twenty-ninth day. 


The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday follow- 
ing the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 


If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre-

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viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased,. 
and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such electicn shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent vcting ballcts shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previcusly printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 


Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 

Sect. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
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the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shall 
post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the pupose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 


Secr. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an oportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed.

Sect. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words ‘‘vorE For (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’’? The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 


Secr. 60. The election cfficers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 


Sect. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receivi ng a 
such an election under Plan A or D the highest number of votes fo 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to hav 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 


Secr. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 


Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Secr. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 


Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be met 
from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate with 
the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may sub- 
mit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may deem 
necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, except 
upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any item in, 
nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it originate 
a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city council shall 
take definite action on the annual budtet by adopting, reducing or reject- 
ing it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items and the appro- 
priation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor shall be in 
effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved by the 
mayor. The city council shall take definite action on any supplementary 
appropriation order for the public facilities department by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it within sixty days after it is filed with the city clerk; 
and in the Event of their failure so to do, such supplementary appropria- 
tion order as submitted by the mayor shall be in effect as if formally 
adopted by the city council and approved by the mayor. It shall be the 
duty of the city and county officials, when requested by the mayor, to 
subjit forthwith in such detail as he may require estimates for the next 
fiscal year of the expenditures of the department or office under their 
charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to the city council. 


Sect. 3A.t In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities

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incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose cnly 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. Every department or agency head created 
by, or resulting from a reorganization effected by, a by-law or ordinance

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board, or the city clerk, or the board of election commissioners, or the 
Boston traffic commission, or any board or officer appointed by the 
governor. 


No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record.

Secr. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the courty of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. 7 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or fcr a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such

Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Srecr. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The Mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing law) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk, but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee, the public facilities commission, or any 
official by law appointed by the governor. 

Secr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Sect. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the

THE FINANCE COMMISSION 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of cffice expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. ‘The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county cf Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time tc the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 


Sscr. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
sixty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least sixty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city.

In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
wee.”

Scr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that 
the premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine cf the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Sect. 27.| Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city_of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on cr before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term “compilation date,’ 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 


Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and remcval of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 


Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.”’ All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Secr. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the major unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of © 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

Service was accepted by the City Council on October 19, 1959, and approved by the Mayor 
on October 20, 1959. 
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The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 6 new activities—general admin- 
istrative; the receipt and processing of general complaints; the repair and. 
maintenance of office machines; surplus property control; data processing; 
and the administration of a life-health insurance program for City and. 
County employees. 


The Department is under the charge of a board known as the Admin- 
istrative Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative 
Services as chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Per- 
sonnel, the Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, 
and the Commissioner of Assessing, ex officiis. It is the duty of this 
board, and more especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to. 
make, under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the 
organization, activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, 
and officers so that the administration thereof shall be economical and 
efficient. 


The regular activities of the department, for payroll purposes, are 
divided into seven divisions—administrative, budget, complaints, data 
processing, personnel, printing, and purchasing, the operations and func- 
tions of all divisions being under the overall supervision of the Director. 


The Administrative Division which handles all types of administrative 
matters concerning City and County operations, is under the supervision of 
the Executive Secretary to the Board. 


The Supervisor of Budgets is the budget officer of the City and County 
and under the direction of the Mayor and in consultation with the Director 
is responsible for the preparation of the annual and all supplementary 
budgets as well as all subsequent revisions of the items in any budget. _ 


The Supervisor of Personnel is in charge of all personnel records as well 
as the administration of all compensation plans established for City and 
County employees. He makes a continuing study of personnel problems, 
employment conditions, and economic changes affecting all departments 
and recommends to the Mayor and department officials programs and 
administrative policies designed to improve and co-ordinate the handling 
of personnel matters. 


The Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials 
or supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of 
the Printing Plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the City and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. He is also 
responsible for the operations of the Office Machine Repair Unit. 


The Complaints Division is under the supervision of a Supervisor of 
Complaints and the Data Processing Unit is under the supervision of a 
Manager of Data Processing. The Life-Health Insurance Unit is under the 
supervision of a Head Administrative Clerk within the Personnel Division. 
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The department atso contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission sha.l not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each 
year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects, and the 
Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from the list so 
submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a member of 
the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list 
selected by the body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. 


No work of art can become the property cf the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the executicn of any painting, monument, statue,

The Assessing Department, is under the charge of a board consisting 
of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Assessing, and two other 
officers, known as Associate Commissioners of Assessing. The mayor 
shall from time to time by a writing filed with the city clerk designate 
one of the associate commissioners of assessing as the associate com- 
missioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises and the other as the as- 
sociate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time to time 
jnto a real estate appraisal division, a statistical research division, and 
such other divisions as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing department 
including the board of review, exclusively have the power, and perform 
the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence im- 
mediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appointments, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. 
The commissioner of assessing shall also have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor and the board 
of review in the assessing department in existence immediately prior to 
April 26, 1961, with respect to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other 
than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


The associate commissioners of assessing shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect, in the case of the asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall also have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, in the 
case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises. 
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to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In addition, each asso- 
ciate Commissioner of assessing may, at such time as he shall have been

It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every application 
for the abatement of a real estate or personal property tax and report 
to the commissioner of assessing its findings and recommendations with 
respect thereto, including such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after 
discussion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Every application for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, 
in the case of an application fcr the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the associate commissioner 
of assessing for motor vehicle excises, and in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refer- 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 

The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 


Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were published 
by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 1867, 
the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 


The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
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pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 


Pursuant to Chapter 665, Acts of 1956, a new zoning code has been 
prepared and approved and became effective Dec. 31, 1964. Many 
important revisions of previous regulations are made in the new code, but 
it continues in effect, under new use districts and administrztive regula- 
tions, the general purposes of the superseded zoning act. With minor 
exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any building 
or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use permitted in the 
district in which such building or premises is located. 


In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 


The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 


The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight of more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 


On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 


By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, licenses 
for gasfitters now issued by the Gas Regulatory Board (Ch. 623, Acts 1962), 
the Board of Examiners, and the Committee on Licenses were placed in the 
Building Department and the Board of Zoning Adjustment and the Zoning 
Commission were placed in the said Department by Revised Ordinances 
of 1961, Chapter 9, Sections 9 and 10, but none of said Boards, Commis- 
sion or Committee is subject to the supervision or control of the Building 
Commissioner, but unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor none of said 
Boards, Commission or Committee shall communicate with the Mayor or 
make any annual or other report, except through the Building Commis- 
sioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the fol- 
lowing manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards; one member from two candidates, one 
nominated by the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be 
nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by 
the Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member 
from two candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston 
and Vicinity; and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office 
is five years. Each member is paid $35 per diem for actual service, but 
not more than $4,200 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered 
by him under building code and zoning law. 


** Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re Building Law may appeal therefrom 
within 90 days, and any applicant whose application has been refused in re 
Zoning Code may appeal therefrom within 45 days, and a person who 
has been ordered to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving 
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such order (or in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion 
of the Building Commissioner within a shorter period as the Building 
Commissioner designates) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving notice 
in writing to the commissioner. All cases of appeal are settled by the 
Board after a hearing, and a decision rendered on same open for public 
inspection.

Under the law the personnel of the Board includes an 
architect or engineer, a contractor, and a lawyer. Compensation for serv- 
ice by said members is established at fifteen dollars a day, the yearly 
salary not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars. 

Applicants qualifying for registration pay an initial fee of ten dollars, 
three dollars for annual renewal.

The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the “‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth’’. 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
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easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon. street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, 
the westerly line of Charles street. 


Under Stat. 1963, Chap. 622, the Historic Beacon Hill District as defined 
in the two previous paragraphs was further enlarged and extended in area 
as follows: 


Section 1B. The Historic Beacon Hill District, created by section one 
and enlarged and extended by section one A, is hereby further enlarged 
and extended to include an area contiguous thereto bounded as follows: 
—southerly by Myrtle street, including, however, the estates numbered 
twenty-six to eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred 
and thirty-six, inclusive, on Myrtle street; westerly by Myrtle street; 
southerly by Revere street; westerly by the alley located to the rear of 
the estates numbered one hundred and thirty to one hundred and forty 
Charles street; northerly by the northerly boundary line of the estate 
numbered one hundred and forty Charles street, and by said boundary 
line extended diagonally in an easterly direction across Charles Street 
to Putnam avenue; northerly by Putnam avenue; westerly by West 
Cedar street; northerly by Phillips street; easterly by the rear property 
lines of the estates numbered seventy-nine to sixty-one West Cedar street; 
northerly and westerly by the northerly property lines of the estates 
located at the northerly ends of Bellingham place, Sentry Hill place and 
Goodwin place, and the northerly sideline of the estate numbered thirty- 
seven Grove street, easterly by Grove street; northerly by Revere street; 
easterly by Irving street; but including the estates located on Rollins 
place.

Section 1C. The Historic Beacon Hill District, created by section one 
and enlarged and extended by sections one A and one B, is hereby further 
enlarged and extended to include an area contiguous thereto bounded as 
follows:—northerly by a line parallel to and forty feet distant southerly 
from the southerly sideline of Cambridge street: easterly by Bowdoin 
street; southerly by Derne and Myrtle streets; westerly by Irving street; 
generally southerly by the northerly, easterly and westerly boundaries of 
the area defined in section one B; southerly by Revere street; westerly and 
northerly by Embankment road; and northerly by Charles street circle; 
and including the estates located at 131 and 141 Cambridge street and 
2-16 Lynde street. 


Nothing contained in this act shall apply to the construction, repair, 
alteration, demolition or reconstruction of any building by Suffolk Uni- 
versity on Hancock, Derne or Temple streets. 


Section 7A. Signs—No permit to erect a sign, marquee, awning or 
other exterior architectural feature protruding from any structure in the 
Historic Beacon Hill District shall be issued by the public improvement 
commission of the city of Boston, or by any other agency now or hereafter 
authorized to issue such permits, unless the application for such permit 
shall be accompanied by a certificate of appropriateness issued under 
section seven. 


It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an “‘Exterior Architectural Feature”’ is the ‘‘archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion’’. 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
— one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civic Associ- 
ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years. The members 
shall serve without compensation.

The Commission consists of eleven commissioners appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation by the City Council as follows: one com- 
missioner from two candidates nominated by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, one commissioner from two candidates nominated by 
the Boston Central Labor Union, one commissioner from two candidates

The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to fa- 
cilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, 
parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and 
buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the 
city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regulation or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DEPARTMENT oF CiviL DereNnse. There is hereby estab- 
lished a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘department’’). 
It shall be the function of the department to have charge of civil defense 
as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil 
defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, and 
to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 

Secr. 2. Director oF Civit Derense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“‘director’’), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, within 
the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordinators 
and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, equip- 
ment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any agency or 
officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of 
the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate reccrds to be kept of all 
matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crivit Drerense Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve withcut pay and shall consist of the director of 
civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons as the 
authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member of 
said council as said appointing authcrity shall designate shall serve as 
chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the direction 
and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said appointing 
authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Sect. 4. Poxtice Arp To OTHER CITIES AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby

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authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts cf 1950, and any 
act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. DerinitTion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, as 
now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or con- 
tinuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners, 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894. 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 275. 
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POLICE LISTING BOARD 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the 
board of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the 
members of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of 
the city of Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior Justice of said 
court who is not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagree- 
ment, be a member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the 
deciding vote in case of a tie.” 

The duties of said board are further provided for in Sections 8, 10, 11, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 16 of Chapter 29 of the Acts of 1917; and all other acts in 
amendment and addition thereto.

There are 43 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 71 employees, oper- 
ating 2,256 signal boxes.

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A Board of Health was first established in 1799 under a special statute 
of February 18, 1799. It was abolished by the first City Charter and from 
1822 to 1872 its functions were exercised through the City Council. 

A Board of Health was re-established by an ordinance of December 2, 
1872. It published annual reports beginning with 1873. 

By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the board was re-placed by a Health 
Commissioner. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine service 
should pass from the control of the Health Department when certain 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

Ord. 1927, Chap. 1 abolished the Boston Sanatorium Department and 
placed the Tuberculosis Sanatorium at Mattapan under the jurisdiction 
of the Boston City Hospital Trustees and transferred all other powers and 
duties as well as the Out-Patient Department to the Health Commissioner. 

The Boston City Hospital was opened on June 1, 1864. 

The Relief Stations were closed to patients on March 15, 1938, but on 
October 15, 1945 the East Boston Relief Station was opened on a 24-hour 
basis. 

The Convalescent Home in Dorchester was closed in March, 1932.

The office of Attorney and Solicitor was established in 1827, which was 
superseded by the office of City Solicitor in 1866. A further office of 
Corporation Counsel was created in 1881. The office of City Solicitor was 
abolished and the department placed under the sole charge of the Cor- 
poration Counsel in 1904. 


The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-five 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent, and 
forty other employees, including the staff of the Administrative, Coun- 
selling and Miscellaneous Litigation, General Trial, Collection and Work- 
men’s Compensation Divisions of the Law Department. 


The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 


The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, twenty-six Branch Libraries, three 
Bookmobiles, and Hospital Library Service at Boston City Hospital.

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DIRECTOR’S OFFICE 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered 
in the Director’s Office, which acts in close relationship with the Trustees’ 
Office, with an interchangeable staff acting for the two offices. There is 
also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of the Office of Records, 
Files, Statistics, and the general publishing activities of the Library. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and Hospital Library Service. 
The purely library activities of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles 
are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the Division of 
Home Reading and Community Services. Within this division there are 
closed departments and public departments. The main grouping of the 
public departments is that of the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and 
Hospital Library Service, and the Audio-Visual Department, Central

Exhibits in the Main 
Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and 
Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library Building afford opportunities for 
emphasizing the Library’s valuable resources. Storytelling in the Chil- 
dren’s Section, Open Shelf Department, and in many branch libraries by 
trained storytellers is a part of the Library’s program of work with children.

The Penal Institutions Department is under the direction of the Penal 
Institutions Commissioner who is the executive and administrative head 
of the department and exercises the power and performs the duties pro- 
vided by statute. The Suffolk County House of Correction at Deer 
Island is under his control and he is also charged with paroling power for 
inmates, serving sentences of less than twelve months at the House of 
Correction and the Suffolk County Jail.

The Suffolk County House of Correction is located at Deer Island, 
which is part of Boston, adjacent to the Town of Winthrop, and covers 
about 67.5 acres. The institution dates from 1895 and now includes land 
and buildings valued at $2,221,600; land appraised at $448,900, and build- 
ings at $1,722,700.

For administrative and operational purposes the department is divided 
into three major bureaus designated as the Bureau of Field Operations 
which includes Patrol Divisions A and B, Traffic Division and Criminal 
Investigation Division; the Bureau of General Services which includes 
Central Services Division, Records and Communications Division and 
Personnel and Training Division; and the Bureau of Inspectional Services 
which includes Internal Inspection Division, Intelligence Division and 
Planning and Research Division. 
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The city is divided into fourteen Police Districts each of which is a 
police building containing facilities for command officers and a force of 
men. The personnel assigned to police districts are supplemented by 
personnel assigned to a permanent Tactical Patrol Force, a Canine Corps 
and a Special Service Squad, which may be deployed into any high crime 
incidence area of the city to aid in the prevention of crime or the appre- 
hension of criminals, or to an area of the city in which any emergency arises, 

The Criminal Investigation Division is the central detective agency of 
the department and is located in the Headquarters building. It consists 
of the following major sub-divisions: Crimes Against Persons Section; 
Crimes Against Property Section; General Investigation Section; Vice 
Control Section; Juvenile Aid Section and Identification Section. Within 
these Sections is found the following special investigating squards: stolen 
automobiles, banking, express thieves, homicide, hotels, lost and stolen 
property, narcotics, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop 
keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, domestic relations, 
retail stores and robbery. In addition to criminal identification through 
fingerprinting and photographs, a ballistic unit and crime laboratory are 
maintained. 

The criminal] identification unit has continued to prove of great value 
and stands in favorable comparison with similar units of the most ad- 
vanced departments. 

This Division also handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts 
hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various police 
departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. Further, 
it cooperates in every way possible with outside police departments in the 
investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the 
daily line-up of all persons arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this 
Division. 

Advancement and changes are constantly being made to maintain effi- 
ciency of the various sections of the Criminal Investigation Division. To 
bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Division is continu- 
ally being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus 
which now includes a Polygraphor Lie Detector. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk Street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic 
conditions and for the safety of the public using the highways from 8 A.M. 
to 12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 

The Records-Communications Division, also located in the Headquarters 
building, consists of the Central Records Section and Central Complaint 
Section. Un the Central Records Section there is maintained files of 
criminals’ records, individual compilations of criminal activities of known 
criminals, indices of persons wanted for crime on warrants and summonses, 
reports of all felonies committed within the city and all reports of in- 
vestigation of these felonies, indices of persons holding licenses granted 
by the Police Commissioner and missing persons. Warrants and sum- 
monses are also handled by this Section, as well as records incurred through 
the non-criminal parking violation enforcement. 
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In the Central Complaint Section all complaints received by the depart- 
ment are recorded on pre-numbered-pre-punched and time-stamped 
complaint message cards to insure central control over such complaints 
resulting in immediate response to requests for police assistance. This 
section also maintains the department radio station “KCA860” which 
has two base transmitters located at Police Headquarters and in the 
new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; and a relay station on 
Bellevue Hill, West Roxbury. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with the most 
modern two-way radio. There are 188 police cars, 22 service trucks, 
31 combination patrol wagons and ambulances, 55 cycles (18 of which 
have 2-way radio), 3 police boats equipped with two-way radio telephone. 
Police automobiles and combination patrol wagons and ambulances with 
two-way radio are moving through all parts of the city day and night. 
Any part of the city may be reached by a police radio car or patrol wagon- 
ambulance in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message from 
either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 


The Data Processing Unit supplies the department with statistical 
information necessary for fficient operations and deployment of personnel 
as well as information needed for the monthly and annual returns of 
crime statistics required under uniform crime reporting procedures. 


The Central Services Division is charged with the supervision and care of 
all police buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumb- 
ing, steamfitting, etc., are issued by this Division. The Automotive 
Maintenance Section is also a responsibility of this Division. 


The processing of thousands of hackney carriage licenses as well as other 
licenses issued by the Police Commissioner as well as the auditing of all 
cash receipts for licenses and other services is under the supervision of 
this Division. 

The Property Clerk’s office of the Central Services Division is charged 
with the care of lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other 
property alleged to have been illegally obtained, and all articles and 
property taken from persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are 
also placed all seized liquor and gaming implements which come into 
possession of the Department. Orders for supplies, uniforms and equip- 
ment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following patrol boats are used in this service: the 
““William H. Pierce” boat 38-foot craft; the ‘‘Protector” a 63-foot sea 
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and air rescue craft; and the new “John F. Kennedy” a 38-foot Bertram 
Cruiser. 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On January 1, 1966, the police force numbered 2,548.

Chapter 642 of the Acts of 1966 establishes in the City of Boston a 
Public Facilities Department, abolishes the Department of School Build- 
ings and transfers its function in part to the Public Facilities Department 
and in part to the School Committee of said City for the more efficient and 
economical construction and alterations of municipal buildings. The 
Public Facilities Department shall be under the charge of a board known 
as the Public Facilities Commission consisting of three members known as 
Public Facilities Commissioners appointed by the mayor for a term ex- 
piring on the first Monday of the January fcllowing the next biennial 
tounicipal election at which a Mayor is elected.

The Public Works Department was created in 1911 under the provisions 
of Chapter 486, Acts of 1909, through the consolidation of the existing 
street, water, and engineering departments. The Department was placed 
in the charge of a Commissioner who was required by Ordinances to be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing. ‘The Department now operates 
through its Central Office and five (5) major divisions, each in the charge 
of a Division Engineer. These divisions carry out the major programs of 
the Department; namely, the maintenance and construction of highways, 
street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction and maintenance,

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water construction and maintenance, sanitation, street cleaning, removal 
of refuse and garbage. All engineering in connection with the foregoing 
programs is performed by the Engineering Division. The Central Office 
performs general administrative functions including personnel manage- 
ment, payrolls, cost accounting, purchasing, inventory control, property 
and equipment maintenance.

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It also discharges into the Metropolitan System at Nut Island where sewage 
is discharged after primary treatment, and at Deer Island where a Metro- 
politan treatment plant is under construction.

Its source of 
supply is the Metropolitan District Commission which charges one hun- 
dred twenty dollars ($120.00) per million gallons of water to its members. 
Boston’s requirements were 119,926,400 gallons per day in 1985, or 195 
gallons per capita. Under present rates the consumer pays the City one 
cent for 25 gallons of pure water. 


The Division maintains and operates a high pressure fire service for the 
central business section of Boston.

The Public Improvement Commission was established May 1, 1954. 
This Commission was assigned many of the powers and duties of the 
former Board of Street Commissioners, including the authority to lay out, 
widen, relocate, alter, or discontinue highways, and to order specific repairs 
to be made therein; to name or rename public highways and private ways; 
to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land 
by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except for Public Housing and 
Off-Street Parking) ; to permit the opening of private ways for public travel; 
to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, and sewer betterments and to 
issue permits for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, 
signs, and similar uses of the public ways. 

The administration functions include the processing of petitions, arrang- 
ing public hearing, preparing estimates and orders relating to land damages 
and street and sewer betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
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streets and the construction of streets and sewers, for eminent domain 
land takings, and for the granting of permits for use of public highways, 
erection of poles, signs, etc.

The Real Property Board has the powers and performs the duties con- 
ferred or imposed on the Board of Real Estate Commissioners by the 
St. 1943, c. 434, as amended, and by the St. 1946, c. 474, as amended, and 
has also the powers and performs the duties conferred or imposed by stat- 
ute on the Board of Street Commissioners in relation to the abatement of 
taxes. 

By the Ord. 1954, e. 2, s. 43, the Public Buildings Department was 
abolished and the powers, duties and appropriations of the Superintendent.

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was ac- 
cepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946, 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946. Every employee appointed after that 
date becomes a member of the new system. 

Both systems are administered by a Retirement Board consisting of 
Michael A. DeSimone, appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years; 
John T. Leonard, City Auditor, ex officio; and Thomas J. McGrimley, 
elected by members of the system. The Board serves without compensa- 
tion.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253, and Stat. 1962, Chap. 338, the Com- 
mission was reorganized. The Commissioner of Traffic and Parking is 
appointed by the Mayor, and until the qualification of his successor, 
receives compensation established by the Mayor and City Council, and 
may be removed by the Mayor. The associate commissioners of traffic 
and parking receive no compensation. 

The commissioner of traffic and parking may employ, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, 
engineers, experts, assistants and other officers and employees. The 
commission has exclusive authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal 
rules and regulations relative to vehicular street traffic, and to the move- 
ment, stopping or standing of vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or 
any streets, ways, highways, roads and parkways, under the control of the 
city. ‘The commission has the power to erect, make and maintain, or 
cause to be erected, made and maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings 
and other devices for the control of such traffic in the city and for informing 
and warning the public as to the rules and regulations adopted by the 
commission, 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,445 one-way 
streets, 2,302 no-parking regulations, and 829 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 462 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, and two hundred (200) miles of white lines 
painted in the roadway, including crosswalks; center lines, lanes, lines and 
stop lines are maintained by the commission 881 loading zones, requiring. 
25,270 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to $52,377 
are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these loading 
zones. ‘The commission also maintains 9,000 parking meters. It is 
anticipated that approximately $850,000 will be taken in as revenue 
during the year 1965. Issued 275 licenses for off-street parking lots and 
collected $67,083 in fees for these licenses.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent. 

Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor, 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the. 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950, through January 31, 
1955, inclusive. 

This department provides information, advice and assistance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits.

By the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, there was placed in 
this department an officer, known as the Supervisor of Veterans’ Graves 
and Registration, who is appointed by the Mayor and who has the powers 
and performs the duties from time to time conferred or imposed by general 
laws applicable to Boston on persons appointed under Section 9 of Chapter 
115 of the General Laws. This officer is not subject to the supervision or 
control of the Veterans’ Benefits and Services Commissioner, but, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Mayor, such officer shall not communicate with 
the Mayor, or make any annual or other report, except through such 
commissioner.

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The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1965, was $1,044,508.12, the annual income from 
which ($45,217.99 in 1965) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 


the donations. 


In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES

At Administration Building Annex, 45 Myrtle street, educational and 
employment certificates are issued daily (except Saturdays) from 8.30 
A.M. to 3.30 p.m. Physical examination of applicants for employment 
certificates daily from 8.30 to 9.30 a.m. 

Minors’ licenses (7.e., minors under 16 years of age to act as newsboys, 
etc.) are obtained by application to the Principal of the school which the 
minor attends. 

SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE 


[Stat. 1981, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 


These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
38 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 A.M. and 1.30 p.m., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Health Services 
in charge of 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 53 school physicians, and 3 
school medical aids. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 chief supervising nurse in charge of 4 supervising 
nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the ophthalmologist, and 72 school nurses 
(including 18 high schools), and 1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1965 is 
$866,710. 
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The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 2 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 45 women and 57 men instructors of physical 
education; 64 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 36 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 17 assistant teacher coaches, 35 play 
teachers. 

The Department of Vocational Education and Industrial Arts com- 
prises 1 director; 4 assistant directors; 1 shop supervisor; 19 shop fore- 
men; 92 shop instructors, 112 apprentice instructors, 67 instructors of 
Manpower Development Training Act classes; 3 supervisors of M.D.T.A. 
classes. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the 
State especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial 
Schools, alléwing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the 
amount raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Un- 
der this arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State 
to the extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial 
schools established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 19138, Con- 
tinuation Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen 
years of age, were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools 
thus maintained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and 
evening classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation 
Classes, and practical arts courses in the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the 
School Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 

There are co-operative industrial courses in eight high schools, as fol- 
lows: Boston Technical High (printing). Brighton (automobile mechan- 
ics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork and upholstery), 
East Boston (machine shop), Hyde Park {machine shop), Jamaica Plain 
(agriculture), and South Boston (sheet metal and auto body). 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


There are 150 shops, including 9 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following subjects are 
taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop, printing, 
sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, and South 
Boston High School. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as summer activity on a 
seven-acre plot of City of Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


In the Home Economics Department there are 132 teachers, an assistant 
director and a director. 
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APPRENTIC AND JOURNEYMAN CLASSES 


1,330 regularly indentured apprentices in 20 different trades were en- 
rolled in related work classes conducted in our vocational schoo! facilities 
on late afternoons, evenings and Saturday mornings. We also provided 
an upgrading service for 388 journeymen in 18 trades. 


MANPOWER DEVELOPMENT TRAINING ACT CLASSES 


2,342 persons have completed their training since 1962 in this coopera- 
tive venture conducted by the Boston Public Schools with the assistance 
of the Vocational Division of the Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion, the State Employment Service, the Federal Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare and the Federal Department of Labor. This 
massive effort to break the vicious cycle of unemployment, poverty and 
welfare has been financed 100% by the Federal Government. Training 
in new skills has enabled men and women to get new jobs and a fresh 
start in life. 


BOSTON VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL INSTITUTE 


The post-high school Vocational Technical Institute was established 
April 15, 1964 to provide an opportunity for high school graduates un- 
able to attend a 4 year college to secure advanced technical training 
without paying tuition. At the present time this training is limited to 3 
fields: electronic technology; design technology and mechanical technology. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Girls’, Hyde Park, Jamaica Plain, 
Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 19 appointed teachers of Home 
Economics and 1 temporary teacher. 

In the junior high schools of Boston there are 38 teachers of Foods — 
3 of whom are assigned to the following schools: David L. Barrett, Horace 
Mann, and M. Gertrude Godvin schools. There is also a teacher assigned 
as a temporary Guidance Counselor at the Robert Gould Shaw school. 
There are 69 elementary and junior hig school teachers of Clothing. There 
are also 4 provisional teachers and 1 temporary teacher in the department. 

The Home Economics facilities in the Boston schools are as follows: 
114 clothing laboratories, 48 foods laboratories, 20 Home Economics 
suites. 

EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS 


There are seven evening high schools: Boston Central Adult, (J. E. 
Burke Schoolhouse), Brighton, East Boston (Joseph H. Barnes School- 
house), Charlestown, Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston School of Business 
Education), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which are 
held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are con- 
ducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All but the 
Boston Central Adult High are commercial schools. 
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There are eight evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

North End Evening Elementary School meets on Monday and Wed- 
nesday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 


from 7 to 10 o’clock. 
DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for adult immigrants 
where instruction in the English language is provided, classes being con- 
ducted daily (except Saturday) for five hours a day from 9:00 a.m. to 
2:00 P.M. 

COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 

All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the 
Abraham Lincoln School, 152 Arlington Street, Boston, for the equiv- 
alent of a continuation school education. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statue to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


USE OF SCHOOLS AS POLLING PLACES 


Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS 


Teachers and members of the supervising staff who have reached the 
age of sixty and who had not become members of the Boston Retirement 
System or the State Boston Retirement System, may be retired on pension 
by a majority vote of the School Committee. On December 31, 1965, 
129 such retired teachers were receiving pensions. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, is 
at present paying $120.00 per year to 1,420 annuitants. The total amount 
of the Fund on August 31, 1965 was $2,310,534.57. 

On that date 3,267 teachers were contributing $24.00 per year to the 
Fund.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years, 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves, 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit”. (Repealed, see c. 616 Acts of 1962.) 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“retail vendors of soft drinks.” 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to no others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 

‘By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
380A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have for- 
mally requested in writing that such notice be given them for license 
applications in a designated representative district.

FRANKLIN INstITUTE oF Boston, 41 Berkeley Street

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Institute of Boston as an independent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts” made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund ‘‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.” 


Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,’’ he says, ‘‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants . . 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
fet out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
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years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
state, not presuming to carry my views farther.’”’ The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 


A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
*‘Selectmen’’, $329,300.48 (799 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for ‘‘the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin In- 
stitute of Boston and for the equipment of the same.”’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen”’ as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the ‘‘Selectmen”’ and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as The Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1958. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 


On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. 


On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Institute of Boston. 


In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be ‘‘laid out” by the Managers was $488,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Union Building was erected and equipped at a cost of 
$438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute 
to train young men and women for positions of supervision in industry. 
In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. 
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In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of the Members of the Franklin 
Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate in Engineering upon qualified 
graduates of the Institute. 

In 1961, the name of the school was again changed to Franklin Institute 
of Boston. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($660,976 for the fiscal 
year 1965), and income from the previously mentioned funds (i.e., the 
Andrew Carnegie donation and -the Storrow bequest). The Franklin 
Union Building contains 11 classrooms, 4 drafting rooms, 2 shops and 8. 
laboratories. There is also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. 

A second building, acquired in 1960 at 4 Appleton Street, contains 4 
classrooms, 2 laboratories, 1 shop and 2 offices. A third building, acquired 
in 1965 at 439-441 Tremont Street, contains 3 classrooms, 3 laboratories, 
1 shop and 3 offices. Six hundred (600) adult students received instruction 
at evening sessions and 900 in day courses during the school year of 1965. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
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handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 


A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 


In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 


On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statute of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 


On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 


In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years. 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 


Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 
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Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park 
Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester 


Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty Heights, 
Charlestown 


Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park 
War Memorial Center in the Fens 


Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park 


War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery

The Boston Housing Authority was established by the Mayor and the 
City Council, in October of 1935, in accordance with the provisions of 
the Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth. 

Five members of the Authority, each appointed for a term of five years, 
guide and act on local agency policy. 
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Four of these members are appointed by the Mayor with the approval 
of the City Council. The Commissioner, Department of Commerce and 
Development, appoints one member. As the terms of the members 
expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive powers for terms 
of five years. 

The objective of the public housing program administered by the 
Boston Housing Authority is to provide low-rent housing for low-income 
families and for elderly people of limited income. 

To insure this purpose, the Authority has established specific policies 
governing eligibility both for admission to and continued occupancy of 
all its public housing developments. 

Housing developments are built and operated either with federal or 
state financial assistance. The federal program dates back to the initial 
occupancy of the Mary Ellen McCormack Houses in May of 1938. State 
legislation, in 1948, initiated the state-aided program. 

At the close of 1964, the Boston Housing Authority had, under manage- 
ment, 15 federally aided and 10 state-aided developments for low-income 
families. 

Also under management, in its program of specialized housing for the 
elderly, are seven federally aided and two state-aided developments. 

The location and number of dwelling units of both these housing pro- 
grams are noted in the following tables. 
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The Boston Housing Authority currently is working on a number of 
programs designed to alleviate the shortage of housing for low-income 
families and elderly people. A summary of these programs follows: 


HovusINnG FOR THE ELDERLY 


The continued demand for hcusing for the elderly parallels the increase 
in the number of elderly people in Boston in ratio to the total population. 

The Boston Housing Authority, in the federally aided program, has a 
total of 744 units in varicus stages of planning. 

Six developments are planned as two story, garden-type apartments. 
located on scattered sites in Mattapan, South Boston, Hyde Park, 
Brighton, and Dorchester. 

Two cf them are elevator buildings located in the Washington Park 
area of Roxbury and at Castle Square in the South End area. 

The Castle Square development is unique in that it marks the first 
time in the nation that public hcusing has been fully integrated with 
private housing. 

The introduction of efficiency apartments in this development also is 
an innovation in the Authority’s program of specialized housing for the 
elderly. 


Rehabilitation. The Authority is engaged in a program of rehabilitating 
and converting existing structures to low-rent use as part of its public 
housing program. 

The Authority acquired 23 parcels of property in the Highland Park 
area of Roxbury as the first stepjin its pilot program of rehabilitation. 
The architect is working on plans which call for remodelling the interiors 
and making some modification of the exteriors. 

A total cf 108 units have been allocated to meet the demand for such 
housing particularly in the relocation of large, low-income families dis- 
placed by public improvements. 


Rent Demonstration Program. The Boston Housing Authority, in 1964, 
received the first installment of funds, under a grant from the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency, to conduct a demonstration rent supple- 
mentation program for a period of three years. 

The purpose of the program is to test the value and to demonstrate 
the feasibility of rent supplementation in private housing. 

The program which ends in June of 1967 has provided housing, in 
privately owned apartments, for a total of 40 families, particularly those 
displaced by urban renewal activities. 


Social and Community Services. The Authority, aware of its respon- 
sibility to provide more than good housing for its tenants, continues to 
expand its existing programs of social and community services. 

A major addition to these programs was the opening of the Columbia 
Point Health Center at the Columbia Point hcusing development which 
supplies comprehensive medical care to the residents of the development. 
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This facility, unique in the nation, is operated by the Department of 
Preventive Medicine of the Tufts University School of Medicine and is 
funded by a grant under the Economic Oppcrtunity Act. 

It is located at 300 Mt. Vernon street, cn the grounds of the develop- 
ment, in a three story apartment building made available by the Boston 
Housing Authority.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance 
with General Laws, Chapter 121, as amended by Chapter 150, Acts of 
1957, has the sole responsibility for urban renewal activities in the City of 
Boston. 

The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its 
certificate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
October 4, 1957. 

Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Fed- 
eral Housing and Urban Development Department is authorized to enter 
into contracts with lccal redevelopment authorities to finance slum clear- 
ance, urban renewal projects and open space, urban beautification and 
other programs designed to prevent the spread of urban blight through 
rehabilitation and conservation measures and to improve the quality of 
the urban environment. The most common form of urban renewal financ- 
ing is one in which the local government provides one-third of the net 
cost of undertaking a project and the Federal Government provides the 
other two-thirds. 


Amendments of Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide authority for 
local communities to carry out urban renewal without Federal aid. 


Under Chapter 652, Acts of 1960 (Mass. Gen. Laws, Chapter 121A) 
the City Planning Board was abolished and all its staff transferred to the 
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Authority. The functions, duties and responsibilities for general city 
planning and development were merged into one agency, the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority. 


The Authority is currently engaged in a number of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of major projects 
approved by the Authority as of December 31, 1965, is detailed below: 


Government Center Project, UR Mass. R-85. The plan for the 60-acre 
Government Center project in downtown Boston has received wide 
acclaim for its high level of design, and its executicn represents approxi- 
mately 200 million dollars in public and private investment. Construction 
is currently proceeding on the new City Hall, which will be the focal 
point of the Center, and the two 26-story towers and four-story annex of 
the Federal office building which was 95% complete at the end of the 
year. Construction was completed in 1965 on the first phase of an eight- 
story, 900-foot long private office and retail facility. During 1965 archi- 
tects began work on the 2000-car parking garage in Haymarket Square. 
Although final working drawings were completed, litigation delayed a 
beginning of construction on the State Service Center complex of three 
buildings. Late in 1965, the Parcel 8 site was cleared, delaying litigation 
was finally settled, and building plans were completed for a 40-story 
private office building; and plans were almost complete fer St. Botolph’s 
Roman Catholic Chapel at Bowdoin Square. A new Government Center 
MBTA station has been in operation for almost two years. Other features 
of the plan call for private office, retail and commercial facilities. 


Downtown Waterfront-Faneuil Hall Project, UR Mass. R-77. The 
Downtown Waterfront-Faneuil Hall plan received final approval in 1965 
and the project received a federal grant of 16.5 million dollars. Plans for 
the waterfront area propose 2,200 units of new and rehabilitated housing, 
new and rehabilitated office and retail space, transient accommodations 
and recreational facilities. During 1965 passage of the “‘tidelands bill” 
allowed for development cf waterfront land and progress was made in 
selecting suitable new sites for relocation of the wholesale food dealers. In 
1965 construction was begun on a 3.5 million dollar aquarium. As part of 
the conversion of old buildings to new residential uses, a vacant factory 
‘building was converted into residential housing. 


Central Business District Project, UR Mass. R-82. In 1965 approval was 
received for the acquisition of six sites in the Central Business District to 
be acquired through the early land acquisition program. These will make 
possible four immediate street improvements; there will also be two 
residual parcels available for commercial development. The major 
acquisition in late 1965 was the approximately 23-acre South Station 
complex which was purchased by the BRA for $6.9 million for eventual 
disposition to a developer. In September, a development cffering was 
advertised for the South Station Development and in early 1966, three 
public agencies and one private developer had submitted propcsals for 
development cf all or part of the area. 
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South Cove Project, UR Mass. R-92. In 1965 local approval was received 
for the 96-acre South Cove urban renewal area. The plan proposes to 
retain Bay Village in its entirely, and to strengthen and expand the Chinese 
residential community. Between 500-606 new housing units will be 
located in the Bay Village and Chinatown areas. Ccnstruction is to start 
in the fall on 200 units of moderate rental housing sponsored by the 
Chinese Urban Renewal Corporation. Several hundred thousand square 
feet of additional commercial floor space, including an expansion of the 
entertainment district, will be provided by the plan. Improvements in 
the circulation pattern will prevent through traffic from using residential 
streets, and there will be a limited expansion of the Tufts-New England 
Medical Center, and Don Bosco High School. Broadway will be replaced 
by an extension of Charles Street along the present Carver Street. 


Washington Park Project, UR Mass. R-24. Major emphasis in the 502- 
acre Washington Park project is being placed on housing, particularly ccon- 
servation and rehabilitation of existing dwelling units. In addition, 1,500 
units of new low-to-moderate rental housing is proposed. By the end of 
1965, 460 units of new private moderate rental housing were completed and 
occupied, and an additional 850 units were committed to developers for 
construction starts scheduled for late 1965 or early 1966. With respect to 
the rehabilitation of existing structures, by the end of 1965, private in- 
vestments in home improvements came to $2.9 million, and involved 402 
structures comprising 1,409 units. In the field of recreation, adding to a 
totlot already completed, a new YMCA with a playfield was completed, 
and a playfield was completed fcr the Ellis School. Construction was 
completed on the first segment of Washington Park Boulevard, and work 
was started on the remaining section. Construction was begun cn a $1.5 
million community shopping center, and street widening and other public 
improvements were carried out. 


South End Project, UR Mass. R-56. In 1965, local approval was received 
for the urban renewal plan for this 6,161-acre area. The plan calls for 
75 percent rehabilitation and conservation of existing structures, and for 
the construction of 3,600 new public and private housing units including 
500 middle-income apartments and 100 units of housing for the elderly now 
under construction in Castle Square. Six non-profit housing corporations 
have been formed in the South End to buy and rehabilitate both private 
and tax-foreclosed properties to provide low rental housing. The plan also 
features four new elementary and one new junior high school, five new 
playgrounds, a cultural arts center, a new library and a new community 
center building with a swimming pool, a new plaza near the Holy Cross 
Cathedral, a new wholesale Flower Market, a Medical Center development, 
industrial development sites, and traffic and circulation improvements. 


Charlestown Project, UR Mass. R-65. In 1965, final approval was 
received for the 520-acre Charlestown project which is now in execution. 
The plan emphasizes 90 percent rehabilitation, elimination of the MBTA 
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elevated structure between City and Sullivan Squares, and the construction 
of 1,400 new residential units including new homes, moderate rental 
apartments, and low-rent apartments for senior citizens. Three new ele- 
mentary schools, two new fire stations, and new recreation areas will be 
built, and the Massachusetts Bay Community College will occupy the 
former site of the State Prison. Traffic improvements and street land- 
scaping will also be carried out. 


Fenway Project, UR Mass. R-48. In 1965, local approval was received 
for the 526.9 acre Fenway urban renewal plan which proposes conserva- 
tion and rehabilitation for over 80 percent of occupied dwelling units in the 
Fenway. The area, which contains the heart of cultura. and institutional 
activity in Boston, will gain a total of 3,000 to 3,600 dwelling units, and 
underground parking for mcre than 3,000 cars. Though more intensive 
use of land, institutions will be able, under this plan, to develop their 
services and facilities without crowding out residential neighborhoods or 
unduly diminishing the tax base. The plan also includes a $71 million 
Christian Science development in the vicinity of the Mother Church. As 
part of the Christian Science development, a 22-story office building and 
two 34-story combination office and apartment towers would be built, and 
9-story apartment buildings with tower floor commercial space will line 
Huntington and Massachusetts Avenues oppcsite the Christian Science 
“Church Center,’ cnce the Fenway plan has been finally approved, an 
estimated $14.7 million in Federal credits may be released and may be 
applied toward the local share of project costs anywhere in the city. The 
Federal government allows these credits for certain past expenditures for 
‘land acquisition by hospitals and educational institutions in the renewal 
area. 


West End Project, UR Mass. 2-8. By the end of 1965, two apartment 
complexes in the residential section of the West End were completed and 
cccupied and a third complex was 70 percent complete. When completed, 
the West End will house five complexes containing approximately 2,400 
units. In 1965 construction started on a major shopping center in the 
area. Various institutional facilities will comprise a large porticn of the 
remaining land area of the site. A residence for aged clergy was completed 
in 1964 and at the end of 1965, construction was 90 percent complete cn an 
addition to the Retina Foundation’s main research-office facility which was 
opened in 1961. Land transfers have been effected for two other medical 
facilities: the Shriner’s Hospital for Crippled Children for construction of a 
hospital devoted to the treatment of burns; the Massachusetts General 
Hospital for construction of a small medical research building. 


New York Streets Project, UR Mass. 201. The New York Streets 
project was Boston’s first urban renewal project. In 1964, the project was 
officially completed upon receipts of the final portion of the Federal grant. 
‘The cleared land for this light industrial and commercial redevelopment 
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project was sold to the City Redevelopment Corporaticn in 1957. At the 
end of 1965, ten structures had been completed on the 22-acre site. The 
New Ycrk Streets project houses new facilities for a bank, an automobile 
agency, @ newspaper publishing eccmpany, three electric supply com- 
panies, two automotive supply companies, a hardware company, and an 
autcmobile agency. The execution of this project has resulted in a tax 
base for the City of Boston neariy doub:e that which existed prior to 
redevelopment. 


Prudential Center. Under provisions of Chapter 121A, as amended, 
of the General Laws, $150 million has been invested by private developers 
in Back Bay’s Prudential Center. Among major buildings completed 
in 1965 were the 750-foot, 52-story Prudential office tower, the War 
Memorial Auditorium, a 29-story 1,000-room hotel, and commercial 
buildings flanking the plaza. Construction on two 26-story apartment 
towers for a total of 542 units was approximately 50% ccmplete at the 
end of 1965. 


Whitney Street. In August, 1963, the first apartment building in the 
Whitney Street project, Charlesbank Apartments, was completed. Rental 
prices for the 276 living units range from $95 to $165 per month. In 
1965 a $3.5 million, 14-story building on the second parcel of land was. 
completed and opened for occupancy. The preject area is being developed 
under the provision of Chapter 121A of the General Laws. It involves 
no federal aid and the entire costs of acquisition and clearance were borne 
by the City. 


Tremont-Mason Streets. A 25-story apartment building is being erected. 
on Tremont Street of the downtown area adjacent to the Boston Common. 
Demolition of the existing buildings on the l-acre site was completed in 
1964 and foundation work fer the 375-unit high-rise structure began. 
By the end cf 1965, construction was forty percent completed. The 
FHA insured loan for this development is being provided through the 
cooperation of several local banking institutions. It is being developed 
under the provisions of Chapter 121A cf the General Laws. 


North Harvard Project, UR Mass. R-&4. The North Harvard urban 
renewal area is a 62 acre tract located in Brighton. As originally ap- 
proved by the B.R.A., Boston City Council, and State Division of Housing 
and Urban Renewal, the plan proposed a 280-unit housing development 
to be developed by a “‘limited dividend” corporation under the provisions 
of Chapter 121A of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. At the end 
of 1965, a ‘Blue Ribbon” panel of five distinguished citizens appointed by 
the Mayor, was reviewing this and alternate proposals. 


Jamaicaway. Site preparation for the Jamaicaway project began late 
in 1964. This 4 acres of open space will be turned into a residential area 
with the construction of a 30-story, 262-unit apartment tower and 18 
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2-story town houses. By the end of 1965, construction was ninety percent 
completed. A non-federally assisted project, being developed under the 
provisions of Chapter 121A, the Jamaicaway development will generate 
an estimated $7 million of private investment money. 

In addition to the projects described above, the urban renewal program 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority for which plans have been 
completed by the end of 1965 included: 

Six general neighborhood renewal planning areas — Back Bay, Roxbury- 
North Dorchester, Parker Hill-Fenway, East Boston, South Boston and 
Jamaica Plain. 

The estimated federal capital grant requirements for the Boston 
development program as of December 31, 1965 totaled approximately 
$213,545,379 as indicated by the following table:

The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the Greater Boston Hotel 
and Motor Inn Association, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from 
three candidates nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, and two commissioners selected at large by the Mayor.

for the care and management thereof after its completion; and for such 
purposes may, subject to the approval of the mayor, make such contracts 
and employ such experts, assistants and employees as they may think 
necessary or expedient.

12, and four other members appointed by the Mayor 
of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated by the 
Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from three 
candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor. Any vacancy in the 
office of any appointive member shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 


The member appointed by the Mayor upon selection at large shall be 
Chairman of the Government Center Commission. Said Commission 
shall elect one of its members as vice chairman, and shall also elect a 
secretary, who need not be a member of the Commission. The members 
of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 
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The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G. L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under G. L. Chapter 121, 
Section 26 LL. Subject to the provisions of sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, 
of Chapter 149 of the General Laws and the provisions of section 6 of Chap- _ 
ter 418 of the Acts of 1890, as respectively amended, the Government 
Center Commission shall also have the power and duty to contract in the 
name and behalf of said City for the preparation of such site and the 
planning and construction thereon and the original equipping and fur- 
nishing of such new city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts ° 
on October 25, 1915. 


The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. 


Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
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the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1965 loans made 
to members amounted to $6,930,248.20 and a total of $58,932,893.23 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Unior at the present time has assets of $6,553,127.90 and 
reserves of $622,716.77, with 11,716 members, 5,944 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three-year term.

This Department enforces the portion of the State Sanitary Code 
which relates to Human Habitation of any dwelling unit. 

It is organized with a Commissioner and an Assistant Commissioner 
whose primary mission is to supervise the Enforcement Division, and a 
Director of Inspection who supervises the Environmental Sanitation 
Inspectors. 

The Commissioner of Housing Inspection, shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on a board 
of health by Section 12 of Chapter 83, and Section 127 of Chapter 111, 
of the General Laws, by Sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 of said Chapter 
111 insofar as said Sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 apply to places of 
human habitation, and by Section 5 of said Chapter 111 insofar, but only 
insofar, as said Section 5 relates (a) to enforcing so much of the state 
sanitary code as concerns standards of fitness for places of human habita- 
tion, housing and sanitation standards for farm labor camps, unsewered 
areas, and (b) to adopting such public health regulations, nct inconsistent 
with the state sanitary code or other provisions of law, as in the opinion 
of the commissioner of housing inspection may be necessary to make and 
keep all places of human habitation fit for such habitation. The com- 
missioner of housing inspection shall also have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed upon the board of health of the city, or 
the health commissioner of the city, by Sections 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 and 22 
of Chapter 383 of the Acts of 1885, as amended, by Chapter 185 of the 
Acts of 1897, by Chapter 219 of the Acts of 1897, as amended, by Section 
128 of Chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907, as amended, and by Section 116 
or any other provision of the Boston Building Code. It shall further be 
the duty of the commissioner of heusing inspection: (1) to receive all 
complaints of violations, in or about places of human habitation, of any 
and all statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations enacted for the preserva- 
tion of health or safety in or about places of human habitation; (2) to refer 
in writing to the building commissioner or the fire commissioner, as the 
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case may be, for investigation and prosecution all complaints of violations 
of the Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code and to 
maintain written contact with said commissioners with respect thereto; 
and (3) to inspect places of human habitation and enforce therein the 
provisions of law specified in the preceding sentences of this section and 
all other statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations enacted for the preser- 
vation of health in or about such places. It shall remain the duty and 
responsibility of the building and fire commissioners, respectively, to 
enforce compliance with the Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire 
Prevention Code. To aid them in discharging such duty but without any 
lessening of their respective responsibilities, the enforcement division of 
the housing inspection department may offer them, and they may accept 
assistance designed to unify action upon complaints received by the 
commissioner of housing inspection.

The Youth Activities Commission which replaces the Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Youth Activities Bureau consists of seven members, five of 
whom are appointed by the Mayor and one each by the Superintendent of 
Schools and the Chairman of the Youth Service Board.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed”’ and in ‘‘actual use,” and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, estabiishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘Care, Custody, and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,’’ provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority, and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court 
of Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time. 
The Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the Boston Municipal Court, 
and the Municipal Court of the Roxbury District over adults who commit 
the offences of Contributing to the Delinquency of Children and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school. 

In addition, the jurisdiction, authority, and powers formerly exercised 
by the Municipal Court of the Roxbury District pertaining to juvenile 
offenders under 17, and cases of neglected, wayward or delinquent children 
are now vested in the Boston Juvenile Court. 

The Justice, Special Justices, and Clerk of this Court are appointed by 
the Governor.

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Notre.— From January 6, 1845, to February 27, 1845, or from the close of Mayor 
Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., Sep- 
tember 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

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ORDINANCES OF 1966, CHAPTER 4 


TO CLARIFY CERTAIN PROVISIONS IN THE 
ORDINANCES RELATIVE TO CONSTABLES 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-six 


Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The second paragraph of section 2 of chapter 2 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, as amended by chapter 5 
of the Ordinances of 1965, is hereby further amended 
to read as follows :— 

The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to con- 
firmation by the City Council, constables for the term 
of one year beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment, who shall be inhabitants of the 
city. Appointments of constables shall specify in each 
case whether the appointment is for a position connected 
with the city or county service to serve without bond 
or for the service of civil process upon the filing of the 
bond required by law. The number of constables 
authorized to serve civil process upon filing bond shall 
be limited to one hundred and seventy-five; provided, 
that no person appointed such a constable while holding 
an office or position in the housing inspection depart- 
ment shall, so long as he holds such an office or position, 
be included in computing for the purpose of such 
limitation the number of such constables.

Today, as we celebrate the one hundred and ninetieth 
anniversary of the birth of our country, it would be 
well to recall the central words of the Declaration of 
Independence: 

“We hold these truths to be self-evident — that 
all men [not men of any single nation or race, but all 
men] are created equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. That to secure these rights, Govern- 
ments are instituted among Men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed.” 
History records the sufferings and indignities borne 

by the colonists, and the catalog of the ‘‘repeated 
injuries and usurpations designed to perpetuate an 
absolute tyranny over the states of the New World”’ 
is relevant to today’s struggles for freedom. 
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Freedom carries with it concomitant responsibilities. 
At this time let us look at the dictionary definitions 
of these terms. Webster’s Third New International 
Dictionary defines freedom as the quality or state of 
not being coerced or constrained by fate, necessity, or 
circumstances in one’s choices or actions; exemption 
or liberation from slavery, imprisonment, or restraint, 
or from the undue, arbitrary, or despotic control of 
another. Responsibility is a charge or trust for which 
one is responsible. It indicates that one is capable of 
rational conduct and is morally accountable for his 
actions. In the political sense it has been said that 
freedom is the opportunity for individuals and volun- 
tary groups to make their own decisions in the pursuit 
of their legitimate objectives. However, in a democ- 
racy, the most difficult problem is that of reconciling 
freedom and authority, and maintaining in the interests 
of the common good a balance between the natural 
and civil rights of individuals or groups with the 
restraints of government. 


John Courtney Murray in We Hold These Truths 
notes that “‘Part of the inner architecture of the 
American ideal of freedom has been the profound 
conviction that only a virtuous people can be free. 
It is not an American belief that free government is 
inevitable, only that it is possible, and that its possi- 
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bility can be realized only when the people as a whole 
are inwardly governed by the recognized imperatives 
of the universal moral law.” 


The ideal of freedom has been a touchstone of 
American political life from the time of Washington 
to the present day. In the first inaugural address 
President Washington spoke of the ‘‘preeminence of 
free government”’ and the “‘preservation of the sacred 
fire of liberty.’’ ‘This latter phrase was quoted by 
Franklin Roosevelt in his 1941 inaugural address. 


Thomas Jefferson, architect of the Declaration of 
Independence, in his first inaugural outlined the 
principles which he deemed essential to our Govern- 
ment, including ‘“‘Equal and exact justice to all men, 
of whatever state or persuasion, religious or political; 
peace, commerce, and honest friendship with all 
nations, entangling alliances with none. a 

It was necessary in a moment of national crisis for 
President Lincoln to reassert the truth propounded by 
the Declaration of Independence that ‘all men 
are created equal.’’ lLaincoln’s sense of freedom’s 
concomitant responsibility is most eloquently ex- 
pressed in the closing paragraph of his second 
inaugural: ‘With malice toward none, with charity 
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for all. 
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In our own times — times fraught with war, revolu- 
tion, the overthrow of colonialism, and the pressures 
of totalitarianism of the right and the left — presi- 
dential messages continue to echo the freedom refrain 
of the founding document. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt’s third inaugural address 
compared the nation with a person possessing body, 
soul, spirit, and faith. Following up Washington’s 
prophecy of our country’s destiny in “the preserva- 
tion of the sacred fire of liberty and the destiny of the 
republican model of government,’’ President Roosevelt 
went on to say: “If we lose that sacred fire — if we 
let it be smothered with doubt and fear — then we 
shall reject the destiny which Washington strove so 
valiantly to establish. ”’ 


In the post-World War II period, our country’s 
efforts on behalf of freedom and peace, as well as the 
United States programs devoted to the social better- 
ment of all peoples, are consistent with the high 
ideals of the founding fathers. The signing of the 
Charter of the United Nations in San Francisco in 
June, 1945, brought new hope to the nations of the 
world. The United States’ full support has enabled 
the United Nations to play an important role in the 
emergence of new nations. The United Nations, with 
its specialized agencies, the Marshall Plan—more 
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formally identified as the Foreign Assistance Act — the 
North Atlantic Treaty Alliance, and the Act for Inter- 
national Development, lent a note of optimism to 
President Truman’s outlook on world peace and led 
him to report that 


“Events have brought our American democracy 
to new influence and new responsibilities. They 
will test our courage, our devotion to duty, and our 
concept of liberty. 


‘But, I say to all men, what we have achieved in 
liberty, we will surpass in greater liberty. 


“Steadfast in our faith in the Almighty, we will 
advance toward a world where man’s freedom is 
secure. ”’ 


In the fifties and sixties the inaugural addresses 
continue to hark back to the dignity of man, man’s 
inalienable rights, the same revolutionary beliefs for 
which our forebears fought; this covenant of justice, 
liberty, and union. The same thread of freedom and 
responsibility runs through Dwight D. Eisenhower’s: 
“We must be ready to dare all for our country. For 
history does not long entrust the care of freedom to 
the weak or the timid. . . . We must be willing, 
individually and as a Nation, to accept whatever 
sacrifices may be required of us. A people that values 
its privileges above its principles soon loses both,”’ 
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and John Fitzgerald Kennedy’s: ‘Let every nation 
know, whether it wishes us well or ill, that we shall 
pay any price, bear any burden, meet any hardship, 
support any friend, oppose any foe to assure the 
survival and the success of liberty,”’ 


and Lyndon B. Johnson’s: ‘“‘They came here — the 
exile and the stranger, brave but frightened — to find 
a place where a man could be his own man. They 
made a covenant with this land. Conceived in justice, 
written in liberty, bound in union, it was meant one 
day to inspire the hopes of all mankind, and it binds 
us still. If we keep its terms we shall flourish. ’’ 


It would seem most appropriate that this historical 
review of concepts of freedom and responsibility in 
Presidential inaugural messages be given in this 
“Cradle of Liberty’? named for one of Massachusetts’ 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. As we 
look out from this historic building, we see evidence 
of the New Boston, a rebirth of our historic citadel 
which hopefully will enjoy to the full its ‘Second 
Spring.”’ The task of renewal is ever with us. While 
evidences of physical renewal are taking shape in many 
sectors of this and other urban centers, we must not 
neglect the intellectual and spiritual renewals which 
are so necessary if we are to keep faith with our heritage 
and to overcome war, tyranny, poverty, ignorance, 
and disease. 
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It has been pointed out that ‘“‘The American ex- 
periment reposes on Acton’s postulate that freedom 
is the highest phase of civil society. But it also re- 
poses on Acton’s further postulate that the elevation 
of a people to this highest phase of social life supposes, 
as its condition, that they understand the ethical 
nature of political freedom. They must understand, 
in Acton’s phrase, that freedom is not the power of 
doing what we like, but the right of being able to do 
what we ought.” 


In the political sphere, revolutions do not always 
establish freedom —a fact which is readily verified 
even in the 1960’s. On the other hand, true freedom 
is not always willingly accepted — by individuals, 
groups, or nations. Freedom implies responsibility, 
and some are unwilling to face up to this fact. 


The challenge which freedom and the other basic 
concepts of a democratic government offer is great. 
The recent Vatican Council spoke of religious freedom 
in these words: 


‘“A sense of the dignity of the human person has 
been impressing itself more and more deeply on the 
consciousness of contemporary man. And _ the 
demand is increasingly made that men should act 
on their own judgment, enjoying and making use of 
a responsible freedom, not driven by coercion but 
motivated by a sense of duty.” 
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It also demands that there be ‘‘no encroachment 
on the rightful freedom of the person and of associa- 
tions.”’ Franklin Roosevelt at the end of his message 
to Congress, on January 6, 1941, inspired the world 
with his declaration of the four freedoms, which could 
serve as a basis for a world in which a good society 
could face all problems. Freedom of speech, freedom 
of worship, freedom from want, and freedom from fear, 
while attainable, must be worked for and, whenever 
and wherever attained, will demand the constant 
effort on the part of mankind to make certain that they 
are secured for future generations. 


) 


These freedoms are not static but must be con- 
stantly applied in changing world situations, so that 
all men, regardless of race, religion, or ethnic origin, 
may have the right to live in peace and harmony, 
with appropriate educational and economic oppor- 
tunities, and thus ensure these rights of “‘life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness’? whose declaration we 
celebrate here today. 


The application of the American creed does present 
tensions at home and abroad. The problems and op- 
portunities confronting our country in foreign policy, 
in military preparedness, in education, in social and 
economic affairs, were examined over a period of four 
years by more than one hundred experts. The results 
of this special studies project, Prospect for America, 
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the Rockefeller Penal Reports, help to identify the 
national purposes and principles that must guide our 
decisions. Both within the nation and in the inter- 
national community, there need not, and indeed should 
not, be any effort to impose uniformity. Diversity of 
religion, culture, philosophy, economic and_ social 
organization is to be expected in the pluralistic world 
in which we live, and is entirely consonant with the 
ideals of freedom which have been key to the develop- 
ment of the American dream. That there is need for 
constant review and study of the changing conditions 
affecting the welfare of mankind is well illustrated by 
the reports emanating from the Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions, a nonprofit educational enter- 
prise devoted to clarifying basic questions of freedom 
and justice, especially those raised by the emergence 
of twentieth-century institutions. 


The turbulence and turmoil on the international 
scene can readily be seen in the fact that membership 
in the United Nations had increased from fifty-one in 
1946 to 111 by early 1963, and the admission of three 
new nations in 1965 brought the total membership in 
its twentieth anniversary year to 117. The efforts 
of the United Nations to maintain international peace 
and security are well known to all. However, there is 
need for a more complete understanding of how the 
United Nations and the United States cooperate in the 
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solving of the complex international problems of an 
economic, social, cultural, or humanitarian character. 


Education is needed by all our people to comprehend 
the intricate workings of intergovernmental agencies 
related to the United Nations such as UNESCO, Food 
and Agriculture Organization, World Health Organiza- 
tion, International Labour Organization, and to under- 
stand the massive foreign and domestic programs of 
our own government which are designed to improve 
the health, educational, and economic opportunities 
of mankind. 


It may not be inappropriate to point out here the 
role of the public library in both the formal and in- 
formal education of our citizens. The rapid shrinking 
of the world, with the transportation and communica- 
tion advances of the sixties, has made once far-off and 
little-thought-of nations our next-door neighbors. The 
problems of newly-emerging and underdeveloped na- 
tions are our problems, as are the situations at home 
resulting from the stresses of urbanization and civil 
rights. It has been predicted that by 1980 one out of 
every two persons of college age will be in college — 
a drastic contrast to the year 1900 when only one out 
of every 25 went on to college. The need to support 
the formal programs of learning is no more important 
than the obligation to provide the general citizenry 
with the information needed to make each and every 
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one of us a better protagonist in the battle for both 
material and spiritual success. The preservation and 
propagation of the cultural heritage of mankind is our 
basic responsibility. 


Our libraries, in the words of President Pusey on 
the occasion of the dedication of the Pius XII Memorial 
Library at St. Louis University, “are bastions of 
culture and freedom, outposts for fresh adventures of 
the human spirit. They are older than schools or 
colleges, older than any existing government or nation, 
older indeed than the visible church. Through tri- 
umphs and perils they have been inciters and aux- 
iliaries in the endless stirring task of recreating civiliza- 
tion and seeking its advance.”’ 


Our Boston Public Library, on a site deeded by the 
Commonwealth with the stipulation that “upon the 
opening of said library, all the citizens of the Com- 
monwealth shall have the perpetual right of access 
thereto, free of charge,’ has over its central entrance 
the words Free ro Au. On the Boylston Street 
facade there is an inscription appropriate to today’s 
celebration: ‘The Commonwealth requires the educa- 
tion of the people as the safeguard of order and lib- 
erty.’ Among the many holdings of our library 
relating to the history of our country, I might mention 
the President John Adams Library; the Prince Li- 
brary, rich in rare books relating to the early history of 
New England collected by the Reverend T homas 
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Prince, former pastor of the Old South Church; and 
the gold medal commemorating the evacuation of 
Boston on the seventeenth of March, 1776, and 
presented to General Washington by Congress. The 
Library must continue its dual role of preserving the 
records of history and advancing the cause of knowl- 
edge, understanding, and freedom. 


If we are to continue in the ideal of liberty first set 
forth in this hall, the concept of responsible freedom 
must be taken from the dictionaries, from the eloquent 
phrases of our statesmen, and must be translated into 
personal terms. Freedom is not an idealistic dream; 
it is a priceless personal possession. By the same 
token, responsibility is a personal obligation. The 
individual enjoying maximum freedom must exert 
his efforts to extend the same degree of freedom to 
those less favored. ‘This is his obligation — not in 
charity but in justice. The individual who is coming, 
slowly, into his rightful share of freedom must assume 
from the beginning his corresponding share of respon- 
sibility. Freedom attracts us with a much fairer face 
than does responsibility with its somber counte- 
nance. And, being human, we have to remind our- 
selves that the two are inescapably united. 


From its modest beginnings 190 years ago, this 
nation has become a world power with an inevitably 
vast and complicated structure of government. The 
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individual is not lost, however, in the vastness; in 
fact, it is his duty not to lose himself. For this nation 
will play its true role among the nations insofar as 
individuals achieve freedom and exercise responsi- 
bility one to another — youth to maturity, race to 
race, worker to management, citizen to citizen. Can 
this nation so conceived endure? ‘he answer lies in 
the freedom and responsibility of individual con- 
sciences.

EVERETT, SOMERVILLE, AND NEWTON, 
AND THE TOWNS OF BROOKLINE, DED- 
HAM, MILTON, AND WINTHROP. 


In Crry Councii, December 12, 1966. 


The special committee appointed to examine the 
lines and bound marks between the City of Boston and 
the Cities of Revere, Everett, Somerville,and Newton, 
and the Towns of Brookline, Dedham, Milton,and Win- 
throp, respectively, report that they have attended to 
the duty with which they were charged, have met with 
the committees designated by the said cities and towns, 
and have jointly examined and verified the several 
boundaries and bound marks in the existing boundary 
lines. 

The committee found the existing boundary markers 
and points to be essentially in the same condition as 
reported by the last previous perambulation committee. 

The boundary lines between Boston-Somerville, Bos- 
ton-Newton, Boston-Brookline, Boston-Dedham, and 
Boston-Milton are for the most part satisfactorily 
marked; although some of the markers are not in 
evidence by virtue of being buried under existing pave- 
ment or ground surfaces, and a few others are missing 
or inadequately marked. 

The boundaries between Boston-Revere, and Boston- 
Winthrop are insufficiently marked in those areas 
where the Belle Isle Inlet and Shirley Gut waterways 
have been filled in. 
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The boundary line between Boston and Everett is 
not clearly marked because many of the markers are 
buried. It is the intention of the Engineering Division 
of the Public Works Department with the approval of 
the Commissioner to correct this condition in the near 
future by the installation of permanent visible markers. 

Inasmuch as the committee members and engineers 
of the communities involved and referred to herein, 
are in general agreement as to where the marking of 
the respective boundary lines can be improved by more 
adequately marking existing markers; restoring missing 
markers; raising markers that are buried; and setting 
additional markers at certain significant points, it is 
the recommendation of this committee that the Com- 
missioner of Public Works be requested to order the 
Engineering Division of the Public Works Department 
to prepare and plan for specific improvements as may 
be indicated through consultation and agreement with 
the engineers of the respective cities and towns of 
Revere, Everett, Somerville, Newton, Brookline, Ded- 
ham, Milton, and Winthrop. 

We submit herewith, a description of the boundary 
lines and marks for record.
